To the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 

America in Congress assembled: 

I have the honor to submit the following report of business trans- 
acted by the Department of Justice for the last preceding fiscal year, 
and of other matters appertaining thereto, as required by law: 

NEW department BUILDING. 

During the first session of the Fifty-seventh Congress a bill was 
introduced in the Senate on January 7, 1902 (S. 2462), ''to provide 
for the purchase of a site and the erection thereon of a public building 
to be used for a Department of State and a Department of Justice," 
which was reported back from the Committee on Public Buildings 
and Grounds, with an amendment, April 12, 1902, but no farther 
action was taken upon it. By ''An act to increase the limit of cost of 
certain public buildings," etc., approved June 6, 1902, section 23, the 
act approved March 3, 1899, to provide for the erection of a building 
for the Department of Justice was repealed and the Attorney-General 
directed to cover into the Treasury of the United States the balance 
of the appropriation carried in that act and unexpended. 

The Department has been occupying rented quarters since 1899, 
^hen its building on Pennsylvania avenue was condemned and torn 
down. 

During the past year it became necessary to rent an additional 
building, and the Department now has its official force distributed in 
seven buildings, including the quarters occupied by the Spanish 
Treaty Claims Commission and the space in the Court of Claims 
building occupied by the library. The total rental now paid by the 
Department is $26,200 per annum. 

The library of the Department is several squares distant from the 
main offices. Much inconvenience and annoyance are experie.t^Q.<^<ic 
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owing to the lack of room and facilities for proper arrangement of the 
various offices. 

The buildings are not fireproof. There is not a vault in any of the 
buildings occupied by the Department, and all office records, docu- 
ments, papers, and books are exposed to the ravages of a fire. Under 
the supervision of the chief engineer of the fire department additional 
appliances for extinguishing fire have been installed, and all possible 
precautions are being taken to protect the buildings and their contents. 

NATURALIZATION FRAUDS. 

The subject of naturalization has recently been called to widespread 
public attention by reason of the scandals and frauds which have been 
revealed all over the country. 

The President has dealt with the matter in his Annual Message to 
the Congress about to assemble. It is not necessary, therefore, to refer 
at length to the subject here. The prosecutions which have resulted 
in current investigations have been and will be vigorously pressed. 
But I desire to emphasize the pressing and grave need for reforms in 
the field of naturalization, for amendment and extension of the exist- 
ing laws, for more complete safeguarding of the admission to citizen- 
ship, and for more stringent remedies against violations of the law, 
and I therefore bespeak the earnest consideration by Congress of the 
subject and such prompt action thereon as in the wisdom of Congress 
may be deemed advisable. 

Every honest citizen is deeply concerned in repelling and preventing 
dishonest claims to that high right. 

I therefor^ recommend for the consideration of Congress the enact- 
ment of a law which will provide for the following results: 

1. The omission from the statutes as they now stand of the question 
of intent and guilty knowledge where an offender has in his possession 
a fi*audulent certificate of naturalization unlawfully obtained in any 
manner whatever, or where a fraudulent certificate so held and obtained 
is used for any purpose whatever. Such a change would permit pros- 
ecutions for the possession of a fraudulent certificate unlawfully 
obtained, or for the use of a fraudulent certificate irrespective of the 
intent of the oath of the applicant and witness on the certificate, which 
is to be regarded as presenting merely a question of fact. 

5. That the law be amended so as to compel an alien at the time of 
applying for citizenship to present from the appropriate immigration 
authorities a certificate showing his age and the date of his arrival, 
and containing also his physical description similar to that in a pass- 
port. This certificate should form a part of the court records, like his 
application for citizenship. 

3. The petition and application and all certificates should be uniform 
throughout the United States, and the final certificate of citizenship 
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issued by any court throughout the country should contain a physical 
description of the applicant and holder on the back thereof, for the 
purpose of identification and to avoid substitution. 

4. The certificates should be printed in Washington under Govern- 
ment direction, containing a watermark similar to United States obli- 
gations, and the unlawful possession of or counterfeiting of such 
certificates should be made an offense against the United States. The 
blank certificates should be distributed to the various courts on requi- 
sition, and each one should be properly numbered and recorded. 

5. The power of issuing certificates of naturalization should be with- 
drawn by Congress from the various State courts and should be 
restricted to United States courts. 

6. All administrative matters relating to naturalization should be 
committed to one central Government bureau. 

7. It should be made a crime against the United States to sell or 
transfer declarations of intention, and it should be provided that after 
suflScient proof has been submitted to a court establishing the fact that 
a certificate is fraudulent in any respect said certificate shall be can- 
celed of record. 

The Federal grand jury lately in session in New York City dealt 
with this subject and made a presentment, which states the situation 
briefly and forcibly and contains an important suggestion for the con- 
sideration of Congress. I submit the presentment as Exhibit 29 of 
this report. I also submit as Exhibit 30 the report of the special 
examiner on the subject. 

EXTENSION OF APPROPRIATION FOR ENFORCING THE ANTITRUST LAW. 

By the appropriation act of February 25, 1903 (32 Stat., 854, 903), 
Congress appropriated the sum of $500,000 to be expended imder 
the direction of the Attorney-General in the employment of special 
counsel and agents in the Department of Justice to conduct proceed- 
ings and prosecutions under the various trust and interstate commerce 
laws. 

It has now become highly important that this appropriation should 
be made available for the enforcement of the laws of the United States 
generally, and especially those relating to public lands, postal crimes 
and offenses, and naturalization. In respect to these three matters a 
grave condition of affairs exists, as shown by recent investigations 
and developments. 

Vast portions of the public lands have been dishonestly acquired 
through frauds, perjuries, and forgeries, and by similar means the 
laws relating to the proper administration of the Post-Office Depart- 
ment and other branches of the public service have been grossly vio- 
lated. I have just referred to the crimes and frauds practiced in con- 
nection with the subject of naturalization. 
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In order that the penalties provided for violation of these laws may 
be promptly enforced and the Government furnished with competent 
legal assistance for the pending investigations and prosecutions, and 
those which will arise throughout the country, I earnestly recommend 
that the said appropriation be made available for use for the purposes 
indicated, to be expended under my direction. 

APPEAL BY GOVERNMENT IN CRIMINAL CASES. 

The Attorney-General in his annual report for the year 1899 and 
again in his annual report for the year 1900 made certain recommen- 
dations to Congress relating to the necessity of providing by suitable 
legislation for an appeal on the part of the Government in cases of 
decisions adverse to the United States by the courts upon demurrers 
interposed to indictments. Up to the present time no legislation has 
been enacted making this provision. 

It is no infrequent occurrence for the courts to sustain demurrers to 
indictments. When a demurrer is sustained under the present state 
of the law there is no way in which the question of law so decided 
against the Government may be reviewed. When objection to the 
indictment is based upon some constitutional or other fundamental 
ground, a decision of this kind on demurrer, b}'^ a lower court, as it 
establishes a precedent, practically results in the abrogation of the 
statute upon which the indictment is based. 

In the case of the United States v. Sanges (144 U. S., 310), Mr. 
Justice Gray, speaking for the court, said: "It is settled by an over- 
whelming weight of American authority, that the State has no right to 
sue out a writ of error upon a judgment in favor of the defendant in 
a criminal case, except under and in accordance with express statutes^ 
whether that judgment was rendered upon a verdict of acquittal, or 
upon the determination by the court of a question of law." 

I urge, therefore, upon Congress the necessity of so amending sec- 
tion 1026 of the Revised Statutes of the United States, as will permit 
the Government, when a demurrer to an indictment is sustained, to a 
review, upon writ of error, of the question of law involved therein, 
by the Supreme Court of the United States or by the circuit court of 
appeals. 

AMENDMENT OF THE LOTTERY ACT. 

As elsewhere noted, the Supreme Court at its last term sustained 
the constitutionality of the act of March 2, 1895 (28 Stat., 963, c. 191), 
for the suppression of the lottery traffic, hi a recent prosecution 
under the act, however ( United States v. Welpley^ not yet reported), 
the district court of the United States for the western district of Vir- 
ginia held that the act did not cover transportation of lottery matter 
from a State to the District of Columbia, as the language used simply 
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referred to articles ^'carried from one State to another [State] in the 
United States." It is important that Congress should so amend the act 
as to place the matter entirely beyond dispute. This question was raised 
upon demurrer to the indictment, and for that reason, as the law now 
stands, can not be reviewed on the part of the United States. 

It is therefore recommended that section 1 of the act in question be 
suitably amended. 

STATUTES OF LIMITATION IN CERTAIN CRIMINAL CASES. 

The bar of such statutes, in my judgment, rests in many cases upon 
the passage of too brief a period of time after the commission of the 
offense. It seems to me that two or three years, as is ordinarily the 
case, are not a sufficient period in reason or upon principle to terminate 
certain criminal liabilities and condone particular offenses, especially in 
relation to offenses directly against the property of the Government or its 
administration, %p shown by recent revelations respecting postal affairs 
and public lands, and especially where such offenses have been com- 
mitted by officers or employees of the Government. I am strongly of 
the opinion that the limitation to bar prosecutions in such cases should 
be at least five years. 

The very fact that such offenders stand in a relation of trust to the 
Government, that public service should elicit the highest standards of 
patriotism, honor, and honesty, and that Government officers and 
employees, by reason of their positions, are often enabled to conceal 
for years a course of dishonest and criminal dealing in which they are 
participating directly or indirectly — all these considerations, I say, 
call for an extension of the period of limitation. I earnestly recom- 
mend the passage of appropriate laws which shall accomplish the 
desired object. 

OFFICE OF ASSISTANT ATTORNEY-GENERAL FOR THE POST-OFFICE 

DEPARTMENT. 

I recommend that the office of assistant attorne}^ -general for the 
Post-Office Department should be abolished, and that the law officer 
for that Department should be designated solicitor for the Post-Office 
Department, to be appointed by the President, and should be made an 
officer of the Department of Justice. It seems that for some reason 
this assistant attorney-generalship was not made a Presidential 
appointment, but was made subject to appointment by the Postmaster- 
General (sec. 390, R. S.). In all other cases the assistant attorneys- 
general are officers of the Department of Justice, serving under and 
reporting to the Attorney-General; and other similar law officers in 
the various Departments, by whatever title such officers ar^ designated, 
are also officers of the Department of Justice. (Sees. 348, 349, 350, 
R. S.) 
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I am strong!}' of opinion that this general policy respecting the 
legal service of the Government should continue and that there should 
be no exceptions by statute or in pi^actice. Obvious considei'ations of 
effectiveness in correlated public service and of full responsibility 
therefor in the head of a department, which, perhaps, especially affect 
the legal service of the Government, demand this course. This view 
is in accordance with the letter and spirit of existing general statutes. 
The laws collected in the Revised Statutes under the title ''Depart- 
ment of Justice " indicate a general intention that all litigation and all 
the legal interests of the United States should be concentrated under 
the direction and control of the Attorney -General. 

SUPREME COURT. 

The accompanying table shows the result of last year's work of the 
Supreme Court of the United States, so far as the number of cases 
can show it. There was an increase of 2 in the number of cases 
docketed on the appellate docket and an increase of 48 in the num- 
ber disposed of, the number remaining having been decreased thereby 
from 344 to 306.

The appellate docket at the close of the last term shows an increase 
of 10 cases since the close of the preceding term. At the close of 
the October term, 1901, there remained undisposed of on the appel- 
late docket 344 cases and on the original docket 11 cases, making 
a total of 355. The number of cases docketed at the October term, 
1902, was 391, of which 385 were on the appellate docket and 6 on the 
original docket. These, with the 355 cases remaining undisposed of, 
make the total number of cases pending at the beginning of the last 
term 746, of which 729 were on the appellate and 17 on the original 
docket. Of this number 427 were disposed of during the term, of 
which 423 were on the appellate and 4 on the original docket, leaving 
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undisposed of at the close of the October term, 1902, 319 cases, 306 
being on the appellate and 13 on the original docket. 

The number of cases actually considered b}^ the court was 375, of 
which 203 were argued orally and 172 submitted on printed argu- 
ments. Of the 423 appellate cases disposed of, 161 were affirmed, 69 
reversed, 50 dismissed, 32 settled by the parties and dismissed, in 8 
questions certified were answered, 94 were denials of petitions for 
writs of certiorari under the act of March 3,-1891, and 9 were docketed 
and dismissed. 

The total number of cases on the appellate docket in which the 
United States was a party or had a substantial interest disposed of at 
the October term, 1902, was 97, 3 of which were cross appeals. The 
United States was appellant, etc. , in 35 of these cases, and appellee, 
etc., in 62. 

Of the 35 cases appealed, etc., by the Government, 21 were decided 
in its favor and 11 adversely; 1 case was dismissed by it, 1 was a 
denial of a petition for a writ of certiorari, and 1 was dismissed by the 
court for want of jurisdiction. 

Of the 62 cases in which the Governnafent was appellee, 28 were 
determined in its favor and 8 adversely; 2 were dismissed by the 
appellant, 9 were docketed and dismissed; 7 were dismissed by the 
court; in 1, error was confessed by the United States; and 7 were 
denials of petitions for writs of certiorari. 

Three cases were certifications of questions by the circuit court of 
appeals, 2 of which were decided in favor of the United States and 1 
adversely. 

Of the above 97 cases, 12 were appeals from the Court of Claims, of 
which 5 were taken by the Government. Of the 5 cases so appealed, 
3 were decided in favor of the Government and 1 adversely, and 1 
dismissed by the court; while of the 7 cases in which it was appellee, 4 
were decided in its favor, 1 adversely; in 1, error was confessed by the 
United States, and 1 was dismissed by the appellant. 

Of the 97 cases referred to, 10 were criminal, 2 of which were capi- 
tal. Of these 10, 2 were decided in favor of the United States, 1 
against the United States, 5 petitions for certiorari were denied, and 2 
were docketed and dismissed. 

Twelve cases were appeals, etc. , from the circuit court of appeals, 
of which 5 were decided in favor of and 6 against the United States, 
and 1 was dismissed by the appellant. 

One case in which the United States was appellee, appealed from 
the Court of Private Land Claims, was decided in its favor. 

The United States was petitioner in 1 petition for a writ of certiorari 
under the act of March 3, 1891, and respondent in 7 petitions, all of 
which were denied. 

Of the whole number of cases in which the Government had a suh- 
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stantial interest heard and decided by the court, 51 were decided in 
favor of the United States and 20 against the United States. 

In addition to the above, 3 original cases against the United States 
were decided in its favor and 2 advorselv. 

IMPORTANT CASES DECIDED. 

Among the important cases decided by the Court during the Octo- 
ber term, 1902, in which the Government was a party or had an 
interest, were the following: 

Lottery Case. (188 IT. 8., 821.) 

( Docket title, Champion y. Ames.) 
[No. 2. Argiied December 15, 16, 1902. Decided February 23, 1903.] 

This was a most important ease affecting the power of Congress to 
regulate commerce among the States. It was argued three times at 
the direction of the court, the last time before a full bench. 

The general question involved was the constitutionality of the first 
section of the act of Congress for the suppression of the lottery traffic. 
By that section it was made an offense for any person to '^ cause to be 
brought within the United States from abroad for the purpose of dis- 
posing of the same, or deposited in or carried by the mails of the 
United States, or canceled from one State to another in the United States^^"^ 
any paper purporting to be or represent a ticket or chance in a lottery 
or similar enterprise. 

Champion and another were indicted and held for trial for conspiracy 
to commit an offense against the United States by depositing with the 
Wells-Fargo Express Company, for the purpose of being carried from 
one State to another, viz, from Dallas, Tex., to Fresno, Cal., a box or 
package containing two tickets or certificates of the Pan-American 
Lottery Company whose drawings took place at Asuncion, Paraguay. 

In the argument before the Supreme Court it was contended in their 
behalf that — 

1. The suppression of lotteries is not an exercise of any power com- 
mitted to Congress by the Constitution, and is therefore in contraven- 
tion of Article X of the amendments. 

2. The sending of lottery tickets or policy slips does not constitute 
or evidence any transaction belonging to interstate commerce and is 
not within the scope of the power of the National Government to reg- 
ulate commerce among the States. 

3. The power to regulate lotteries and to permit or prohibit the sale 
of lotter}'^ tickets is exclusively within the jurisdiction of the police 
power reserved to the States. 

The conclusion reached by the court (four of the justices dissenting) 
was ''that lottery tickets are subjects of traffic among those who choose 
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to sell or buy them; that the carriage of such tickets by independent 
carriers from one State to another is therefore interstate conmierce; 
that under its power to regulate commerce among the several States 
Congress, subject to the limitations imposed by the Constitution upon 
the exercise of the powers granted, has plenary authority over such 
commerce, and may prohibit the carriage of such tickets from State 
to State, and that legislation to that end and of that character is not 
inconsistent with any limitation or restriction imposed upon the exercise 
of the powers granted to Congress." 

The opinion refers to the Sherman Antitrust Act as an illustration of 
the proposition that the regulation of interstate commerce may take 
the form of prohibition. 

Although the opinion of the court is expressly restricted to the facts 
of the particular case, the decision rendered necessarily enunciates the 
vital principle that the power of Congress to regulate interstate com- 
merce includes the power absolutely to prohibit such commerce in any- 
thing which is an article of commerce if, in the judgment of Congress, 
the general welfare will be promoted by such exclusion. The syllabus 
follows: 

Lottery tickets are subjects of traflSc among those who choose 
to buy and sell them, and their carriage by independent carriers 
from one State to another is therefore interstate commerce which 
Congress may prohibit under its power to regulate commerce 
among the several States. 

Legislation under that power may sometimes, and properly, 
assume the form, or have the eflFect, of prohibition. 

Legislation prohibiting the carriage of such tickets is not incon- 
sistent with any limitation or restriction imposed upon th ^ xer- 
cise of the powers granted to Congress. 

Francis y. United States. (188 U, 8., 375,) 

[No. 80. Argued simultaneously with Champion v. Ames and decided the same day.] 

In this case the defendants were charged with conspiring to commit 
and with having committed an oflFense against the United States by 
causing to be carried from one State to another, viz, from Kentucky 
to Ohio, five papers purporting to be and to represent chances or 
shares in the prizes thereafter to be awarded by lot in the drawing of 
a lottery, commonly known as the game of policy, in violation of the 
same provision of the act for the suppression of the lotter}?- traflSc, as 
was involved in the Champion case. The lottery in question had its 
headquarters in Ohio and agencies in different States. The method 
in which the scheme was carried out is shown in detail in the report of 
the case. The carriage from one State to another, relied upon as the 
object of the conspiracy, and as the overt act in pursuance of the con- 
spiracy, was the carriage and delivery of certain slips, as therein - 
described, from Kentucky to Ohio. The case was disposed of owtfcsfe 
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ground that there was no evidence of an offense within the meaning of 
the act of 1895 — the assumption that the slips carried from Kentucky 
to Ohio were papers purporting tq ])e or represent a ticket or interest 
in a lottery being, in the opinion of the court, erroneous. The syllabus 
follows: 

A slip retained by the agent of a lottery, which is the duplicate 
of a slip retained by the purchaser, indicating the numbers 
selected by him, is not a paper, certiticate, or interest purporting 
to be or to represent chances, shares, and interest in the prizes 
thereafter to be awarded by lot in the drawings of a lottery com- 
monly known as the game of policy within the meaning of the act 
of Congress of March 2, 1895, c. 191, 28 Stat., 963. 

Pacific Steam Whaling Company y. United States. (187 TJ. S., 447.) 
[No. 26. Argued December 8, 1902. Decided January 5, 1903.] 

The question presented in this case, and the ruling of the couil 
thereon, are sufficiently stated in the syllabus: 

Where an applicant files with the district court of Alaska a 
petition for a license for vessels and salmon canneries under sec- 
tion 460 of the act of 1899, providing a criminal code for Alaska, 
(30 Stat., 1253, 1336), and with it a protest against being required 
to take out or pay for such license on various grounds stated 
therein, to which petition and protest the clerk of the district 
court is not made a party — although the papers may have been 
served on the district attorney — and the district court thereafter 
makes an order granting the license, stating therein that so far as 
the protestant seeks relief against the payment of the licenses 
"the same is overruled, denied, and ignored," an appeal to this 
court will not lie, as there is no action, suit, or case within the 
constitutional provision (Article III, section 2) in which was 
entered a final judgment or decree such as entitled the petitioner 
to appeal to this court. 

Pacific Coast Steamship Company y. United States. (187 U. S., 454.)

[Nos. 29, 30, 31. Argued December 8, 1902. Decided January 5, 1903.J 

The case is stated in the syllabus: 

Affirmed on authority of Pacific Steam Whaling Co. v. United 
States., decided simultaneously herewith, page 447, ante. 

Corbus y. Alaska Treadwell Gold Mining Company. (187 U. S., 455.) 
[No. 10. Argued December 8, 1902. Decided January 5, 1903.] 

This, like the preceding cases (Nos. 26, 29, 30, 31), was brought 
to prevent the payment of a license tax imposed by the Alaskan 
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Code of 1899. The method pursued was, however, different. It 
was a suit in equity by a stockholder against the mining company, a 
Minnesota corporation doing business in Alaska, to restrain it from 
paying the tax. The United States was not a party to the suit, but, 
having been served with notice thereof, the district attorney in the 
lower court, and the Solicitor-General in the Supreme Court, appeared 
simply as amicus curidd^ and, denying the jurisdiction of the court or 
its right to enjoin the defendant from paying the tax, argued in favor 
of the constitutionality of the law. 

The plaintiff averred in his bill that the suit was not a collusive one; 
that because of the great distance at which the directors of the com- 
pany resided he had not been able to request them not to pa}'^ the tax 
and apply for a license, but had made such request of the officers and 
agents of the company in Alaska, who had refused to accede thereto 
because of the penalties which would be incurred by a failure to obey 
the law; and further averred, in general terms, that the relief asked 
was necessary to avoid a multiplicity of suits, irreparable damage, and 
great expense to himself and other shareholders. In support of the 
jurisdiction of the court to entertain the bill the plaintiff relied upon 
the case of Pollock v. Farmers^ Loan and Trust Company, (157 U. S., 
429.) The court affirmed the action of the district court in dismissing 
the suit for the reasons stated in the syllabus: 

Before a court of equity will in any way help a party to thwart 
the intent of Congress, as expressed in a statute, it should affirma- 
tively and clearly appear that there is an absolute necessity for its 
interference in order to prevent irreparable injury. 

If the party primarily and directly charged with a tax is unable 
to make a case for the interference of a court of equity, no one 
subordinately and indirectly affected by the tax should be given 
relief unless he shows not merely irreparable injur}^ to the tax 
debtor as well as to himself, but also that he has taken every essen- 
tial preliminary step to justify his claim of a right to act in behalf 
of such tax debtor. 

The fact that this court entertained the bill of equity in Pollock v. 
Farmers^ Loan and Trust Co, (157 U. S., 429) does not determine 
to what extent a court of equity will permit a stockholder to main- 
, tain a suit nominally against the corporation, but really for its 
benefit; and where a bill is filed by a stockholder to enjoin the 
officers of a corporation from paying a tax, as required by a stat- 
ute of the United States, this court will examine the bill in its 
entirety and determine whether, under all the circumstances, the 
plaintiff has made such a showing of wrong on the part of the cor- 
poration as will justify the suit, and if it appears that the suit is 
collusive or that the plaintiff' has not done everything which ought 
to have been done to secure action by the corporation and its direct- 
ors, and justify under the assumption of a controversy between 
himself and the corporation his prosecution of a litigation for its 
benefit, the bill will be dismissed. 
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Stewart y. Washington and Alaska Steamship Company. (187 TJ. S., 466.) 
[No. 13. Argued December 8, 1902. Decided January 5, 1902.] 

The case is stated in the syllabus: 

In an action similar to the preceding, Carhiw v. Alaska Tread- 
well Mining Company^ page 455, ante^ brought by a stockholder 
to restrain a corporation from paying certain taxes, in which the 
•bill does not show where the directors reside and does not contain 
any averment of an application to the directors, or to the president 
and treasurer, to take action to relieve from the burden of the 
taxes, the bill was properly dismissed. 

United States y. Lynah. (188 TJ. S. 445.) 
[No. 45. Argued January 8, 1903. Decided February 23, 1903.] 

This case grew out of the operations of the Government in the 
improvement of the Savannah River under several acts of Congress. 
It was claimed, and found by the circuit court, that the property of the 
plaintiffs had been totall}^ destro^-ed by the acts of the Government, 
and that that constituted a taking of the property for public use, for 
which compensation must be made. The j)rinci pies decided are impor- 
tant, as affecting a large number of cases which have been or may be 
brought upon similar or analogous facts. The syllabus is as follows: 

All private property is held subject to the necessities of govern- 
ment, and the right of eminent domain underlies all such rights 
of property. 

When the United States Government appropriates property 
which it does not claim as its own, it does so under an implied con- 
tract that it will pay the value of the property it so appropriates. 

When it is alleged in an action that the Government of the 
United States in tne exercise of its powers of eminent domain 
and regulation of commerce, through officers and agents duly 
empowered thereto by acts of Congress, places dams, training 
walls, and other obstructions in the Savannah River in such man- 
ner as to hinder its natural flow and to raise the water so as to 
overflow the land of plaintiff along the banks to such an extent as 
to cause a total destruction of its value, and the Government does 
not deny the ownership, admits that the work was done by author- 
ity of Congress, and simply denies that the work has produced the 
alleged injury and destruction, the crrcuit court or the United 
States has jurisdiction to inquire whether the acts done by the 
officers of the United States under the direction of Congress have 
resulted in such an overflow and injury of the land as to render it 
absolutely valueless and, if thereby the property was, in contem- 
plation of law, taken and appropriated by the Government, to 
render judgment against it for the value of the property so taken 
and appropriated. 

When the Government of the United States by the construction 
of a dam, or other public works, so floods lands belonging to an 
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individual as to totally destroy its value, there is a taking of pri- 
vate property within the scope of the fifth amendment. 

The proceeding must be regarded as an actual appropriation of 
the land, including the possession and the fee and, when the 
amount awarded as compensation is paid, the title, the fee and 
whatever rights may attach thereto pass to the Government which 
becomes henceforth the full owner. 

Notwithstanding that the work causing the injury was done in 
improving the navigability of a navigable river and by the Con- 
stitution Congress is given full control over such improvements, 
the injuries can not be regarded as purely consequential, and the 
Government can not appropriate property without being liable to 
the obligation created by the fifth amendment of paying just 
compensation. 

American School of Magnetic Healing v. McAnnnlty (187 U. S., 94). 
[No. 27. Argued October 15, 19, 1902. Decided November 17, 1902.] 

This was a bill of complaint brought to restrain a local postmaster 
from withholding mail containing checks, drafts, etc. , addressed to com- 
plainants. The postmaster refused to deliver the mails in compliance 
with a "fraud order" issued by the Postmaster-General. The bill 
having been demurred to, and the demurrer sustained, the Supreme 
Court held the allegations therein were sufficient to warrant equitable 
relief and reversed the case, directing that defendant might answer 
and show on the trial, if it could, actual -fraud in fact. The bill was 
subsequently dismissed by the complainants. 

The syllabus is as follows: 

On demurrer all the material facts averred in a bill of com- 
plaint are admitted including averments describing complainant's 
business and stating that it is founded " almost exclusively on the. 
physical and practical proposition that the mind of the human 
race is largely responsible for its ills, and is a perceptible factor 
in the healing, curing, benefiting, and remedying thereof, and 
that the human race does possess the innate power, through 
proper exercise of the faculty of the brain and mind, to largely 
control and remedy the ills that humanity is heir to, and they 
(complainants) discard and eliminate from their treatment what 
is commonly known as Christian Science, and they are confined 
to practical scientific treatment emanating from the source afore- 
said." The foregoing allegations are not conclusions of law but 
statements of fact. 

Such an allegation having been made in a bill of complaint, 
the business referred to can not on demurrer be properly pro- 
nounced such a fraud within the statutes of the United States as 
will justify a postmaster withholding matter sent to complainants 
through tne mail in answer to advertisements on an order issued 
by the Postmaster-General under sections 3929 and 4041 of the 
Revised Statutes of the United States, and section 4 of an act 
approved March 2, 1875, (28 Stat., 963, 964); but in overruling the 
demurrer, this court does not mean to preclude the defendant from 
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showing on the trial, if ho can, that the business of the complain- 
ants, as in fact conducted, amounts to a violation of such statutes. 

The statutes referred to were not intended to cover any case 
which the Postmaster-General might regard as based on false 
opinions, but only cases of actual fraud, in fact, in regard to which 
opinions formed no basis. 

Conceding for the purposes of this case that Congress has full 
and absolute jurisdiction over the mails, still where the Postmaster- 
General, in a case not covered by the acts of Congress, has assumed 
to act under the authority granted by the said statutes and made 
an order withholding mail and interfering with carrying on the 
business above described, even if such order be made after a hear- 
ing, the matter is subject to be reviewed by the courts; and while 
the conduct of the post-oflSce is a part of the administrative 
department of the Government, that fact does not always oust 
the courts of jurisdiction to grant relief to a party aggrieved by 
an}' action, by the head, or one of the subordinate officials of that 
department, which is unauthorized b}' the statute under which he 
assumes to act. 

Where the action of such an officer is unauthorized he thereby vio- 
lates the property rights of the person whose letters are withheld. 

In this case it not appearing that the complainants have violated 
an}" law they have the legal right under the general acts of Con- 
gress relating to the mails to nave their letters delivered at the 
post-office as directed, and as those letters contain checks, drafts, 
money orders, and money itself, all of which became their prop- 
erty as soon as deposited in the various post-offices for transmis- 
sion by mail, if the same are not delivered to them they will sustain 
irreparable injury, and there being no adequate remedy at law, 
they are entitled to equitable relief and an injunction preventing 
the local postmaster withholding their mail under the order so 
issued by the Postmaster-General. 

The Manila Prize Cases. (188 TJ. 8., 254.) 

( United States v. Dewey y No. 309. Deivey v. United States^ No. 310. Stovell v. Dewey, 

No. 311.) 

[Nos. 309, 310, 311. Argued October 28, 29, 1902. Decided January 23, 1903.] 

These cases involved the question whether certain Spanish vessels, 
sunk in the battle of Manila Bay and subsequently raised and recon- 
structed for use by the United States, were to be regarded as prize 
for the benefit of the captors or as "vessels sunk or otherwise 
destroyed," under section 4635, Revised Statutes, for which bounty was 
due. The status of property taken from these vessels, and from other 
vessels destroyed, of naval stores taken from the Cavite Arsenal, and of 
certain cascoes or small native boats, and floating derricks, the prop- 
erty of private citizens, was also involved. The court held that the 
vessels and the property taken from them were properl}^ adjudged 
prize; that bounty was due for the property taken from the destroyed 
vessels; that the arsenal stores, being "naval stores taken at a naval 
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station by a naval force as the result of a naval engagement," were 
lawful prize, but that the small boats and derricks were not subject to 
condemnation as prize. The syllabus follows: 

While the right of the citizen to demand condemnation of ves- 
sels or property as prize for his benefit must be derived from 
acts of Congress, and their scope is not to be enlarged in his favor 
by construction, where there is no controversy in respect to the 
existence of the grant, a more liberal construction may be applied 
in carrying the intention of Congress into effect. 

1. Vessels lying on the bottom in shallow water in such condi- 
tion, as the result of a naval engagement, that they can not be 
floated bv any of the means possessed by the naval force over- 
coming them, but which are afterwards, by the independent means 
of the Government, raised and repaired and . appropriated to its 
own use are not to be regarded as sunk or destroyed within the 
meaning of section 4635, Revised Statutes, but they may be 
regarded as within the provisions of sections 4624 and 4625, and 
their money value may stand in place of prize and be so adjudicated. 

2. The legal status of property taken from vessels in such con- 
dition must be regarded as the same as the vessel to which it 
belongs. 

3. Naval stores — public-enemy property — designed for hostile 
uses, stored on the seashore in an establishment for facilitating 
naval warfare, when taken by a naval force as a result of a naval 
engagement, can be adjudged as prize for the benefit of the 
captors. 

As the right of the Government of the capturing naval force is 
supreme, it may when in its judgment the public interest demands 
it, restore a prize; and the courts can not proceed to condemnation 
as to captured property restored under a treaty of peace before 
decree. 

The strength of the capturing naval force under Admiral 
Dewey's command at Manila was superior to that of the Spanish 
fleet on May 1, 1898. 

4. Cascoes, or native boats, and certain floating derricks, prop- 
erty of private persons in the Philippine Islands, were rightly 
held by the district court not to be subject to condemnation as 
prize. 

5. Vessels performing the functions of colliers and not in a 
condition to render effective aid if required during a naval engage- 
ment, and the masters and crews thereof, who have been shipped 
but who are not commissioned or enlisted men in the United States 
Navy, are not entitled to participate in prize money or bounty 
resulting from the capture and destruction of the enemy's vessels. 

The Infanta Maria Teresa. (188 TJ, 8., 283.) 
[No. 273. Argued October 27, 28, 1902. Decided February 23, 1903.] 

The question involved in this case is stated in the syllabus, which is 
as follows: 

The Spanish war vessel Infanta Maria Teresa^ at the engage- 
ment at Santiago on July 3, 1898, was so far sunk and destroyed

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that she could not be sent in for adjudication, and no surv^ey was 
had nor was any sale directed l)v the commanding officer, nor 
was she taken by and appropriated for the use of the United 
States and the value deposited under section 4625, Revised Stat- 
utes. Subsequently she was raised by a wrecking company under 
a contract with the (lovernment and taken as far as Guantanamo, 
whence, after certain tenipoi-arv repairs were made, it being 
impossille to completelv reiMiir lier at that port, she proceeded 
ill tow and partially under her own steam to Norfolk, the nearest 
(lOvernment navy -yard and the nearest ix)int where permanent 
rei)airs could be made. On the way she was lost at Cat Island as 
a result of inability to withstand the storm, on account of injuries 
received in the action at Santiago, l)ecame a total wreck, and was 
abandoned. The commanding officer concurred with the Govern- 
ment in the effort at salvage. 

Jle/d^ That as the salvage was not actually accomplished, there 
was no appropriation to its use by the Government in the mean- 
ing of the statute and the captors were entitled to bounty only 
and not to prize money. 

Ilefd^ That the disposition of the property taken from the ves- 
sel must follow the rule laid down in The Manilu Prize Casea^ 
antt\ page 254. 

Bowns y. United States. (187 IT. 8., 496.) 
[No. 318. Argued October 29, 1902. Decided January 5, 1903.] 

This was a writ of certiorari to the circuit court of appeals for the 
fourth circuit. The question presented was whether, under the sugar 
laws and regulations of Russia, imposing an excise tax upon all sugar 
produced, remitting that tax upon all sugar exported, and issuing a 
certificate to the exporter of sugar which is salable and has a money 
value in the open market, a grant or bounty is bestowed upon the 
importation of sugar which subjects such sugar, upon its importation 
into the United States, to an additional duty equal to the net amount 
of such bounty, under section 5 of the tariff act of July 24, 1897. The 
conclusion of the court appears in the syllabus, which is as follows: 

Where a tax is imposed upon all sugar produced, but is remitted 
upon all sugar exported, then, b}^ whatever pi-ocess or in whatever 
manner or under whatever name it is disguised, it is a bounty 
upon exportation. As under the laws and regulations of Russia, 
the Russian exporter of sugar obtains from his Government a cer- 
tificate solely because of such exportation, which certificate is 
salable and has an actual value in the open market, the Government 
of Russia does secure to the exporter from that country, as the 
inevitable result of such action, a money reward or gratuity when- 
ever he exports sugar from Russia, and which is in effect a bounty 
upon the export of sugar which subjects such sugar, upon its 
importation into the United States, to an additional duty equal to 
the entire amount of such bounty under the act of Congress of 
July 24, 1897. (30 Stat., 205.) 
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The Mangrove Prize Money. (188 TJ. 8., 720.) 

[Nos. 24 and 34. Argued January 7, 8, and 9, 1903. Decided February 23, 1903.] 

( United States v. Officers and crew of the U. S. Steamer Mangrove, No. 24. Officers and 
enlisted inen of the TJ, S, Ships I^ew York, Indiana, and Wilmington v. Officers and 
crew of the U, S. Steamer Mangrove, No. 34. ) 

These cases were appeals from a decree of the United States district 
court for the southern district of Florida, awarding the net proceeds 
of the Spanish steamer PanaTna (condemned as prize by the Supreme 
Court, 176 U. S., 535) to the officers and crew of the U. S. S. Mangrove 
as sole capturing vessel. The question presented was whether the 
United States and the officers and crews of the U. S. S. Indiana^ Wil- 
mington, and JVew York were entitled to share in the prize proceeds 
under sections 4630, 4632, Revised Statutes, on the ground that the 
captured vessel was of inferior force to the Jfangrove, and that the 
three vessels named were within signal distance at the time of the cap- 
ture and able to render eflFective aid if required. The Supreme Court 
affirmed the decree of the district court, holding that the Panama was 
of superior force to the capturing vessel; that the Indiana, Wilmington, 
and Ifew York were not within signal distance within the meaning of 
the statute, .and did not contribute in any way toward the capture, and 
that accordingly neither they nor the United States were entitled to 
share in the proceeds. The syllabus is as follows: 

Vessels more than 5 miles apart held not to be within signal 
distance so as to be entitled to share in prize under the circum- 
stances of this case. Vessels not within signal distance are not 
''vessels making the capture" within Revised Statutes section 
4630, although they may nave contributed remotely to this result. 
They can not be taken into account in estimating the relative force 
of capture and prize. In estimating the relative strength of the 
captured and capturing vessels, the means possessed by the 
captured vessel, and not the use made of them, must be consiaered. 

The Japanese Immigrant Case. (189 U. 8., 86.) 

{Docket title, Yamatayay. Fisher.) 
[No. 171. Argued February 24, 1903. Decided April 6, 1903.] 

This case involved the right of the United States to exclude a Jap- 
anese immigrant from admission to this country under the immigration 
act of March 3, 1893, as a pauper. The immigrant had escaped the 
executive scrutiny and process on landing, and the arrest was made 
and inquiry leading to an order of exclusion and deportation by the 
immigration authorities was instituted within the statutory period of 
one year after landing. The central question was whether under all 
the facts appearing the constitutional requirement of '' due process of 
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law" had been observed. This question was decided in the affirmative. 
The syllabus follows: 

1. As the existing treaty with Japan expressly excepts from its 
operation any regulation relating to police and public security^ 
and as the various acts of Congress forbidding aliens of whatever 
country to enter the United btates who are paupers or persons 
likely to become a public charge, are regulations for police and 
public security, aliens from Japan of the prohibited class have no 
right to enter or reside in the United States. 

Quaere^ Whether, even in the absence of such a provision in the 
treaty, the "full liberty to enter, reside," etc., clause refers to 
that class in either country who from habits or conditions are the 
object of police regulations designed to protect the general public 
against contact with dangerous or improper persons. 

2. It has been firmly established b^ numerous decisions of this 
court that it is within the constitutional power of Congress to 
exclude aliens of a particular race from the United States; pre- 
scribe the terms ana conditions upon which certain classes may 
come to this country; establish regulations for sending out of the 
coimtry such aliens as come here m violation of law; and commit 
the enforcement of such provisions, conditions, and regulations to 
executive officers, without judicial intervention. 

3. An administrative officer, when executing the provisions of 
a statute involving the liberty of persons, may not aisregard the 
fundamental principles of due process of law as understood at the 
time of the aaoption of the Constitution. Nor is it competent for 
any executive officer, at any time within the year limited by the 
statute, to arbitrarily cause an alien who has entered the country 
and has become subject in all respects to its jurisdiction, and a 
part of its population, although illegally here, to be arrested and 
deported without giving such alien an opportunity, appropriate 
to the case, to be heard upon the questions involving his right to 
be and remain in the United States. 

Where, however, the alien had notice, although not a formal 
one, the courts can not interfere with the executive officers con- 
ducting it. The objections of the alien to the form of the investi- 
gation could have been presented to the officer having pidmary 
control of the case, or by an appeal to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, and the action of the executive officers is not subject to 
judicial review. 

The Faqnete Habana. (189 IT. 8., 458.) 

[Nos. 578, 580, 581, 582, 583, 584, 585, 586, 587, 588, 589. Argued March 19, 1903. 

Decided April 6, 1903.] 

( United States v. The Paquete Habana; Same v. The Lola; Same v. Poder de Dios; Sam^ 
V. The Antonio y Paco; Same v. The Engracia; Same v. The Severita; Same v. The 
Antonio Suarez; Same\. The Femandito; Samex. The Oriente; Sdmew. The Espana; 
Same v. The Cuatro de Setiemhre; Same v. The Santiago Apostol. ) 

These cases, which are known as the ''fishing smack cases," were 
originally before the Supreme Court on the question of condemnation 
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as prize (175 U. S., 677). The court then decided that the vessels were 
not liable to capture, and decrees were ordered restoring to the claim- 
ants the proceeds of the vessels and cargoes, with compensatory dam- 
ages and costs. These were appeals from the decrees entered by the 
district court in pursuance of that direction, the questions involved 
being as to the quantv/m of damages, and as to whether the Govern- 
ment or the naval captors individually were responsible therefor. 
The court held on the latter point that the decrees should be entered 
against the United States, but were of opinion that the amount of 
damages awarded was excessive, and remanded the cases to the district 
court for further proceedings. The syllabus follows: 

This court having decided in The Paquete Hahana (175 U. S., 
677) that certain fishing smacks engaged in coast fishing for the 
daily market were not liable to capture, and ordered that the pro- 
ceeds of vessels and cargoes be restored to the claimants with com- 
pensatory and not punitive damages and costs, and it appearing 
that the damages allowed were excessive, the cases were remanded 
to the district court for further proceedings. 

Under the circumstances of this case the decree should be entered 
against the United States and not against the captors individually. 

Missouri Pacific SaUway Company y. United States.' (189 IT. 8., 274.) 
[No. 108. Argued January 23, 26, 1903. Decided March 9, 1903.] 

This was an amended bill of complaint, filed July 19, 1897, on behalf of 
the United States by the United States attorney for the district of Kansas, 
under the direction of the A^ttorney-General of the United States and pur- 
suant to a request of the Interstate Commerce Commission, the object 
being to obtain a perpetual injunction restraining the Missouri Pacific 
Railway Company from continuing to exact a greater rate for transpor- 
tation of freight of like classification between the city of Wichita and 
the city of St. Louis than was asked between the city of St. Louis and 
the city of Omaha. A demurrer was filed to the amended bill upon 
various grounds, one of which denied the right of the United States 
to institute the suit in equity. The demurrer was overruled by the 
circuit court and this action was sustained by the circuit court of 
appeals, whereupon an appeal was taken to the Supreme Court. The 
syllabus follows: 

Prior to the passage of the act of Congress "to further regulate 
commerce with foreign nations and among the States" approved 
February 19, 1903, a district attorney of the United States under 
the direction of the Attorney-General of the United States given 
in pursuance of a request made by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission was without power to commence a proceeding in equity 
against a railroad corporation to restrain it from discriminating 
in its rates between different localities. Held^ therefore, that 
there was error committed below in refusing to sustain a demurrer 
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of a defendant railroad company to a bill filed by a district attor- 
ney of the United States under the circumstances stated. 

As, however, the act of February 19, 1903, expressly conferred 
the power which did not theretofore exist and as that act specific- 
ally provided that the new remedies which it created should be 
applicable to all causes then pending, Held^ that although the 
action of the lower court in refusing to sustain the demurrer 
would be overruled, the case would not be finally disposed of but 
would be remanded for further proceedings in consonance with 
the provisions of the act of February 19, 1903. 

Bank of Iron Gate y. Brady, Executrix. 
[No. 349. Submitted October 14, 1902. Decided October 20, 1902.] 

This case grew out of a suit instituted in the circuit court of the 
United States for the eastern district of Virginia against James D. 
Brady, acting as collector of internal revenue of the United States, to 
recover damages for the forcible collection of a 10 per cent tax on 
State bank issue. In a former similar suit, a demurrer to the declara- 
tion was filed, sustained, and judgment entered for the defendant. 
Thereupon a writ of error was sued out to the Supreme Court of the 
United States. After the case reached the Supreme Court the defend- 
ant, James D. Brady, died, and an application was made to revive in 
the name of his personal representative. 

The court held that '' a tort by which the estate of the defendant 
was not increased and the estate of the plaintiff damaged only as an 
indirect consequence of the alleged wrongful act of the defendant does 
not, either at common law or by the statutes of Virginia, survive the 
death of the wrongdoer." The court ordered that the case be remanded 
to the circuit court, with instructions to set aside its judgment and 
enter one abating the action by reason of the death of the defendant. 

The present action was then instituted in the circuit court against 
Maggie A. Brad}^ executrix, which resulted in a judgment for the 
defendant. The case was then taken to the Supreme Court on a writ 
of error, where the judgment of the lower court was affirmed on the 
authority of Yeazie Bank v. Fenno (8 Wall., 533). 

Eirwan y. Murphy. (189 IT. S., 85.) 
[No. 161. Argued January 30, 1903. Decided April 6, 1903.] 

In this case Murphy and others filed a bill of complaint in the 
United States circuit court for the district of Minnesota against Kir- 
wan, as United States surveyor-general of that district, and Thomas 
H. Croswell, as deputy surveyor, to enjoin them from surveying cer- 
tain lands claimed by the General Land Office to be unsurveyed public 
lands of the United States. The circuit court granted the preliminary 
injunction, and its order was affirmed by the circuit court of appeals 
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for the eighth circuit. An appeal was taken to the Supreme Court of 
the United States and dismissed. The cause then went to final hear- 
ing, and the circuit court decided in favor of the plaintiffs. An 
appeal was taken to the circuit court of appeals and the decree of the 
lower court affirmed. Thereupon an appeal was taken to the Supreme 
Court of the United States, where the decree of the circuit court of 
appeals and of the circuit court were reversed and the cause remanded 
to the latter court with directions to dismiss the bill. The syllabus 
follows: 

Even if the making of a Government survey, which could be 
made without any material injury to soil or timber, involved a 
trespass, it would be of so fugitive and temporary a character as 
to lack such elements of irreparable injury as would furnish the 
basis for equity interposition. Nor will a bill of peace lie where 
the legal remedy is adequate, and where the persons directly 
interested are not made parties, are not numerous, and assert 
separate rights. 

The administration of public lands is vested in the Land Depart- 
ment, and its power in that regard can not be divested by the 
fraudulent action of a subordinate officer outside of his authority 
and in violation of the statute. The courts can neither correct nor 
make surveys. The power to do so is in the political department 
of the Government, and the Land Department must primarily 
determine what are public lands subject to survey and to disj)osal, 
and as it is possessed of this power in general, its exercise of juris- 
diction can not be questioned by the courts before it has taken 
final action. 

A bill in equity can not be maintained to enjoin the officers of 
the Land Department from surveying land which years before 
had been omitted from an alleged survey, the complainants hav- 
ing purchased lands under such alleged, surve}^ which did not 
include that in question. The remed}'^ for any infringement of 
complainant's rignts is at law after the administrative action of 
the Government has been concluded. 

Northern Pacific SaUway Company y. Soderberg. (188 TJ. 8., 526.) 

[No. 61. Argued December 12, 1902. Decided February 23, 1903.] 

This was a bill filed by the railway company in the circuit court for 
the district of Washington, to enjoin the defendant Soderberg from 
taking, removing, or disposing of granite from a quarter section of 
land, of which he had taken possession under a mineral location, and 
for an accounting. It involved a construction of the act of Congress 
granting land to the Northern Pacific Railway Company, and a brief 
was therefore filed on behalf of the United States. The facts in the 
case and the conclusions reached by the court are sufficiently stated 
in the syllabus, as follows: 

1. Although the jurisdiction of the United States circuit court 
be originally invoked on the ground of diverse c,\tYWK^^ok^^*<^^ 
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attribute of finality can not be impressed upon the judgment of 
the circuit court of appeals unless it appear that the original 
jurisdiction was dependent entirely upon such diversity of citizen- 
ship, and where the case made bv the plaintiff depends upon the 
proper construction of an act of Congress with tne contingency 
of being sustained by one construction, and defeated by another, 
it is one arising under the laws of the United States, and this court 
has jurisdiction thereof under section 1 of the act of 1888. 

2. Lands valuable solely or chiefly for granite quarries are 
mineral lands within the exception and the meaning of the pro- 
visions of the act of Congress of July 2, 1864, granting, under 
conditions therein stated, every alternate odd-numberea section 
of public land not mineral to the amount of 20 alternate sections 
per mile on each side of its line to the Northern Pacific Railroad 
Company. The word mineral need not be construed as synony- 
mous with metalliferous. 

Land-grant statutes should receive a strict construction, and 
one which supports the contention of the Government rather 
than that of the individual — the sovereign rather than the grantee. 
Nothing passes by implication. 

Oregon and California BaUroad Company y. United States. Ko. 1. (189 IT. 8., 108.) 

[No. 186. Argued March 4, 1903. Decided April 6, 1903.] 

This suit raised the question whether the rights of actual settlers in 
good faith upon unsurveyed land within the indemnity limits of a grant 
to a railroad company, who made applications for entry under the 
homestead laws within due time after the survey and the filing of plats 
thereof in the local land office, were superior to those of the railroad 
company, which, immediately upon such filing of said plats, but sub- 
sequent to the actual occupation and improvement by the settlers, made 
selection of the lands to supply deficiencies in its place or granted 
limits. It was contended on behalf of the railroad company, that since 
it filed its lists selecting the lands prior to the date of applications by 
settlers under the homestead laws its rights first attached, and, further, 
that because all of the indemnity lands were inadequate to supply 
deficiencies within the place limits its rights attached to indemnity 
lands as of date of definite location without the necessity for any 
selection on its part and notwithstanding the fact that there had not 
been an}^ adjustment and determination of the amount of lieu lands 
required for this purpose. The conclusions of the court appear in 
the syllabus as follows: 

In a suit brought under the act of Congress of March 3, 1887, 
c. 376, to compel the reconveyance of lands covered by patent 
issued February 20, 1893, on the ground that it included land to 
which there were adverse claims of settlers to the land on which 
they respectively resided and which the United States now claimed 
for them. Held: 

(1) That under the land-grant acts the railroad company did not 
acquire and could not have acquired an interest in specific sections

of land within the indemnity limits specified in the grant before 
their actual and approved selection under the direction of the Sec- 
retary of the Interior, prior to the date of occupancy by the 
respective settlers. 

(2) No right of the railroad company attaches or can attach to 
specific lands within indemnity limits until there is a selection 
under the direction or with the approval of the Secretary of the 
Interior. 

(3) The rights which hona fide occupancy gave to the settler 
under the act of 1866 are not defeated oy a mere selection after- 
wards of the land by the railroad company, the settler having, 
after the lands were surveyed, promptly taken the necessary steps 
to protect his rights under the homestead law. In such case, tne 
entry made under these laws relates back to the date of the settle- 
ment of the lands. 

(4) It can not be claimed that all the lands within the indemnity 
limits were required to supply deficits, when there had been no 
adjustment and determination of the amount of lieu lands required 
prior to his honafide occupancy of the land. 

Oregon and California Railroad Company v. United States. No. 2. (189 IT. S., 116.) 

[No. 187. Argued March 4, 1903. Decided April 6, 1903.] 

This case is similar to the preceding, except that the act granting 
land to the railroad company contained a provision not found in the 
granting act under consideration in that case, to wit: ''That the Com- 
missioner of the General Land Office shall cause the lands along the 
line of the said railroad to be surveyed with all convenient speed." 
The court held the prior decision to be controlling. The syllabus is 
as follows: 

On the authority of the preceding case, Ileld^ that where a duly 
qualified entry man made a honafide settlement upon lands within 
tne indemnity limit of the grant made by act of Congress of 
May 4, 1870, with the intention, whenever the way was opened 
by a survey, to enter the lands under the homestead laws, his 
rights were superior to those acquired, or that could have been 
acquired, by the railroad company under any selection by it of 
indemnity lands made after the date of such settlement. 

Oregon and California Railroad Company v. United States. No. 3. (190 U. S., 186.) 

[No. 188. Argued March 4, 1903. Decided May 4, 1903.] 

The syllabus sufficiently states the questions raised and the decision, 
as follows: 

While a railway grant does not attach to lands which, at the 
time of the definite location of the line have been sold, preempted, 
reserved, or otherwise disposed of by the United States, this rule 
does not apply to a claim which has been canceled or abandoned 
before the attachment of the railroad grant, either by the definite 
location of the line or by the selection of the. teLTAs^^^\v$^x^»xs^is» 
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within the indemnity limits. Where, therefore, a notification had 
been filed under the Oregon donation acts of September 27, 1850, 
and February 14, 1S.53, to land within the indemnity limits of a 
railroad land grant, but the person filing the same did not comply 
with the conditions of the statutes, the land continued to be the 
property of the United States to which the railroad grant subse- 
quently attached, and the grant was not defeated by the fact that 
tne donation notification remained of record in the office of the 
surveyor-general. 

If any presumption was created by the existence of the dona- 
tion certificate to the effect that the land was reserved, the rail- 
road may defeat the presumption by showing the actual facts in 
the same manner as an individual might who desired to enter the 
land on his own account. ( Oregon arid Cal. M. H. v. United States^ 
No. 1, 189 U. S., 103, and Same v. Same, No. 2, 189 U. S., 116, 
distinguished.) 

Southern Pacific Bailroad Company v. United States. (189 U. S., 447.) 
[No. 190. Argued March 9, 10, 1903. Decided April 6, 1903.] 

This suit involved a determination of the title to lands within the 
place limits of the grant to the Southern Pacific Railroad Company, so 
far as they overlapped the place limits of the grant to the Texas and 
Pacific Railroad Company by the same act of Congress. The act granted 
certain lands to the Texas and Pacific Railroad Company and required 
it to file a map of general route, providing that upon such filing the 
Secretar}'^ of the Interior should cause the lands "to be withdrawn 
from preemption, private entry, and sale." This map was filed and 
the lands duly withdrawn. By a subsequent section of the same act 
the Southern Pacific was authorized to construct a line to the Texas 
and Pacific at or near the Colorado River, "with the same rights, 
grants, and privileges," etc., as granted to it in a previous act: "Pro- 
vided, however, That this section shall in no way affect or impair the 
rights, present or prospective, of the Atlantic and Pacific Railroad 
Company or any other railroad company." The Southern Pacific was 
constructed, but the Texas and Pacific was never built and Congress 
declared its grant forfeited. The syllabus follows: 

Under the act of March 3, 1871 (c. 122, 16 Stat., 573,), the rights 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad Company were subordinate to 
those of the Texas Pacific Railroad Company. When the Texas 
Pacific grant was declared forfeited by the act of February 28, 
1885, the forfeiture did not vest the Southern Pacific with the lands 
forfeited, but the forfeiture enured to the benefit of the United 
States. 

United States v. State of Michigan. (190 U. S., 379.) 

[No. 11. Original. Argued April 20, 21, 1903. Decided June 1, 1903.] 

This was an original suit in equity in the Supreme Court of the 
United States having for its object an accounting by the State of 
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Michigan to the United States covering the construction, operation, 
and maintenance of the St. Mary's Falls Ship Canal, which was built 
by the State of Michigan from the proceeds of the sales of lands granted 
to the State of Michigan by the United States through an act of Con- 
gress approved August 26, 1852. By the terms of said act the State 
was to make annual . reports to the Secretary of the Interior of the 
operation and maintenance of the canal. This, it was claimed, was 
not done. 

The State of Michigan, through its legislature, authorized the board 
of control of the canal to transfer the canal, with the property belong- 
ing to the same, to the United States, and Congress accepted the same, 
and thereupon the canal was turned over to the Federal Government. 
At that time there remained on hand in the canal fund the sum of 
$68,972.12, together with certain tools and machinery, which were not 
turned over to the Government with the canal. Later, upon formal 
demand upon the State of Michigan by the Government, the State 
refused to relinquish the money and property. 

Thereupon the Government filed its said original bill claiming a 
trusteeship on the part of the State, and its consequent duty to turn 
over the money and property on hand at the time of the transfer of 
the canal, and to render an account to the Government of the sales of 
the lands, the disposition of the proceeds thereof, and of the mainte- 
nance and operation of the canal during the time it was under control 
of the State. The State demurred to the bill, claiming that it failed 
to show a trust relation between the United States and the State. The 
position of the Government was upheld, the demurrer overruled, and 
leave given the State to answer 

The syllabus follows: 

The effect of the legislation of Congress granting a right of way 
through a military reservation and 750,000 acres of public lands 
to be sold by the State of Michigan and the proceeds applied, 
under the conditions prescribed, to the construction of trie St. 
Marys River Canal, and of the legislation of the State of Michigan 
in regard to the construction, maintenance and surrender of the 
canal to the United States, as the same are set forth in the com- 
plaint, was to create a trust, of which the State of Michigan was 
the trustee, to construct and maintain the canal as a work of 
national importance, and the State of Michigan acquired no indi- 
vidual beneficial interest therein. When the canal was surren- 
dered to the United States by the State the Federal Government 
was entitled to whatever surplus remained in the hands of the 
State from the tolls collected over and above the expenses of main- 
tenance and also to the value of the tools and materials connected 
with the canal at the time of surrender. 
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United States v. Kiiiion Sock Company. (189 U. S., 391.) 
[No. 198. Argued March 11, 1903. Decided April 13, 1903.] 

This was an action of ejectment brought by the United States to 
recover possession of certain filled land in the bay of San Francisco, 
surrounding and including a rock or island known as Mission Rock, 
and a smaller adjacent island. The essential facts and the conclusions 
of the court sufficiently appear from the syllabus. 

The State of California upon its admission into the Union 
acquired absolute property in, and donainion and sovereignt}^ over, 
all soils under the tide waters within her limits, with the consequent 
right to dispose of the title to any part of said soils in such manner 
as she might deem proper, subject to the pai'amount right of navi- 
gation over the waters, so far as such navigation might be required 
for the necessities of commerce with foreign nations or among the 
several States, the regulation of which is vested in the General 
Government. {Shively v. BowJhy^ 152 U. S., 1.) 

The State of (California pursuant to an act of legislature 
issued its patent in 1872 for certain submerged lands in San Fran- 
cisco Bay, about 14 acres and upward, which the patentee's 
grantees improved by filling in and building docks and warehouses. 
Within the boundaries were two small rocks or islands, one- 
fourteen one-hundredths of an acre and the other one one- 
hundredth of an acre in area. In 1899 the President made an 
order reserving the two rocks and describing them as of the 
above-mentioned fractional acreage for naval purposes. The 
United States demanded possession of the original islands and of 
the adjacent property appurtenant thereto. 

Held^ That as to all tne premises, except the two rocks or islands 
which were awarded to the United States, the grantee under the 
State patent had good title and could not be ejected. 

Held^ That in the absence of explicit directions the President's 
order could not be construed as appropriating such valuable prop- 
erty as that adjacent to the rocks and islands as being appurtenant 
thereto. 

Lone Wolf y. Hitchcock. (187 U. S., 553.) 
[No. 275. Argued October 23, 1902. Decided January 5, 1903.] 

Lone Wolf, suing for himself as well as all other members of the 
confederated tribes of the Kiowa, Comanche, and Apache Indians 
residing in the Territory of Oklahoma, filed a bill in equity to restrain 
the Secretary of the Interior, the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, and 
the Commissioner of the General Land Office from enforcing the act 
of Congress of June 6, 1900, providing for the allotment and disposi- 
tion of their lands, upon the ground that that act was the result of an 
agreement unlawfully made between certain members of the confeder- 
ated tribes and the representatives of the United States, and which 
agreement had not been executed as required by the Medicine Lodge 
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treaty of 1867. The application for an injunction was denied below, 
and this ruling was approved by the Supreme Court for the reasons 
indicated in the syllabus. 

The provisions in article 12 of the Medicine Lodge Treaty of 
1867 with the Kiowa and Comanche Indians, to the effect that no 
treaty for the cession of any part of the reservation therein 
described, which may be held in common, shall be of any force or 
validity as against the Indians unless executed and signed by at 
least three-fourths of all the adult male Indians occupjdng the 
same, can not be adjudged to materially limit and qualify the con- 
trolling authority of Congress in respect to the care and protec- 
tion of the Indians, and to deprive Congress, in a possible emer- 
fency, when the necessity might be urgent for a partition and 
isposal of the tribal lands, of all power to act if the assent of 
three-fourths of all the male Indians could not be obtained. Con- 
gress has always exercised plenary authority over the tribal rela- 
tions of the Indians and tne power has always been deemed a 
political one, not subject to be controlled by the courts. 

In view of the legislative power possessed by Congress over 
treaties with the Indians, ana Indian tribal property, even if a 
subsequent agreement or treaty purporting to be signed by three- 
fourths of allthe male Indians was not signed, and amendments to 
such subsequent treaty were not submitted to the Indians, as all 
these matters were solely within the domain of the legislative 
authority, the action of Congress is conclusive upon the courts. 

As the act of «Tune 6, 1900, as to the disposition of these lands 
was enacted at a time when the tribal relations between the con- 
federated tribes of the Kiowas, Comanches, and Apaches still 
existed, and that statute and the statutes supplementary thereto, 
dealt with the disposition of tribal property and purported to give 
an adequate consideration for the surplus lands not allotted among 
the Indians or reserved for their benefit, such legislation was con- 
stitutional, and this court will presume that Congress acted in per- 
fect good faith and exercised its best judgment in the premises, 
and as Congress possessed full power in the matter, the judiciary 
can not question or inquire into the motives which prompted the 
enactment of such legislation. 

Cherokee Nation v. Hitchcock. (187 XT. S., 294.) 
[No. 340. Submitted October 23, 1902. Decided December 1, 1902.] 

The nature of this case and the questions decided appear from the 
syllabus: 

In an action brought by the Cherokee Nation to enjoin the Sec- 
retary of the Interior from leasing oil lands held for the benefit 
of said nation under section 13 of the act of Congress approved 
June 20, 1898, it is not necessary to join as parties defendants the 
persons or corporations to whom the Secretary proposes to make 
the leases. 

The act of Congress entitled '^ An act for the protection of the 
people of the Indian Territory, and for other purposes," approved 
June 28, 1898, which by section 13 thereof gives the Secx^^^sz^x^ ^V 
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the Interior exclusive power over oil, coal, asphalt, and other 
minerals in said Territory, and authorizes him to make leases of 
oil, coal, asphalt, and other minerals under certain prescribed con- 
ditions, the royalties and rents to be paid into the Treasurv of the 
United States to the credit of the tribe to which they belong, is, 
notwithstanding the provisions of the treaties with the Cherokee 
Nation, a valid exercise of power vested in Congress and fully 
authorizes the Secretary of tne Interior to make such leases in the 
manner prescribed in the act. 

This court has already {Stephens v. Cherokee Nation^ 174 U. S., 
445) sustained the validity of the act of Congress of June 28, 1898, 
and the precedent of corelative legislation, wherein the United 
States practically assumed the full control over the Cherokees, as 
well as the other nations constituting the Five Civilized Tribes, 
and took upon itself the determination of membership in the tribes 
for the puipose of adjusting their rights in the tribal properties. 
That decision necessarily involves the further holding that Con- 
gress is vested with authority to adopt measures to make the 
tribal property productive, and secure therefrom an income for 
the benefit of the tribe. 

Under the treaties with, and patents issued to, the Cherokee 
Nation, whatever of title has been conveyed has been to the Chero- 
kees as a nation. And no title to any land is in any of the indi- 
viduals, although held by the tribe for the common use and equal 
benefit of all the members. 

This court is not concerned with the question whether the act 
of June 28, 1898, is wise or will operate beneficially to the inter- 
est of the Cherokees, as the power which exists in Congress to 
administer upon, and guard, tne tribal property is political and 
administrative in its nature, and the manner of its exercise is a 
question within the province of the legislative branch to determine 
and is not one for tne courts. 

Shurtleff v. United States. (189 U. S., 311.) 

[No. 76. Argued January 20, 1903. Decided April 6, 1903.] 

This was a suit brought in the Court of Claims to recover salary as 
a member of the Board of General Appraisers, appointed under sec- 
tion 12 of the customs administrative act of June 10, 1890 (26 Stat., 
136). The question involved was the authority of the President to 
remove* the claimant from office, i. e., whether the power of removal 
was constitutionally incident to the power of appointment and not 
limited in any way by the customs administrative act. The court, 
without deciding whether Congress could deprive the President of the 
right of removal of an executive officer, duly appointed and confirmed 
by the Senate, held that nothing contained in the customs administra- 
tive act operated as a restraint of the exercise of that power. The 
syllabus follows: 

Where Congress creates an office and provides for the removal 
of the incumbent at any time for inefficiency, neglect of duty, or 
malfeasance in office, if the removal of the officer is sought to be 
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made for any of those causes, he is entitled to notice and a hear- 
ing; but if the President removes him without giving him notice 
and an opportunity to defend himself, it must be presumed that 
the removal was not made for any of the causes assigned in the 
statute. 

In the absence of constitutional or statutory provision the Pres- 
ident can, by virtue of his general power of appointment, remove 
an officer, even though he were appointed b}'^ and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate. This power (assuming, but not deciding, 
that Congress could deprive the President of the right to exercise 
it in such a case as this)- can not be taken away by mere inference 
or implication, and in the absence of plain language in the statute 
Congress will not be presumed to have taken it away. 

Under section 12 of the customs administrative act of June 10, 
1890, providing for the appointment of general appraisers and 
their removal by the President for inefficiency, neglect or mal- 
feasance in office, the President may also remove such officers 
without any of the causes specified, under his general power of 
removal. 

Ambrosini v. United States. (187 XT. S., 1.) 
[No. 14. Argued December 4, 1901. Decided October 20, 1902.] 

This was a writ of error brought to reverse a judgment of the district 
court of the United States for the northern district of IHinois, impos- 
ing a fine upon a conviction of an offense under section 7 of the war- 
revenue act of 1898. Ambrosini was charged with having executed 
certain bonds as prerequisites to the issue of licenses permitting the 
sale of liquor without affixing thereto the revenue stamps claimed to 
have been required by said act. The judgment of the lower court was 
reversed and the cause remanded with direction to quash the indict- 
ment. The syllabus follows: 

Sections 6 and 7 of the war- revenue act of 1898 (30 Stat., 448, 
ch. 448) provided for certain stamp taxes on bonds, and other instru- 
ments enumerated in Schedule A of the act, but section 17 of the 
same act exempted ^' all bonds, debentures, or certificates of indebt- 
edness issued by the officers of the United States Government, or 
by the officers of any State, county, town, municipal corporation, 
or other corporation exercising the taxing power." 

The ''dramshop act" of Illinois and the Revised Code of Chi- 
cago provided for the giving of bonds by all applicants to whom 
licenses were granted to sell liquor in the city of Chicago. Ambro- 
sini gave two such bonds as required by the State statute, but 
failed to affix thereto United States revenue stamps, and was 
indicted for an offense under the war-revenue act, tried, found 
guilty and sentenced to pay a fine after a motion to auash the 
indictment had been overruled. Held^ error, and that the indict- 
ment should have been quashed. 

The general assembly of Illinois in enacting the dramshop act 
legislated " against the evils arising from the sale of intoxicating 
liquors " not by prohibiting, but by regulating, the traffic, and 
such legislation was in exercise of the police power wbist^ ^a* 
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reserved to the States free from any Federal restriction material 
in this action. 

Such legislation (and ordinances of the city of Chicago) required 
bonds to be given by applicants as prerequisites to the issue of 
. licenses permitting sales, and the granting of the license was a 
strictly governmental function and the giving of the bonds was a 
part of the same transaction, and to tax either would be to impair 
the efficiency of State and municipal action; this case, therefore, 
falls within the general principle that as the means and instru- 
mentalities employed by the General Government to carry into 
operation the powers granted to it are exempt from taxation by 
the States, so are those of the States exempt from taxation by the 
General Government, and viewed by the light of this principle the 
bonds in question were exempted by section 17 of the war-revenue 
act. 

Smythe v. United States. (188 V. 8., 156.) 
[No. 88. Argued November 12, 1902. Decdded January 26, 1903.] 

The facts in this case and the conclusions of the court are fully 
stated in the syllabus: 

An action upon the official bond of a superintendent of the mint 
at New Orleans, conditioned among other things that he would 
"faithfully and diligently perform, execute, and discharge all 
and singular the duties of said office according to the laws of the 
United States" and "receive and safelv keep, until legally with- 
drawn, all moneys or bullion which shall be for the use or expenses 
of the mint." The claim was that the defendant had received and 
not paid over to the United States $25,000 in Treasury notes which 
had come to his hands. The defense was that the Treasury notes 
had been totally destroyed by fire, without any negligence on the 
part of the superintendent, except that $1,182 of such notes had 
been recovered in a charred condition and turned over to the 
United States, being in such condition that they could be identi- 
fied as to amount and date of issue. Held: 

(1) That the obligations of the superintendent were not deter- 
minable by the law of bailment but by the terms of his bond, and 
he could not escape responsibilit}" for Treasury notes that came to 
his hands and which were lost, unless such loss was attributable 
to overiniling necessitj^ or the public enemy; that their loss by 
reason of fire constituted no defense. 

(2) No deduction could be allowed on account of the $1,182 of 
charred notes, because no previous application had been made to 
the proper accounting officers for the allowance of such a credit. 

(3) The superintendent was liable on his bond for interest at 6 

?er cent from the date on which his accounts were stated at the 
reasury Department. 

Sena v. United States. (189 TJ. 8., 233.) 

[No. 40. Argued January 16, 1903. Decided April 6, 1903.] 

This case, on appeal from the Court of Private Land Claims (and 
probably the last from that court), was brought for thQ Qoafixmation 
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of a tract of land in the county of Santa Fe, N. Mex., known as the 
Jose de Leyba grant. The conclusions of the court are stated in the 
syllabus: 

1. Where the boundaries of a Spanish grant made in 1728, are 
defined with accuracy they will not be controlled by vague and 
practically unintelligible terms as to quantity. 

2. While, owing to the loose manner in which they were made 
and the boundaries described, this court has been extremely lib- 
eral in construing Spanish grants, such grants must still be con- 
strued favorably to the Government, and the grantee is bound to 
show not only the grant itself, but that its boundaries were fixed 
with reasonable certainty; and where the Court of Private Land 
Claims has held that the evidence of settlement, occupation, con- 
tinuity of possession, cultivation, etc., is so vague, contradictory, 
and uncertain as to be almost wanting, this court in the absence 
of clear evidence to the contrary will adopt the opinion of the 
court below in that particular. 

3. Where the last known occupant of a Spanish grant, made in 
1728, had been killed by the Indians in 1839, and when the land 
passed to the United Sllites under the treaty of 1848 with Mexico 
possession had been abandoned by his descendants for at least nine 
years and no action was taken by anyone in regard to the grant 
until 1899, and meanwhile the public-land surveys were extended 
over the tract in 1861, homestead and other entries were made, 
improvements established, patents secured and mines opened and 
developed, the doctrine of laches is peculiarly applicable, and 
under the provisions of the statute establishing it, the Court of 
Private Land Claims could not be called upon to confirm such a 
grant. 

BUSINESS IN OTHER COURTS. 

The reports of Assistant Attorney-General Pradt, Assistant Attorney- 
General Thompson, Assistant Attorney-General Fuller, and United 
States Attorney Reynolds show what has been the volume of business 
in general cases before the Court of Claims, in the Indian depredation 
cases, in claims before the Spanish Treaty Claims Commission, and 
before the Court of Private Land Claims, respectively, and the prompt 
and efficieilt manner in which that business has been conducted on the 
part of the Government. 

I refer to these reports for detailed information. 

COMMISSION TO REVISE AND CODIFY THE CRIMINAL AND PENAL LAWS. 

The commissioners to revise the general and permanent laws of the 
United States report (Exhibit 6) that during the past year they have 
prepared, in pursuance of the act of March 3, 1901, the following 
titles: "The Army," ''The militia," "The Territories," "Duties on 
imports," "Collection of duties," "Internal revenue," "Debts due by 
and to the United States," "Coinage, weights, and measures," "The

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currency," "Legal tender,'' "The public moneys, ""Appropriations," 
"The public debt," "Public contracts," "The Postal Service," "For- 
eign relations," "Commerce and navigation," "Regulation of vessels 
in foreign commerce," "Regulation of vessels in domestic commerce," 
"Regulation of fisheries," "Regulation of steam vessels," "Merchant 
seamen," and "Prize." The}^ represent that their labors would be 
facilitated if Congress would enter upon the early consideration of the 
revision of the judicial title which was submitted two years ago. 
Referring to the confusion in which certain titles, especially "The 
Arm}"" and "Commerce and navigation," are involved by reason of 
recent legislation, they recommend • that they be instructed to report 
them in advance of the general revision, to the end that they may be 
considered and acted upon by Congress, and the laws on those subjects 
embodied in coherent and intelligible statutes at the earliest possible 
day. 

SOLICITOR OF THE TREASURY. 

The report of the Solicitor of the Treasury (Exhibit 4) shows the 
amount, character, and results of litigation conducted under his direc- 
tion for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1903. The whole number of 
suits decided or otherwise disposed of during the year was 5,122; the 
amount of judgments obtained was $511,066.03, and the amount col- 
lected therein was $310,970.31, besides $67,474 collected on claims of 
the Government not in litigation. The Solicitor renews his recom- 
mendation that section 773, Revised Statutes, be amended so as to 
require United States attorneys to forward the annual report sent to 
his office on the 1st day of September in each year, instead of Octo- 
ber. He also recommends that the status of the force in his office be 
changed by providing for another law clerk at $2,000 per annum and 
reducing the number of $1,800 clerks by one. I approve both these 
recommendation s. 

LIBRARY. 

The librarian calls attention (Exhibit 8) to a set of records and briefs 
in cases decided by the Supreme Court of the United States which has 
been offered for sale to this Department. The set consists of between 
1,100 and 1,200 bound volumes, covering the October terms, 1874 to 
1902, inclusive. These briefs contain the results of the research of 
the best legal talent in the country, probably, on all points involved 
in cases decided by the Supreme Court during the period named, and 
it is impossible to estimate the value of such a set of books to this 
Department. In all reasonable probability a similar opportunity will 
never again be presented to the Department, and I earnestly recom- 
mend their purchase. The price, $6,500, is very reasonable, consider- 
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ing the number of volumes in the set and the character of matter 
therein contained. 

I also concur in the librarian's suggestion that Congress should pro- 
vide for a further distribution of United States Reports, so as to 
include United States attorneys and certain officers of this Depart- 
ment not otherwise provided; also, iuhis suggestion that the Federal 
Reporter should be distributed in practically the same manner as the 
United States Reports. These officers have perhaps as frequent use 
for the Federal Reporter as for the United States Reports. There 
can be no doubt that an intelligent, harmonious, and expeditious con- 
•duct of the business of these courts requires that these officers be sup- 
plied with the reports of their own courts. 1 trust that something 
may be done in both of these directions during the present session of 
Congress. 

REPORT OF THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL OF PORTO RICO. 

Under the provisions of section 21 of the act approved April 12, 
1900, ''An act temporarily to provide revenues and a civil government 
for Porto Rico, and for other purposes," 1 have transmitted to Con- 
gress the report of the attorney-general of Porto Rico, and have also 
included it in this report as Exhibit 28. 

UNITED STATES PRISONERS. 

Exhibit 18, with this report, shows where United States prisoners 
have been confined during the year, the districts in which they have 
been convicted, the number from each district, and the total number 
in each institution. 

On July 1, 1902, there were 3,190 United States convicts in the 
various prisons and reformatories of the country. At the close of the 
last fiscal year, June 30, 1903, there were 3,240. 

Of the total number in confinement June 30, 1903, 1,033 were in the 
United States penitentiary at Fort Leavenworth, Kans., 472 in the 
United States penitentiary at Atlanta, Ga., and 99 in the prison at 
McNeil Island, Wash. The remainder, 1,636, were in the various 
State institutions used for the purpose.

REPORT OF THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL. XXXVII 

UNITED STATES PENITENTIARY, FORT LEAVENWORTH, KANS. 

The total expense of maintenance for the year ending June 30, 1903, 
was $164,986.12, the average cost per capita being $183.67, and the 
average daily cost for subsistence alone 11 cents. 

The inmates have been employed during the past year in the per- 
formance of the usual prison duties, cultivation of the prison farm, and 
in the erection of buildings and wall at the new penitentiary site. The 
farm crops have been much less than usual because of extraordinary 
floods in the Missouri River destroying all the spring crops. This 
will much affect the cost of maintenance during the next year. 

The report of the warden appears as Exhibit 19. 

UNITED STATES PENITENTIARY, ATLANTA, GA. 

The number of prisoners in confinement at this penitentiary on June 
30, 1 03, was 472; an increase of 125 over the previous year. The 
average daily cost of subsistence was lli^A cents. 

Of the additional buildings under contracts made during the year, 
the warden's residence has been completed and the others are well 
under way. 

The report of the warden accompanies this report as Exhibit 20. 

PENITENTIARY AT McNEIL ISLAND, WASHINGTON. 

In my last report I said, in part, as follows: 

Since 1890 this prison has been conducted under direction of 
the marshal for the district of Washington as a place of confine- 
ment for United States prisoners from Washington and neighbor- 
ing districts. 

Agents of the Department who have visited the institution in 
the past year report the place as practically unfit for the purposes 
of a penitentiarjr, and that it is not easily accessible, being on an 
island some 3 miles from the mainland. It will be necessary soon 
to transfer a number of prisoners to some other institution because 
of the overcrowded condition, and it may be wise and for the best 
interests of the Government to discontinue its use entirely in the 
near future. The building is small, with more of the character- 
istics of a jail than an ordinary prison, while the inmates are 
practically unemployed. 

This matter was brought to the attention of Congress in former 
reports, and at the last session a small appropriation was made for 
procuring additional land and for other purposes connected with the 
institution. If it is determined that provision shall be made in the 
near future for the erection of the third United States prison provided 
for by the act of March 3, 1891, I think that the site on McNeil 
Island should be abandoned and a suitable one selected upon the main- 
land. 



XXXVIII REPORT OF THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 

UNITED STATES JAIL, DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 

The report of the warden (Exhibit 23) accomijanies this report. 
During the past fiscal year the institution has been conducted with 
the same regard to economy and with the same care on the part of the 
officials for the interests of the Government as in former years, per- 
haps more so. 

The jail is old, without modern improvements, and of insufficient 
capacity for the present needs. Something should be done at once 
toward remedying the present defects in construction, increasing its 
capacity, and providing a suitable dining hall, so that the present sys- 
tem of feeding the prisoners can be done away with. 

REFORM SCHOOL, DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 

The report of the board pf trustees of the Reform School of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia (Exhibit 21) shows that at the beginning of the last 
fiscal year there were in the school 250 boys. There were received 
during the year 171, a total of 421, as against 409 for the previous 
year. There were discharged during the year 151, leaving in the 
school June 30, 1903, 270. 

1 agree with what the trustees say as to the method of appropriating 
for the salaries of the school employees and as to the absolute neces- 
sity for the erection of a new family building, and indorse both of 
these recommendations. Congress should act upon them both at the 
present session. 

REFORM SCHOOL FOR GIRLg. 

The report of the board of trustees of the Reform School for Girls, 
District of Columbia (Exhibit 22), shows that a larger number of 
inmates have been confined in the school during the year ending June 
30, 1903, than during any other year since the erection of the school; 
that there was an increase in the number of colored inmates from 61 
on July 1, 1902, to 70 on June 30, 1903, and a decrease in the number 
of white inmates from 5 on July 1, 1902, to 3 on June 30, 1903. 

It appears from the report of the board of trustees that it is difficult 
to obtain and retain competent industrial teachers at the salaries now 
provided by law. It also appears by the report that these salaries are 
below the average salaries paid for similar services in other institu- 
tions, and I recommend that the salaries of these industrial teachers be 
increased from $300 per annum to $420. 1 also recommend that an 
additional industrial teacher be provided.

Supreme Court. 

Man}" of the civil suits reported dismissed were settled by author 
ity of the Treasur}^ Department and discontinued under its direction. 
There were pending July 1, 1903, 3,650 civil suits to which the United 
States was a party. 

Exhibit 12 is a statement of the criminal prosecutions terminated in 
the circuit and district courts of the United States during the last fiscal 
year and of such prosecutions pending July 1, 1903. 

Of the 16,034 criminal prosecutions terminated during the last year 
299 were prosecutions under the customs laws, in which there were 212 
convictions, 12 acquittals, and 75 were entered nolle prosequi, discon- 
tinued, or quashed; 4,146 under the internal- revenue laws, in which 
there were 2,604 convictions, 571 acquittals, and 971 were ecite\i<^<L 
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nolle prosequi, discontinued, or quashed; 1,289 under the post-office 
laws, in which there were 898 convictions, 103 acquittals, and 288 
entered nolle presequi, discontinued, or quashed; 102 under natui'aliza- 
tion acts, in which there were 48 convictions, 12 acquittals, and 42 
entered nolle prosequi, discontinued, or quashed; 1,545 under the 
intercourse laws, in which there were 983 convictions, 306 acquittals, 
and 256 entered nolle prosequi, discontinued, or quashed; 211 under 
the pension laws, of which there were 110 convictions, 19 acquittals, 
and 82 entered nolle prosequi, discontinued, or quashed; 42 for embez- 
zlement, of w hich there were 28 convictions, 5 acquittals, and 9 entered 
nolle prosequi, discontinued, or quashed; 8,400 miscellaneous prosecu- 
tions, in which there were 5,423 convictions, 719 acquittals, and 2,258 
entered nolle prosequi, discontinued, or quashed. 

In many of the prosecutions under the internal-revenue laws entered 
nolle prosequi, discontinued, or quashed, a compromise and settlement 
were made in the Internal-Revenue Bureau of the Treasury Depart- 
ment. 

Of the 11,043 criminal prosecutions pending July 1, 1903, 125 
were for violation of customs laws, 3,620 for violation of internal- 
revenue laws, 856 for violation of post-office laws, 9 under the election 
laws, 86 under the naturalization laws, 1,327 under the intercourse 
laws, 170 under pension laws, 71 for embezzlement, and 4,779 miscel- 
laneous prosecutions. 

Exhibit 13 shows the amount arising and realized from civil suits 
to which the United States was a party and from criminal prosecu- 
tions in the circuit and district courts of the United States during 
the last fiscal year. 

The aggregate amount of the judgments rendered in favor of the 
United States in civil suits pending the last year was $917,693.11, and 
the amount actually collected on these judgments was $420,400.41, 
whilo. $59,551. 69 was obtained during the year on judgments rendered 
in former years for the United States, and $74,426.19 was otherwise 
realized in civil suits. 

The aggregate amount of fines, forfeitures, and penalties imposed 
during the year in criminal prosecutions was $641,098.02, and the 
amount of these fines, forfeitures, and penalties collected during the 
year was $197,467.88, while $7,634.35 was realized on fines, forfeitures, 
and penalties imposed in former years. 

Exhibit 14 is a statement of civil suits to which the United States 
was not a party commenced and terminated in the circuit and district 
courts of the United States during the last fiscal year; and of such 
suits pending July 1, 1903, 11,952 were commenced during the year, 
of which 1,6Q8 were cases in admiralty and 10,284 were other miscel- 
laneous suits. 

Judgments for plaintiffs in these cases were as follows : Seven hun- 
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dred and six in admiralty, amounting to $1,216,859.85, and 3,548 in 
other suits, amounting to $22,904,585.19.

Sir: I have the honor to submit the following report for the year 
ending October 31, 1903, of business pertaining to matters within my 
official charge: 

BUSINESS OF THE COURT OF CLAIMS. 

GENEBAL JURISDICTION CASES. 

Since my last report there have been filed 1,219 cases, claiming, as 
far as can be ascertained from the petitions, about $10,578,722.57. 

Among these are included a very large number of claims brought 
under one docket number, for pay and allowances as officers of the 
volunteer service during the war of the rebellion, but as the petitions 
have not yet been filed in all the individual claims, the total number 
of such claims included within one docket number can not now be given, 
nor could the amount thus claimed be ascertained so as to be included in 
the total amount above given. 

There are also included in the above number of cases the claims of 
94 railway postal clerks for reimbursement of traveling expenses to 
the amount of $55,725. These individual claims are included under 
but two docket numbers, and it is understood that a large number of 
similar claims will be filed hereafter under the same numbers. 

The total number of cases now pending (exclusive of those known 
as ''letter-carrier cases") is 2,792. The amount involved in them is 
very large, but can not be stated even approximately, owing to the 
indefiniteness of many of the petitions filed in the same. 

During the vear 255 cases were disposed of, the amount claimed 
being $2,190,255.69. In 76 cases, claiming $1,002,119.26, judgments 
of dismissal were secured. In 179 cases, claiming $1,188,136.43, 
judgments were for claimants for $520,936.12.

entered by the court in favor of the Chickasaw Nation. 

There were also brought to trial, and judgments entered therein for 
claimants, 400 individual claims under one genei'al docket number, 
aggregating in amount $8,783.93, but as there still remain a large 
number of other individual claims under this docket number ^'^ be 
acted upon by the court, it is not included in the foregoing li;jt of 
cases disposed of. 

CONGRESSIONAL CASES. 

Under the acts of March 3, 1883 (chap. 116, 1 Supp. Rev. Stats., 
403), and March 3, 1887 (chap. 359, 1 Supp. Rev. Stats., 559), author- 
izing the reference to the Court of Claims of certain cases pending 
before Congress, or an}^ of its committees, for an advisor}" finding of 
facts, there have been transmitted ta the court since my last report 
305 cases, claiming upward of $4,385,706.77. 

The total number of cases so transmitted to date is 11,247, of which 
there are now pending 4,999 cases. 

During the year 216 cases were acted on by the court, and have been 
or will be reported to Congress, the amount claimed in them being 
$1,633,429.38. Of this number, 56 cases, claiming $343,546.49 were 
dismissed because claimants, or those they represented, were disloyal, 
or for other causes. In 9 cases, claiming $87,154.81, findings on the 
merits favorable to the United States were filed by the court, and in 
151 cases, claiming $1,202,728.08, findings favorable to the claimants 
were filed for $446,146.52.

DEPARTMENTAL CASES. 

Under the act of March 3, 1883 (chap. 116, 1 Supp. Rev. Stats., 403), 
there have been referred by the Executive Departments to date 77 
cases, in which the court is asked to pass upon certain disputed ques- 
tions of law or of fact. 

Of these cases, 3 were referred during the past year. During the 
year 1 case was acted on by the court, the petition being dismissed and 
the findings of fact and opinion certified to the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 

TJhere are now pending 22 cases. 
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DISTRICT OP COLUMBIA CASES. 



Thei'e remain undisposed of the case of Elias E. Barnes against the 
District of Columbia, involving about $45,000, on appeal to the Supreme 
Court, and six other cases, involving about $55,000, pending m the 
Court of Claims. Some proceedings to revive suits heretofore dis- 
posed of have been instituted by attorneys for claimants, but do not 
seem to be seriously pressed. 



LETTER-CARRIER CASES. 



A few scattering claims of individual letter-carriers still remain to 
be acted upon. Judgments upon 30 of such claims, coming from five 
different post-offices, were rendered during the year in the sum of 
$2,469.23. Up to the present time, 8,859 cases, embracing 19,406 
individual claims, have been disposed of. The amount claimed in the 
petitions was approximately $8,203,000, but the judgments rendered 
in favor of the claimants amounted to $3,404,907.68.

During the year the court has handed down various opinions which 
decided questions of general application to classes of cases. 
These claims continue to be vigorously pressed by the claimants. 

SUITS PENDING AGAINST THE GOVEJ^NMENT IN THE CIRCUIT AND DISTRICT 

COURTS OF THE UNITED STATES. 

Suits under this jurisdiction are brought pursuant to the provisions 
of the act of March 3, 1887, entitled "An act to provide for the bring- 
ing of suits against the Government of the United States." (1 Supp. 
Rev. Stats., 559.) 

During the year ending October 31, 1903, 16 suits were brought in 
the circuit and district courts throughout the United States, the amount 
involved therein bein^ $47,221.56. The suits brought during the past 
year are slightly less in number than for the year previous, the acts of 
June 27, 1898, and July 1, 1898, which excluded from the jurisdiction 
of the circuit and district courts under the act of March 3, 1887, suits 
for fees or salaries of Government oflScers, being largely responsible 
for the reduced number. 

The matters involved in the various suits brought during the year 
may be tabulated as follows: 

Growing out of contracts on public works 3 

Lands taken for public improvement 2 

Overtime as laborers in Alaska 3 

Internal-revenue tax 4 

Miscellaneous 4 

During the year six suits brought under this jurisdiction were 
decided in the circuit and district courts, judgment of dismissal being 
obtained in one case and the remainder resulting in favor of the claim- 
ants. In the circuit courts of appeals, one appeal taken on behalf of 
the claimant was decided in favor of the Government, while in two 
cases in which the judgments below were in favor of the plaintiff, the 
Government appealed and the judgments were reversed. 

Since this jurisdiction was created 1,419 suits have been brought 
against the United States, of which 158 are pending in the circuit and 
district courts. In one case an appeal has been directed to be taken 
to the circuit court of appeals, while another case is pending on an 
appeal by the Government. Three cases were pending on appeal in 
the Supreme Court of the United States, of which judgment in one 
was aflSrmed and the petition ordered dismissed. 

SPECIAL ACTS. 

In addition to the foregoing, under special acts of Congress a decree 
was rendered against the Government growing out of a collision 
between a boat belonging to the Brooklyn Ferryboat Com^ax^^ ^2>sA 
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the steamship Dolphin^ while in the suit of the owners of the steam- 
ship FoHcoUa for damages resulting from a collision with the U. S. 
cruiser Cohunhla a decree was also rendered against the Government, 
and the question of the amount of damages is now being considered. 

SPECIAL CASES UNDER THE ACT OF ACGUST 15, 1894, A8 AMENDED FEBRUAKY 6, 1901. 

The act of August 15, 18D4 (chap. 2D0, par. 5, 2 Supp. Rev. Stats., 
246), gave the circuit courts of the United States jurisdiction to try 
and determine anv action, suit, or proceeding arising within their 
respective territories, involving the right of any pei*son, in whole or 
in pail, of Indian blood or descent, to an}' allotment of land under any 
law or treaty. This act was extended by the act of February 6, 1901 
(31 Stat. L., Tt>0). Under this jurisdiction 14 suits were brought dur- 
ing the past year and 28 suits in the several years previous, making in 
air42 suits now pending. 

APPEALS IX THE SUPREME COURT. 

During the last term of the Supreme Court of the United States, 11 
appeals from judgments of the Court of Claims were determined. Of 
these, 5 were appeals taken by the Government, in 3 of which the 
decisions were in its favor, 1 in favor of the claimant, and 1 dismissed. 
Of the 6 which were appealed by the claimant, 4 were decided in favor 
of the United States, 1 adversely, and 1 dismissed by the appellant. 

CASES OF SPECIAL IMPORTANCE. 

CASES ARISING IN THE PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 

The test case of Warner, Barnes & Company (Limited), for refund of 
import duties upon goods imported into the Philippine Islands and 
paid by the claimant between December 10, 1898, and March 8, 1902, 
18 now prepared for presentation to the coui-t, and will probably be 
argued and submitted to the court early in the December term. The 
importance of this case consists in the proposition relied upon by the 
United States to defeat the claim that the duties complained of were 
exacted as a military necessity, there existing during the time a state 
of war in the Philippine Islands. 

The claim of the Philippine Sugar Estates Development Company 
(Limited) is another very important case now pending in the Court of 
Claims. It is brought upon a claim against tne United States for use 
and occupation of certain real estate in the Philippine Islands alleged 
to be the property of the claimant, which is an English corporation. 
The real estate in controversy was formerly ''friar lands," which 
the claimant alleges have been purchased by it. Hence the case involves 
the determination of various questions relating to the title of the 
" friar lands" in the Philippines and their disposal. 



CLAIMS FOR TRAVEL PAY. 



The cases of Barnett and Sweet, in which the judgments of the Court 
of Claims in favor of the claimants were reversed, on the appeal of 
the United States, by the Supreme Court during the past year, dis- 
posed of the claims of all officers and enlisted men of the Army of the 
United States since its organization, who have been discharged at their 
own request, for travel pay from the place of such discharge to the 
place of enlistment. 
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CLAIMS OF EMPLOYEES IN THE GOVERNMENT PRINTING OFFICE. 

During the past year, in th^ case of Barringer v. The United States, 
the judgment of the Court of Claims in favor of the claimant was 
reversed by the Supreme Court on the appeal of the United States. 
This case was a claim by a temporary employee of the Government 
Printing Office for commutation in money of pro rata leaves of absence 
claimed by him for service during fractional portions of several years, 
which leaves of absence had been refused by the Public Printer. This 
was a test case, upon which depended about 350 like claims. 

There is now pending in the Court of Claims the case of Taylor ^c. 
The United States, a regular employee in the Government Printing 
Office, for commutation for Sundays and holidays included within his 
annual thirty days leave of absence, the contention being as to whether 
such days should be counted as a part of his regular annual leave. 
Upon the decision in this case will depend about 4,600 similar claims. 

PAY OF ENLISTED MEN ON THE RETIRED LIST OF THE ARMY. 

During the past year the Court of Claims decided in favor of the 
United States the claim of Murphy %\ The United States for lon- 
gevity pay as an enlisted man on the retired list of the Army, and also 
for the 20 per cent increase of pay that was granted to enlisted men 
in time of war by the act of April 26, 1898. A motion for a new trial 
by the claimant is now pending in this case. Upon the final decision 
of the case depend the claims of the entire number of enlisted men on 
the retired list of the Army, being about 1,000. 

CLAIMS OF OFFICERS AND MEN SERVING IN THE SPANISH WAR FOR EXTRA PAY. 

During the past year the case of Hunt v. The United States was 
decided by the Court of Claims in favor of the claimant. This is a 
claim arising under the acts of January 12, 1899, and May 26, 1900, 
for extra pay to officers and men serving in the Sj)anish war. About 
1,000 similar claims have already been filed, and it is expected that the 
total number will reach 1,500. 

CLAIMS OF OFFICERS OF THE NAVY FOR PAY, MILEAGE, ETC. 

Five test cases, involving all the various questions relating to the 
pay of officers in the Navy and to their claims for mileage and allow- 
ances, have been decided by the Court of Claims during the past year, 
two of them being favorable to the United States and three in favor 
of the claimants. These cases are now pending on appeal in the 
Supreme Court. 

NAVAL COURT-MARTIAL CASES. 

In the case of John Smith ^. United States a decision was rendered 
by the Court of Claims in favor of the claimant, which affects the valid- 
ity of the judgments in a very great number of courts-martial in the 
Navy heretofore held, and which, if acquiesced in, would result in very 
seriously modifying the method of procedure in future courts-martial 
in the Navy. A notice of appeal to the Supreme Court has been filed 
on behalf of the United States and an early hearing of the same will 
be asked for.

REPORT OF THE ASSISTANT ATTORNEY-GENERAL IN CHARGE OF 

INDIAN DEPREDATION CASES, 

Department of Justice, 
Washin(jf()7i^ D. C, Novemher 9^ 1903. 

Sir: 1 have the honor to submit herewith my annual report of the 
business of the Department relating to the defense of Indian depreda- 
tion claims. 

. The following tabular statement shows the number and amount of 
such cases disposed of during the year ending October 31, 1903, 
together with a resume of the number and amount of all cases 
adjudicated since March 3, 1891, when the Court of Claims was 
invested with jurisdiction in this class of cases:

It will be seen from the foregoing statement that during the year 
ending October 31, 1903, claims amounting to $2,475,524.17 were 
finally disposed of. Of this amount the claimants obtained judgment 
for only $279,254.69, leaving a balance in favor of the Government of 
$2,196,269.48. A considerable portion of this amount was in cases dis- 
missed by the court for want of amity or for want of prosecution; but 
a very large proportion was in cases that were briefea and argued and 
submitted to the court and decided by the court in favor of the defend- 
ants. The amount of judgments obtained by the claimants during the 
past year has been a little more than 10 per cent of the entire amount 
of claims finally adjudicated. 

There still remain on the docket upward of 5,000 cases, involving a 
total amount claimed of more than $20,000,000. Many of these cases, 
however, will ultimately be dismissed for nonprosecution, or upon 
jurisdictional questions already decided adversely to the claimants. 
Considerable progress has been made during the past year in searching 
out cases subject to defense on jurisdictional grounds and securing 
their dismissal; and the same work will be continued in the future. 
Nothing further has been done in the way of dismissing cases for non- 
prosecution, for reasons set forth in my last annual report. 
8 
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There has been an unusual volume of litigation concerning the inter- 
pretation and application of the jurisdictional statute under which these 
claims are filed, resulting in more than 125 reported opinions by the 
Court of Claims and the Supreme Court. Notwithstanding this fact, 
new questions are still occasionally arising which require determination 
by appeal to the court of last resort. Two such appeals are now pend- 
ing and will be heard during the present term. One of these, the 
United States and the Kiowa Indians v, Martinez, involves the right 
of the claimant, after the expiration of the time allowed by the statute 
for bringing new suits, to make a tribe of Indians parties defendant by 
amendment to a suit commenced against another tribe. The decision 
will affect a considerable number of cases now pending. The other, 
Gagnon v. The United States and the Sioux and Cheyenne Indians, 
involves the validity of a certificate of naturalization granted in a dis- 
trict court by means of a nunc pro tunc order made to supply a missing 
record. 

The taking of testimony and the trial of cases in court has been con- 
tinued as before with as much dispatch as possible. The field force 
employed is now adequate to the task of meeting the demands of 
claimants scattered over a wide extent of countrv with comparatively 
little delay. When I assumed charge of the defense in this jurisdic- 
tion the work was several years behind in the matter of briefing. It 
has been brought up to date. While a great number of these cases 
have been finally adjudicated and the work does not require so large a 
force as it formerly did, there is yet a great amount of important work 
to be done.

Sir: I have the honor to submit my annual report of the business 
of the Department relating to the defense of claims before the Spanish 
Treaty Claims Commission.

As stated in my last report of the cases then pending, 150 were for 
damages to seamen on board the battle ship Maine at the time of its 
destruction in the harbor of Habana, February 15, 1898. Demurrers 
were filed to the original petitions, and after lengthy arguments the 
demurrers were sustained in the test cases, and time was granted to 
the claimants in which to amend their petitions. The amended 

Setitions were accordingly filed, to which the Government again 
emurred, and after argument the demurrers were sustained, and on 
January 25, 1902, judgment was rendered in favor of the United 
States, and all of the so-called Maine cases were dismissed. 

10 
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CLAIMS FOR PROPERTY LOSSES. 

The great majority of cases now pending before the Commission are 
for indemnity on account of damages to property, both real and per- 
sonal. The questions of law involved in these cases are many and 
varied, the most of which have been presented in behalf or the 
Government and the claimants, and decided by the Commission 

In the determination of the legal questions involved, demurrers filed 
by the Government have been sustained in 150 cases and overruled in 
40 cases. Motions for more specific statement of facts have been sus- 
tained in about 100 cases. Sixty-five cases have been put at issue, and 
a few cases are yet pending on demurrers and motions which will be 
considered in the near future. 

In all cases in which demurrers and motions for more specific state- 
ments were sustained the claimants were granted from sixty to ninety 
days' time in which to amend their petitions. In the greater number 
of these cases the claimants have asked for and obtained extensions of 
time in which to file their amended petitions, they claiming that the 
facts required are very diflScult to obtain. This delay on the part of 
the claimants in perfecting their pleadings has resulted in failure to 
join issue or dispose of many cases. 

THE INVESTIGATION OF CASES IN CUBA. 

The force of this Department in Cuba has been diligently engaged 
in the investigation of claims and the preparation of cases for trial in 
that island where the witnesses reside and where the evidence exists. 
This investigation has been concluded in about one-half of the cases 
now pending, in which cases the Government would be ready to take 
testimony provided the same were at issue. 

THE TAKING OF TESTIMONY ON THE MERITS. 

In addition to the investigation of the facts of the various cases in 
Cub&, testimony has been partially taken in about twenty-five cases. 
In every case in which claimants nave made application to take testi- 
mony the Government has readily and promptly consented. 

PROOFS OF CITIZENSHIP. 

In order to facilitate the business and save costs and expenses to 
both claimants and the Government in cases wherein the American cit- 
izenship of any claimants was in doubt, the Commission, in April of 
this year, made a rule providing for the submission of evidence on and 
the trial of the question of citizenship before trial on the merits. In 
pursuance of this rule the Government at once called on the claimants 
to produce such proofs of citizenship. This request was responded to 
in a few cases, but in the great majority extensions of time were asked 
and granted by the Commission in which to respond to such request. 

It is proper to state that inasmuch as the witnesses, for the most 
part, reside in foreign countries, the investigation of cases and the 
production of evidence is rendered very diflScult.

REPORT OF THE SOLICITOR OF THE TREASURY. 

Washington, D. C, Xoveniher 10^ 1903. 

Sir: 1 have the honor to transmit herewith seven tabular state- 
ments exhibiting the amount, character, and results of the litigation 
under m}'^ direction for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1903, shown 
by the docket entries of this oflSce. 

The tables embrace, respectively — 

1. Suits on transcripts of accounts of defaulting public officers, 
excepting those of the Post-Office Department, adjusted by the 
accounting officers of the Treasury Department. 

2. Post-office suits, embracing those against officers of the Post- 
Office Department, and cases ot fines, penalties, and forfeitures for 
violation of postal laws. 

3. Suits on custom-house bonds. 

^ 4. Suits for recovery of fines, penalties, and forfeitures under the 
customs-revenue and navigation laws. 

5. Suits against collectors of customs and other officers or agents of 
the Government, excepting internal-revenue officers, for refund of 
duties and acts done in the Tine of their official duty, including appeals 
from the decisions of the Board of General Appraisers. 

6. Suits in which the United States is a party or is interested and 
not embraced in the other classes. 

7. A general summary or abstract of all the other tables. 

An examination of the tables will show that the whole number of 
suits commenced within the year was 3,930, of which 9 were of class 
1, for the recovery of $18,507.14; 535 were of class 2, for the recov- 
ery of $32,909.16; 6 were of class 3, for the recovery of $5,198.42; 161 
were of class 4, for the recov^ery of $2,734,568.24; 80 were of class 5, 
and 3,139 were of class 6, for the recovery of $2,838,815.05. 

Of the whole number of suits brought, 2,560 were decided in favor 
of the United States, 11 were adversely decided, 318 were settled and 
dismissed, leaving 1,041 still pending. 

Of those pending at the commencement of the year, 884 were decided 
for the United States, 529 w^ere adversely decided, and 820 were set- 
tled and dismissed. 

The whole number of suits decided or otherwise disposed of during 
the year was 5,122. The whole amount for which judgments were 
obtained, exclusive of decrees in rein.^ was $511,066.03, and the entire 
amount collected from all sources was $340,970.31. 

I may here remark that most of the cases decided adversely to the 
Government were the so-called "hat-trimming cases." 

In addition to the sum of $340,970.31, collected in suits. as above 
stated, the following sums have been collected, without litigation, on 
claims of the Government, namely: 

Fift3'-seven thousand two hundred and thirty-six dollars and fifty- 
five cents collected from the North American Commercial Company, on 

12 
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account of tax, rental, bonus, and interest on 4,158 fur seal skins 
received by them in 1890. 

Seven thousand four hundred and ninety -two dollars and eighty-eight 
cents, collected from the American Surety Company, of New York, as 
surety on the bond of Harry A. Barrows as disbursing clerk of the 
Census Office; and $2,744.57 has been collected from 17 other parties 
without litigation. 

The number of cases in which offers of compromise were pending 
and received during the fiscal year ending June 30, 1903, was 166, 
involving the sum of $550,511.86. 

The number of oflPers acccepted was 121, involving the sum of 
$356,405.97; amount accepted, $149,237.38. 

The number of offers rejected was 16, involving the sum of $14,067.65; 
amount offered, $4,201.03. 

The number of offers pending at the close of the year was 29, involv- 
ing the sum of $180,038.24; amount offered, $13,317.03. 

On February 17, 1903, pursuant to act of Congress of January 30, 
1903, there was conveyed by me to the persons named in said act all 
the right, title, and interest of the United States in and to the follow- 
ing-described real estate in and near the city of Montgomery, Ala., 
acquired by the United States from Eugene Beebe and Ferrie Henshaw 
in satisfaction of certain suits on bonds on which said Beebe and Hen- 
shaw were sureties, viz: The so-called Montgomery race track, con- 
taining 100 acres, more or less; house and lot. No. 22 South Peny 
street, formerly No. 16 Perry street; house and lot. No. 28 Dexter 
avenue, formerly No. 28 Market street; house and lot. No. 11 North 
Perry street, formerly No. 11 Perry street; and house and lot. No. 
109 Dexter avenue, formerly No. 41 Market street. One of the above 
suits was instituted as long ago as December 11, 1874, and on two 
occasions appeals have been taken to the United States Supreme Court. 

Notwithstanding the United States attorney in charge of certain 
ejectment suits brought by the United States to establish its title to 
the above property reported that in his opinion the United States 
could not prevail in said suits, and notwithstanding the ejectment and 
other suits were ably and stubbornly defended, the litigation — under 
the direction of this office — was continued; with the result that there 
has been finally paid to the United States in compromise and settle- 
ment of the suits, and for a release of the Government's title to the 
land in question, the sum of $25,000. 

In satisfaction of a judgment recovered in the year 1877 there was 
levied on, sold, and conveyed to th6 United States in that year 5,760 
acres of land in Tuscaloosa County, Ala. Ejectment suits brought by 
the United States for the land resulted in favor of the Government, 
but actual possession of the land has remained in the defendants, or 
persons claiming under them. This has been due to the granting of 
frequent requests for continuances and delays in order to afford the 
persons in interest an opportunity to apply to Congress for relief; and 
a number of bills for their relief have been introduced in various Con- 
gresses, the last one in the Fifty-seventh Congress. Ample oppor- 
tunity having now been afforded to obtain the desired relief, ana no 
action on the bills having been taken by Congress other than a refer- 
ence thereof to a committee, I am unwilling that the situation as 
respects the property should longer continue, and 1 have accordingly 
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directed the United States attorney for the proper district to take 
prompt measures for the possession thereof. 

Upon my reconmiendation Congress on March 3, 1903 (33 Stat. Lt.^ 
1112), enlarged the power conferred by the act of August 7, 1882 (22 
Stat. L., 319), so as to permit of the sale of property acquired b^ the 
United States by devise subsequent to the date of the last-mentioned 
act. There now being no legal obstacle in the way of the sale of cer- 
tain real property in the State of Maine devised to the United States 
in the year 1883 by one Nancy J. Goold "to help pay the national 
debt," the property will be offered for sale at an early oay. There has 
been collected as rent of said property during the last fiscal year the 
sum of 1450, and the sum of $142.30 has been expended in repairs, 
etc., thereon. 

A further sum of $614.10 has been received as rent of other property 
by law in charge of this office. 

The title of the United States to 90 acres of land in Owsley County, 
Ky . , conveyed to the United States as belonging to one Hiram Hogg, 
has been found to be invalid. 

Under the provisions of section 3751, U. S. Revised Statutes, I have 
executed a deed of release to B. H. McCary and B. F. Basberry of 
640 acres of land in Chilton County, Ala. ; and I have executed a deed 
of release to Daniel Cherry pursuant to act of Congress of June 30, 
1902, of a house and lot in Dothan, Henry County, Ala. 

There was also divested out of the United States and vested in Wil- 
liam J. Smith by act of Congress of February 6, 1903, the title to lot 
1, in block 17, of Butler's addition to the city of Memphis, Tenn., 
which had been conveyed to the United States on February 20, 1888. 

There has been acquired by the United States during the fiscal year 
in payment of debt the following property, viz: From John McCann 
160 acres of land in Madera County, Cal. , and from James Runions 
123i acres of land in Cherokee County, N. C. 

There was sold by me on April 11, 1903, under the provisions of 
section 3749, Revised Statutes, for $1,600, lot 1, in block 104, in the 
city of Fort Scott, Kans. , acquired by the United States on October 
30, 1883, from one M. McElroy. 

Several pieces of real property in charge of this office are now adver- 
tised for sale under section 3749, Revised Statutes. 

There have been examined by me during the fiscal year as to correct- 
ness in form and execution 3,742 official bonds, contracts, leases, etc. 
This branch of the business of the office has been steadily increasing 
for several years. Last year there was an increase of 31 per cent over 
the preceding year, due in part to the fact that bonds of officers of 
several Executive Departments which had not been previously referred 
to this office were referred to me for examination; and this year there 
is a still further increase over last year. To properly safeguard the 
interests of the United States in these important matters requires unre- 
mitting care and familiarity with the law and the rules and regulations 
applicable thereto, for upon the legality of these instruments as to 
form and execution depends the recovery of large sums of money 
annually in suits on the bonds. 

The number of letters and communications received by this office 
during the fiscal year was 12,376; the number of letters, etc., sent out 
was 8,428; the number of written opinions rendered on questions of 
law submitted by the Secretary of the Treasury, heads of bureaus of 
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the Treasury Department, and others was 103. There are frequent 
consultations with the Solicitor and the officials under him by the 
heads of bureaus, chiefs of divisions of the Treasury and other Depart- 
ments relative to cases pending, investigations made, and verbal opin- 
ions given, which require time, care, and research, which can not be 
tabulated. 

I have to renew the recommendation made in my last two annual 
reports that section 773 of the Revised Statutes be so amended that 
the United States attorneys be required to forward their annual 
reports to this office on the 1st day of September, instead of the 1st 
day of October, in each year.

REPORT OF THE UNITED STATES ATTORNEY FOR THE COURT OF 

PRIVATE LAND CLAIMS. 

Santa Fe, N. Mex., Octoher 1, 1903. 

Sir: I have the honor to submit the following annual report as to 
the business transacted by the Court of Private Land Claims from 
October 1, 1902, the date of mv last annual report, up to and includ- 
ing October 1, 1903. 

During the period just mentioned two terms of court have been held 
at Santa Fe, N. Mex., at which sessions a large portion of the unfin- 
ished business shown by my last report has been considered and dis- 
posed of by the court, and considerable progress has been made toward 
concluding the business remaining on the dockets of the court. 

1 have embodied in the schedules hereto attached, numbered respec- 
tively 1 to 3, a statement of the matters disposed of in the New Mexico 
district, as well as a full statement showing the status of each of the 
cases remaining for determination in one form or another. 

From schedule 1 it will be noted that the court during the past 
year has decided three cases, with an estimated claimed area of 4,428, 
4,428, and 30,000 acres, respectively, which were rejected by the court. 
These decisions have thus cleared the title to over 38,000 acres of the 
public domain, valuable on account of its mineral and agricultural 
character. 

I beg again to repeat what I have stated in my former reports, that 
one of the most important duties confided to the Court of Private Land 
Claims is that of passing upon the survey of grants confirmed by the 
court under the provisions of the act of March 3, 1891. The impor- 
tance of this matter has been constantly in mind. Much time has been 
given to the matter of the execution of the decrees of the court by the 
surveyor employed under the Interior Department, and in each instance 
where a survey has been returned to the court by the General Land 
Office it has been made the subject of very careful investigation, and 
has in each instance been examined in the field by the special agent 
of the Department of Justice assigned to this office for that duty. 
Schedule 2 gives a list of grants, the surveys of which have been 
approved by the court during the past year. From this it will be seen 
that three grant surveys, with an aggregate area of 27,285.60 acres, 
have been approved by the court. 

Schedule 3 is devoted to indicate the status of each case in the New 
Mexico district not finally disposed of. From this it will be seen, as 
shown by subschedule A of schedule 3, that one of the cases still 
remaining on the dockets of the court is a claim for $513. 62, for money 
judgment against the United States under section 14 of the land court 
act for 410.90 acres of land alleged to have been sold by the United 
States within the Nicolas Duran de Chaves grant as confirmed. This 
case has been tried and is under advisement by the court. . 
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The decrees in three grants, involving an estimated area of 23,039 
acres, have been certified by the clerk of the Court of Private Land 
Claims to the Commissioner of the General Land Office for survey as 
provided by section 10 of the act creating the Court of Private Land 
Claims. A detailed statement as to these grants thus pending on sur- 
vey appears in subschedule B of schedule 3. The survey of these 
grants is now being made, and as they are returned to the court they 
will be carefully examined by this office and as promptly disposed of 
as is consistent with their thorough consideration. 

The claimants in cases Nos. 280, Sanchez land grant, and 281, 
Barela land grant, through their attorneys of record, announced in 
open coui*t, upon the decision of said causes, their intention to appeal 
the same, but no action has yet been taken by them to perfect such 
appeals. 

Recapitulating, it will be noted from the schedules hereto attached 
that there are now pending in the New Mexico District three claims 
under survey, involving an estimated area of 23,039 acres, and one 
claim for $513.62 for money judgment against the United States. 

Schedules 4 and 5, hereto attached, set forth the condition of the 
business of the Court of Private Land Claims in the Arizona District. 

From schedule 4 it will be seen that during the past year three sur- 
veys, involving an area of 57,000.54: acres, have been approved by the 
court. 

The decrees of the court in two grants, involving an estimated area 
of 24,944 acres, have been certified by the clerk of the Court of Private 
Land Claims to the Commissioner of the General Land Office for sur- 
vey, as provided by the land court act. A detailed statement of 
these grants thus pending on survey appears in schedule 5, hereto 
attached. The survey of mese grants is now being made, and as they 
are returned to the court they will also be carefully examined by this 
office, and after such examination will be promptly disposed of. 

There are no cases remaining for primary determination either in 
the New Mexico or Arizona districts. 

In conclusion, I beg to say that the work of this office is up to date 
and that every effort consistent with the interest of the Government 
will be made by this office to facilitate and hasten a final disposition of 
the remaining business now pending before the court. 

Thanking you for the confidence hitherto bestowed, and indulging 
the hope that my labors in the future may merit its continuance, 
I have the honor to be, sir, your obedient servant.

REPORT OF THE COMMISSION TO REVISE THE LAWS OF THE UNITED 

STATES. 

Washington, D. C. , November 7, IWS, 

Sir: Since our annual report bearing date November 10, 1902, we 
have continued our labors in the revision of the permanent and gen- 
eral laws of the United States, and have revised and codified the fol- 
lowing titles: ''The Army," "The militia" (which were not taken 
up in the order they are found in the Revised Statutes on account of 
legislation then pending and subsequently enacted), "The Territo- 
ries," "Duties on imports," "Collection of duties," "Internal reve- 
nue," "Debts due by and to the United States," "Coinage, weights, 
and measures," "The currency," "Legal tender," "The public mon- 
eys," "Appropriations," "The public debt," "Public contracts," 
"The postal service," "Foreign relations," "Commerce and naviga- 
tion," Regulation of vessels in foreign commerce," "Regulation of 
vessels in domestic commerce," " Regulation of fisheries," "Regu- 
lation of steam vessels," " Merchant seamen," and "Prize." ^ 

It should be added that as to some of these titles considerable time 
will still be required to adjust in conference diflFerences existing in the 
separate labors of the commissioners. 

In the revision of the judicial title, which was reported two years 
ago and is now pending in Congress, a reorganization of the judicial 
system of the United States was projected, the most radical of the 
proposed changes being the transfer to the district courts of the juris- 
diction now exercised by the circuit courts. It was hoped that 
Congress would give this report early consideration, and that the 
Commission would be advised at least of its probable action before the 
completion of the general revision, as numerous changes in other 
parts of the statutes will be necessary if the reorganization shall be 
adopted. Congress having failed to take any action, we have been 
obliged to conform the revision of other titles to the changes proposed 
in the revision of the laws relating to the courts. It would facilitate 
our labors if Congress would enter speedily upon the consideration of 
the judicial title. 

It is not improper to call attention to the fact that progress in the 
work of revision has been and will continue, in a measure, to be 
retarded by the vast amount of general legislation enacted by Congress 
at each session, requiring the Commission to rerevise many chapters 
and in some cases whole titles. An example of this is aflForded by the 
act creating the Department of Commerce and Labor and assigning 
to it a number of bureaus and branches of the public service previously 
belonging to other Departments. This will require the reconstruction 
of a number of chapters that had been practically completed. Forty 
separate acts, aflFectmg the courts of the United States in diflFerent dis- 
tncts and circuits, creating new divisions, changing the times of hold.- 
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ing court, and establishing new boundaries of divisions and districts, 
were passed by the last Congress, all of which must be embodied in the 
revision of that title previously reported. 

Of the vast amount of legislation enacted since the last revision of 
the statutes much has been on new lines and necessarily, in its incip- 
iency, was imperfect and required extensive amendment to accomplish 
its purposes. Numerous acts have been passed on the same subject 
witnout any pretension of repeal or apparent eflFort to reconcile con- 
flicting provisions, thus casting upon the Commission the responsibility 
of settling and harmonizing important acts where the courts have not 
been called upon to make any construction. To revise and codify 
these complex provisions in plain and concise language often requires 
the reconstruction of the laws concerned. 

It was suggested in our last annual report that a revision of certain 
titles shoula be reported in advance of the completion of the entire 
work. The consideration then mentioned was that this would expedite 
the labor of examination by Congress, through its committees or other- 
wise. Further reasons are now supplied that seem to render such 
action desirable. For example, the act of February 14, 1903, trans- 
fers the administration of the laws embraced in the title ''Commerce 
and Navigation" and the five titles immediately following it from the 
Department of the Treasury to the Department of Commerce and 
Labor. The act mentioned is meager in its provisions respecting the 
changes that are thus rendered necessary, and leaves many matters in 
doubt and confusion. It would be of great advantage if a revision of 
the titles concerned, with such amendments as to adjust their pro- 
visions to the transfer, were enacted by the present Congress, to be 
subsequently inserted in the general revision. 

Again, there has been much legislation of a radical character within 
the past five years respecting the Army, and in consequence of this 
the laws governing its organization and administration are in such a 
state as to be almost unintelligible. It is beyond the domain of dis- 
cussion that there should be the least possible delay in embodying their 
provisions in a clear and symmetrical act. Like considerations could 
be adduced with respect to other subjects of legislation, but the above 
are selected as the most urgent. We feel justified in commending this 
suggestion most earnestly to your attention.

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The foregoing table does not include a certain act of clemency which 
referred not to individuals, but to a class, namely, a general order 
issued by the President on March 28, 1903, by which about one hun- 
dred prisoners transferred from State institutions to the United States 
penitentiary at Atlanta, Gra., were given credit for good conduct 
under the laws of the several otates from which they were transferred 
instead of the then existing Federal good-time law. This matter is 
set out in full at page 85 m the detailed statement immediately fol- 
lowing this report. 

No application for pardon to restore civil rights is considered until 
after the applicant has complied with the sentence of the coui*t; and 
in each of the 35 cases wnere pardon was granted to restore civil 
rights a considerable period had elapsed after the applicant had been 
discharged from prison or had otherwise complied with the sentence 
of the court before his application was considered; and his good con- 
duct was certified to by the people among whom he had lived since his 
release from prison. 

Despite the fact that a number of applications have been received 
from Hawaii, Porto Rico, and the Philippines, a smaller number of 
applications in the aggregate were filed during the year than during 
any year since the fiscal year ending June 30, 1894, there being a 
decrease of more than 25 per cent since the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1902. 

The statement following shows the names of all persons who were 
the recipients of Executive clemency at the hands of the President 
during the year. This statement shows the districts where the appli- 
cants were tried, when and of what offense convicted, the recommen- 
dations made by the Attorney-General, the extent of the action of the 
President, and the dates of such action.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 

Department of Justice, 

Washington, D. C, October 7, 1903. 

Sir: I respectfully submit the following report on the library of the 
Department of Justice for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1903. 

The regular continuations of State and Federal reports, including 
digests, and of legal encyclopedias, etc., have been kept up to date. 
The following periodicals have also been added to the library: Ameri- 
can Law Record, Railway and Corporation Law Journal, Criminal 
Law Magazine, Yale Law Journal, American Law Journal, Pennsyl- 
vania Law Journal, Hall's Law Journal and Journal of Jurisprudence, 
Virginia Law Journal, and the Forum (Law Review). Aside from 
these, the leading purchases have been: Ohio Nisi Prius Reports; 
Atlantic Reporter, volumes 1 to 27; Northeastern Reporter, volumes 
1 to 34; Southern Reporter, volumes 1 to 17; World^s Best Essays; 
New International Encyclopedia; Lawyers' Reports Annotated, vol- 
umes 1 to 20, and a complete set of the Federal Reporter and digest. 
This additional set of the Federal Reporter was placed in the main 
library in the old Corcoran Art Gallery building, its purchase having 
been made necessary by the divided condition of the liorary, the origi- 
nal or old set being located in the library in the Baltic building. 

During the last Congress an act was passed (32 Stat., 630), providing 
for the further distribution of United otates Reports, including in this 
distribution to Federal officers and courts the assistant attorneys- 
general of this Department. This provision but partially met the 
needs of the Department, and I am still obliged to purchase from the 
library funds seven additional copies of each of these reports as issued. 
These books are placed chiefly with the assistant attorneys, who have 
almost as constant use for the books as the assistant attorneys-general. 
Each assistant attorney does not require a set of United States Reports, 
but where two or more of them occupy the same room, as is frequently 
the case, one set suffices for their joint use. 

A bill was also introduced providing for the distribution of the Fed- 
eral Reporter to every Federal officer and court entitled to receive the 
United States Reports. The bill received the indorsement of the 
Department but failed of passage. Each officer of this Department, 
and presumably of the Federal courts as well, now entitled by law to 
receive the United States Reports has almost, if not quite, equal need 
for a set of the Federal Reporter. It is entirely impractical for the 
whole Department to depend upon the one set in the Baltic Building, 
and the one in the Old Corcoran Art Gallery building is almost inac- 
cessible. 1 have, at long intervals, as the appropriations for books 
permitted, or rather, as the situation made imperative, purchased 
additional sets of these books — one for your office, and one for the 
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Solicitor-General. Your sot was assigned tempoitirily by your prede- 
cessor in office to Assistant Attonioy-deneral Pradt, as he and his 
force are located in a building l)y thomaolves, and therefore could not 
have easy access to the library set. 

These purchases and the keeping up of the continuations to the sev- 
eral sets of l)oth of the al)ove-named publications, while a necessary 
expenditure, nevertheless curtail quite severely the appropriatiofi pro- 
viaed for the purchase of l)ooks for the libmry. Out of the current 
year's appropriation I have been obliged to furnish the new office 
provided for Assistant Attorney-General MacReynolds with several 
series of books deemed by him to be essentially necessary for his use, 
costing nearly §40(). This additional and unusual expenditure was 
made necessary by a recent act of Congress creating tne office of an 
additional Assistant Attorney -General. If Mr. Hoyt's successor, when 
appointed, succeeds to Mr. Hoyt's books, then Judge Day, assistant 
to the Attorney-General, will be entirely without books except the 
United States Statutes. lie will not even be provided with the 
Supreme Court Reports, as he is not deemed by the Department of 
the Interior to be an Assistiint Attorney-General within the meaning of 
the ac*t above referred to. This may mean a still further reduction 
of the appropriation which is intended to provide books for the 
Department li))rarv. For these reasons it seems very probable that 
the appropriation for the purchase of books during the current fiscal 
year will be insufficient and the Department will be obliged to ask for 
a deficiency appropriation during the coming session of Congress. 

For the last fiscal year Congress provided, including the deficiency, 
$3,000 for law books and $500 for session laws, codes, etc. Experience 
has shown that this amount is needed for the proper maintenance of 
the library, and I respectfully suggest that it would be better for Con- 
gress to provide the full amount needed at one time than to supple- 
ment the regular appropriation by a deficiency each year. I therefore 
recommend that Congress be asked to appropriate the sums above 
named for the purchase of books for this library during the ensuing 
fiscal year. 

While the act of July 1, 1902, providing for the further distribution 
of United States Reports was a step in the right direction, yet it failed 
to provide for an important class of officers which are directly under 
the supervision of this Department — United States attorneys — and they 
are accordingly unprovided with either that series of reports or the 
Federal Reporter. The imperative need which every United States 
attorney has for both of these sets of reports is too apparent to require 
more than mere statement. I respectfully^ suggest that the attention 
of Congress be called to the need of a further distribution of United 
States Reports, so as to include United States attorneys and certain 
officers of this Department not yet provided, and that the passa^ of 
a bill similar to the one heretofore introduced in regard to the distri- 
bution of the Federal Reporter and digest thereto be also recommended. 

For a number of years the Department has been binding together 
in book form the records and briefs of cases decided in the Supreme 
Court of the United States in which the Federal Government nas an 
interest. These have proved to be of great value, but they cover only 
a portion of the cases decided. The Department has recently had 
offered to it for sale a set of records and briefs, represented as being 
complete, covering the October terms 1874: to 1902 of the Supreme 
Chart This set, I am informed, is comprised of between 1,100 and 
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1,200 bound volumes and is offered at $6,500, a moderate price con- 
sidering the character of the matter therein contained, and the further 
fact that in all reasonable probability the set can never be duplicated at 
any price. In my judgment it would be a serious mistake to allow 
these books to be sold without making an attempt to secure them for 
this Department, and I therefore respectfully suggest that Congress 
be asked to make the needed appropriation for this purpose. 

Accompanying this report will be found a classified list of the acces- 
sions by purchase, and a list of books otherwise acquired, by donation 
or excnange; also a tabulated statement showing the receipt and 
distribution of United States statutes during the past fiscal year.

REPORT OX BAXKRUPTCY MATTERS, 

Department of Justice, 
WuHhljigtoyi, D, C\, NoveinleT20^ 1903. 

Sir: Pursuant to sections 53 and 54 of the act of July 1, 1898, I 
have the honor to su})nut the following report of the practical opera- 
tion of the act establishing a uniform system of bankruptcy through- 
out the United States for the year ending September 30, 1903: 

The statistics for this report were obteined through requests made 
of the clerks of the courts of })ankruptcy, and of the referees through- 
out the United States, who are the administrators of the law under 
the courts. Reports have been received from every judicial district 
in the United States, also from the districts of Hawaii and Porto Rico. 
Owing to the large number of reports thus received, the labor inci- 
dent to their proper tabulation and arrangement has been of consider- 
able magnitude. While some of these reports are incomplete, by 
reason of the different methods of keeping the records in the absence 
of any requirements of law as to their uniformity, the result obtained 
more than compensates for the labor involved. 

VOLUNTARY CASES. 

The reports from the clerks show that the grand total of voluntary 
petitions in bankruptcy filed throughout the United States for the 
year ending September 30, 1903, was 14,308, this number being made 
up of 7,936 cases tiled during the six months ending March 31, 1903, 
and (),372 tiled during the last six months, which shows a material 
decrease in the number of petitions tiled from that of the year ending 
September 30, 1902, and in fact is considerably less than for any previous 
year since the enactment of this law. 

For the year ending September 30, 1899, the total number of vol- 
untarv petitions tiled was 19,176; for the year 1900, 20,128; for the 
year 'l901, 17,015, and for the year 1902,^ 16,374. It will thus be 
observed that the number of voluntary petitions filed during the past 
year is more than 2,000 less than were filed during any one of the pre- 
ceding years since the enactment of the law on July 1, 1898. 

The otates showing the largest number of cases filed during the year 
are as follows: 

Alabama, with a total of 1,797 petitions, made up of 1,M9 in the 
northern district, 288 in the middle, and 60 in the southern. 

New York, with a total of 1,546 petitions, made up of 336 in the 
northern district, 670 in the southern, 229 in the eastern, and 311 in 
the western. 
122 
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Illinois, with a total of 1,439 petitions for the State, made up of 
1,309 in the northern district and 130 In the southern. 

Massachusetts, 1,238 petitions. 

Maine, 703 petitions. 

Ohio, with a total of 585 petitions for the State, made up of 336 in 
the northern district and 249 in the southern district. 

In the report for the year 1902, New York led the list with 1,906 
petitions, while Illinois followed with 1,814; Alabama, 1,436; Massa- 
chusetts, 1,408, and Maine, 860. In each instance, it will be observed, 
that there is a material falling off in the number of petitions, except 
in the State of Alabama, where there is an increase of a little over 300. 

The States and Territories showing the smallest number of voluntary 
petitions filed during the year were the following: 

Arizona, 2; Nevada and Porto Rico, each 3; New Mexico, 4; Alaska, 
6; Hawaii, 7; Wyoming, 11; Delaware, 14, and North Carolina, 36. 

The reports furnished by the clerks also show that there were 762 
petitions dismissed, while the petitioners in the remaining cases were 
adjudicated bankrupt. 

LIABILITIES AND ASSETS. 

The total net Assets realized in 11,663 cases closed during the past 
year were $8,051,471, while the liabilities involved therein were 
$106,147,378. The summary also discloses the fact that of the cases 
closed there were 6,839 cases with assets of various amounts, in 466 of 
which they were less than $500, while in 4,824 cases there were no 
assets. The large number of cases in which there were no assets is an 
indication that advantage of the voluntary feature of the law, as a 
rule, is only taken in cases where the debtor has become almost hope- 
lessly insolvent. 

NATURE OF BUSINESS. 

The reports also show that of those persons who became voluntary 
bankrupts, 961 were farmers, 4,582 were wage-earners, 3,305 mer- 
chants, 368 manufacturers, 473 professional men, and 1,974 contractors, 
hotel keepers, real estate men, and others of a miscellaneous character. 

INVOLUNTARY CASES. 

Under the provisions of the law authorizing a creditor ta file a 
petition for the purpose of having a debtor adjudged bankrupt, 2,567 
petitions were tiled during the year ended September 30, 1903. Of 
these, 1,262 were filed during the six months ended March 31, 1903, 
and 1,305 during the last six months. The number filed is a substan- 
tial increase over any preceding year during the existence of the law, 
showing that the provisions of the law are being better understood. 
During the year 1902, 2,118 petitions were filed; for 1901, 1,992 
petitions; for 1900, 1,810 petitions, and for 1899, 1,452 petitions. Of 
those filed during the past year, 375 were dismissed, either because no 
act of bankruptcy had been committed, or for want of jurisdiction, or 
otherwise, while the balance appear to have been adjudicated. Of the 
involuntary cases, in 121 compositions were made with creditors and 
confirmed by the court. 
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NATURE OF BUSINKaS. 

As in the ciist* of tho procediiijf reports, an effort was made to obtain 
information of the occupation of tlie parties against whom involuntary 
petitions in hankruptt*y were tiled, and so far as reports were made it 
shows that (><)!) wc»re engaged in niereantih* pursuits, 91 were manufac- 
turers, 17 professional men, and 2(>3 were engaged in various other 
o(»eupations. The report also shows that in 17 eases the occupation 
was alleged to have been that of a fanner and in 74 that of wage- 
earners, hut as under the law neither a farmer nor a wage-earner can 
he adjudged an involuntary bankrupt, it is presumed that these par- 
ties were engaged in sueh o(\»upations at the tin)e the petitions were 
tiled, })ut sueh was not their principal occupsition. 

LIABILITIES AND ASSETS. 

In 1,U71 involuntary proceedings which were closed during the year, 
it appears that the assets realized amounted to $J:,520,680, while the 
liabilities were $21,467,666. Of these proceedings, in 169 there were 
no assets, while in tho 902 with assets there were 180 with less than 

$600. 

FEES AND EXPENSES. 

The act amending the bankruptcy law increased to a slight extent 
the fees of both the referees and trustees, but owing to the varying 
methods of keeping accounts and the varying charges that may be 
taxed in the different districts for certain classes of service, it has not 
been possible to obtain, with any degree of accuracy, an average of 
the expense incident to the conduct ot a proceeding in bankruptcy. 

This is further due to the fact that in cases of magnitude expenses 
mav be incurred by reason of litigation arising in connection with the 
collection of the assets, while in another case the expense of conduct- 
ing it would be limited to the filing fees and the cost of serving notices 
and adv^ertisement. It is believed, however, that the courts have gen- 
erally followed the polic}^ outlined by Congress in the limitation of 
the fees to be charged by seeing that they are reduced to a minimum. 
That the charges incident to the conduct of a proceeding in bankruptcy 
are less than those ordinarily incurred in connection with the adminis- 
tration of an estate under the insolvency laws of the different States 
is generally admitted. 

Of the voluntary cases filed during the year, in 2,933 the proceed- 
ings were filed m forma pauperis^ though of these fees in 822 cases 
were subsequently collected out of assets coming into the estate. 

THE PRACTICAL OPEBATION OF THE LAW. 

The matter of greatest interest in connection with the practical 
operation of the bankruptcy law occurring in the past year lies in the 
enactment by Congress of certain amendments embraced in the act 
approved February 5, 1903. As is well known, the act of July 1, 
1898, establishing a uniform system of bankruptcy throughout the 
United States was in the nature of a compromise measure between 
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the House and Senate bills relating to this subject. As is almost 
invariably true in the ease of all legislation it is the practical operation 
of the law that demonstrates its insufficiency or shortcomings, if any. 
As was expected, therefore, the administration of the bankruptcy law 
disclosed features needing legislative action. Accordingly, in response 
to the demand of a large portion of the business interest^ throughout 
the United States, as well as many of those engaged in the adminis- 
tration and practice under the law, these amendments were enacted. 
The result has been the incorporation of features therein of incalcu- 
lable benefit, which will no doubt do much toward removing the little 
criticism which has arisen in certain quarters. 

Without dwelling at length upon the amendments, it is only neces- 
sary to call attention to several which are of vital importance. The 
first is that which makes as an act of bankruptcy the appointment of 
a receiver or trustee to take charge of one's property wnile insolvent, 
thus removing whatever doubt existed upon this point, the courts on 
a number of occasions having formerly held that such action was not 
comprehended by the terms of the law, nor tantamount to a general 
assignment or transfer of property with intent to prefer or hinder 
creaitors. 

Under the law as it was originallv enacted it was almost impossible 
to defeat an applicution for a discharge, no matter how flagrant the 
acts of the bankrupt may have been. Unless he had committed an 
oflfense punishable by imprisonment, as provided in the law, or had 
concealed or failed to keep books of account, with intent to conceal his 
financial condition, it was impossible to prevent his discharge. The 
amendatory act adds four grounds of objection, thus materially strength- 
ening this feature of the law. Accordingly, in addition to the fore- 
going instances, a discharge will be refused, first, if a man obtains 
property on credit upon a materially false statement in writing made 
for the purpose of obtaining such property; second, if he has within 
four months of the bankruptcy proceedings transferred, removed, 
destroyed, concealed, or permitted to be removed, destroyed, or con- 
cealed any of his property with intent to hinder, delay, or defraud 
his creditors; third, where in a voluntary proceeding a discharge in 
bankruptcy has been gi*anted within six years; or, fourth, in the course 
of the proceedings in bankruptc}^, where he has refused to obey any 
lawful order of or to answer any material question approved by the 
court. 

It was originally possible for a bankrupt to decline to answer any 
questions propounded to him which might disclose the disposition or 
location of his assets on the ground that his answer mignt tend to 
incriminate him. If the court shall now order the bankrupt to answer 
any material questions, he may still avail himself of this constitutional 
privilege and decline to answer on the ground that it may have a ten- 
dency to incriminate him. But in that event the court has the right to 
assume that he has disposed of his property contrary to a fair dealing 
with his creditors, or has done some act rendering him unworthy to 
receive the bounty aflForded by the law, and accordingly may refuse to 
grant him a discharge. 

Early after the passage of the original act, the question arose as to 
the power of a United States court to entertain jurisdiction of suits 
instituted by the trustee to recover property transferred to a creditor 
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either as a prefereiu»e or which wuh void under the law as having been 
tmnsferred within four mouths, with the intent and purpose to hindci:, 
delay, or defnuid creditors. Many of the courts held that the Federal 
courts had exclusive jurisdiction, while others held that siuts could be 
brought in the Fedenil courts with the defendant's consent, or in the 
State courts alone, and still oth(»rs, that the jurisdiction in the two 
courts was concurrent. The Sunn^nie Court, however, in the case of 
Bardes r. Hawarden liank (ITS [\ S., 524) authoritatively settled the 
matter and held that the district courts of the United States could, by 
the proposed defendant's consent, l)ut not otherwise, entertain juris- 
diction over suits }>rought hy a trustee in bankruptcy to set aside 
fraudulent tnuisfei*s of mom\v or property made by the bankrupt to 
third parties l)efoi*e the institution of th(» proceedings in bankruptcy. 
As this necessarily reijuired the trustee to institute proceedings in the 
State courts where matters were not entitled to precedence delays 
necessarilv resulted. Hv the amendment, however, suits of this 
chanict(»r may now 1m* brought in the Fedenil courts, as well as the 
State courts, without obtiiining the defendant's consent, thus mate 
rially strengthening the law. 

Tfee main source of discussion, however, was with reference to that 
feature of the law which required that all creditors who had received 
payments on account within four months of the institution of bank- 
ruptcy proceedings must surrender the same before they could prove 
a claim for the balance of the account and thus share in the divioends. 
While the courts differed largely with reference to the interpretation 
of this provision, the district as wel! as the circuit courts of appeal 
being almost equall}' divided, the Supreme Court of the United 
States, in the case of Carson, Pirie, Scott & Co. v. Trust Company 
(182 U. S., 438), by a majority of live to four settled the matter. In 
that case it was held that although the payment may have been 
received in the usual course of business, and without knowledge or 
reasonable cause to believe that the l)ankrupt was insolvent at the time 
the payment was made, it was nevertheless necessary that such pay- 
ments should be surrendered as a condition precedent to the proof of 
any claim for the balance of the account. The amendment changes 
the law so as to meet what was believed to be the intention of tJie 
framers of the original provision, which was to enable such payments 
on account to be retained and to allow proof to be made of the balance 
of the account, accompanied by the corresponding right to share in 
the dividends, unless the payments on account were received with a 
knowledge that a preference was intended or that the purpose of the 
tmnsfer to the creditor was with the intent on the bankrupt's part to 
hinder, delay, or defraud his creditors. 

Under sections 34 and 37 of the law courts of bankruptcy are 
authorized to appoint such number of referees as ma}" be necessary to 
assist in expeditiously transacting the bankruptcy business. Under 
some of the earlier acts the inaccessibilit}" of referees was the source 
of serious complaint and did much toward deterring the expeditious 
settlement of bankrupt estates. It l)eing the purpose of the present 
law to prevent a repetition of these complaints, the number of ref- 
erees was left entirely within the discretion of the courts. In niany 
jurisdictions the value of this has been recognized, and the number 
appointed has been conmaensurate with the amount of business and 
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sufficient to dispose of in a proper manner all bankruptcy proceedings. 
It has, however, been the source of some complaint in several juris- 
dictions that the number has been limited to such an extent as to 
render it difficult, if not almost impossible, for the referees appointed 
to properly dispose of the business. In several of the largest cities 
the number of referees has been restricted to two or three, with the 
result that delays occur and much of the business of a judicial nature 
which should be conducted in the presence of the referees themselves 
is of necessity delegated to some clerk or employee of the referee or 
is conducted without the presence or any representative of the court 
whatever. 

Then again, in certain large cities no referees are appointed, because 
it happens that they are within a short distance of a still larger city 
where there are referees. The rights of both creditor and debtor are 
necessarily injured, for the reason that in such cases the witnesses 
and creditors are required to incur the expense of attending meetings 
before a referee at a distance from the city where the parties are, as a 
rule, located. Then, toQ, it freq^uently happens that prompt action is 
required in granting the writ of injunction for the purpose of restrain- 
ing action of either debtor or creditor, or persons to whom property 
has been transferred in fraud of the law. In such cases delays neces- 
sarily result which ma}'^ mean loss and serious injury to the parties 
concerned. The evident purpose of Congress in leaving without 
restriction the number oi referees to be appointed would seem to 
indicate that these evils are left to be remedied by the courts appoint- 
ing the referees, especially as they are to act as representatives of the 
courts. 

The high standard maintained by the courts in the appointment of 
referees has continued during the past year, and, as a rule, the officers 
thus appointed are men of intelligence and high judicial ability, which 
fact has added much to a proper administration of the law. When it 
is remembered that the fees of these officers are reduced to a mini- 
mum, and only in rare instances at all compensatory for the loss of 
other practice, it is surprising that this high standard has been main- 
tained. The complaints with reference to the conduct of these officers 
which have reached the Department have been extremely few, thus 
emphasizing the statement hereinabove made. 

The amendments having largely removed the objections which 
existed against the law, there is still a danger which confronts its 
practical operation and which is liable to subject it to criticism. 
This, however, is not due to any inherent defects, but to the creditors 
themselves. In many instances proofs of claims are sent by creditors 
direct to the referee, who sits in a judicial capacity and is the repre- 
sentative of the court. The proof of a claim thus filed makes a prima 
fade case, and, as a rule, is allowed unless objection thereto is filed. 
It is not to be supposed that the referee, any more than the judge of 
the court of bankruptcy itself, will act as judge as well as counsel, or 
take sides with either bankrupt or creditor. The claim thus filed for 
proof may be largely inflated or entirely fictitious or one to which a 
good defense might be made, but upon its face is honafide and accord- 
ingly allowable. 

It frequently happens that through collusion or otherwise large 
claims thus filed are in behalf of relatives or friends, but upon their

face are meritorious, and which the referee would be constrained to 
allow, in the absence of knowledge to the contrary or unless objection 
thereto is made, since, with the amount of business before him, it is 
impjossible to investigate the merits. Even if the inclination or oppor- 
tunity were afforded, knowledge of their fraudulent character might 
be ascertainable by the creditor alone, who, by reason of his famil- 
iarity with the debtor s affaii*s, is placcHl in a position to obtain informa- 
tion not obtainable by the referee. 

Accordingly it might hapi)en, and no doubt has frequently hap- 
penexl, that by reason of the fact that claims have been sent direct, the 
only pei*sons present at the creditors' meeting are the bankrupt and 
his counsel and possibly some creditor interested in the bankrupt. In 
such cases it is i)ossible to elect a tnisteo entirely in sympathy with 
the l)ankrupt, and who is not likely, nor is to be expected, to take any 
aggressive step in an effort to defeat such claims as are apparently good 
from the proof which is submitted to the referee, or mvestigate the 
past tnmsactions of the bankrupt with a view to recovering property 
which should become a part of the assets or indeed take any step that 
will militate against the bankrupt's interest. ' 

Creditors are f requentl}' deterred from tiling proof of claims for the 
reason that no assets are scheduled, thus offering an inducement to the 
commission of fraud. If it becomes generallv known that the failure 
to schedule assets will cause creditors to withhold the proof of claims, 
or their personal presence, or that of a representative, at a creditors' 
meeting for the purpose of ascertaining the bankrupt's true estate, 
the unscrupulous debtor may be induced to make indiscriminate 
fraudulent transfers or concealments of his property, in the confident 
expectation that because he has failed to schedule assets his creditors, 
seeing no hope of realizing upon their claims and preferring not to 
incur expense in connection therewith, his application for discharge 
will not be opposed, while if assets are scheduled he is to expect a 
searching investigation of his past business life and a surrender of 
property fraudulently transferred or concealed. 

It has frequently happened that although no assets have been sched- 
uled by a debtor, a creditor, by availing himself of the privilege 
afforded by the law for an examination, not alone of the bankrupt and 
his relatives, but of anyone having knowledge of his affairs, has 
been materially benefitted. This right of examination is in the interest 
of honesty and fair dealing between a debtor and his creditors, and 
was given to the creditor in order that advantage might be . taken of 
the provision. It may be safely said, therefore, that this right of 
examination, so valuable to the creditor, should be taken advantage 
of on eveiy opportunity, in order that it ma}'^ be distinctly understood 
by every person violating the law that the conduct of his business 
which has occasioned his insolvency must be laid open to the public, 
in order that the largest amount of assets possible, at a minimum 
expense, should be produced for distribution to creditors. 

Several legal associations and others, during the past year, have 
given expression to their approval of the bankruptcy law, and it is 
confidently expected that its future operation will tend greatly to 
increase tne opportunities for a better business understanding between 
debtor and creaitor, and in the event of a financial depression it will 
do much toward preventing a panic, which would doubtless occur in 
the absence of such a law.

REPORT OF THE WARDEN OF THE UNITED STATES PENITENTIARY 

AT FORT LEAVENWORTH, KANS. 

United States Penitentiary, 

JPo7't Leavenworth^ Kans,^ June 30^ 1903, 

Sir: I have the honor to submit herewith the reports of the chief 
clerky chaplain, ph3^sician, record clerk, storekeeper, superintendent 
of farm and superintendent of construction of the new United States 
Penitentiary, whic^, with this, make up the report of this penitentiary 
for the year which closes with this date. 

The population at close of last fiscal year was OOri; the gain during 
the year was 507; the loss 398, leaving a total of 1,033 present at this 
date. 

Appropriations for the fiscal year, $166,400. Expenditures for the 
same period, $164,986.12, leaving an unexpended balance of $1,413.88. 

The net cost of subsistence for the year was $36,146.16. Average 
number of convicts fed 898.28. Average daily cost per convict 11 
cents, being a reduction of 1 cent per convict per diem compared with 
cost of preceding year. It will be noted also that the average cost 
per prisoner per year is $183.67 this 3^ear against $199.05 for the pre- 
ceding 3^ear. 

The work on the prison farm progressed very favorably during the 
year until we were visited with the overflow of the Missouri River this 
month which destroyed nearly all our spring crops, including 240 acres 
of winter wheat which promised a yield of from 5,000 to 6,000 bushels, 
and about 30 acres of potatoes, which last year yielded us 5,000 bushels. 
The injury to the remainder of the potato crop was so great that it will 
not probably yield over 3,000 bushels, which is a decrease of 3,000 
bushels at least from last year's yield on same ground. The loss of 
these crops and the increase in price of everything that we will be 
compelled to buy, will have a marked effect upon the cost of mainte- 
nance for the coming year. 

The physician's report, with accompanying tables, shows the state 
of health of the prisoners during the 3^ ear. I beg to call attention to 
the fact that out of 30 deaths which occurred during the year, only 5 
were from causes that did not involve the lungs, viz: 2 were killed, 1 
died from appendicitis, 1 from acute dysentery, and 1 from typhoid 
fever. Of tne 25 who died from lung diseases, pneumonia carried oflF 
10, pulmonaiy consumption 15. Only 1 case out of 33 typhoid fever 
cases proved fatal. I mention these facts to show that in the construc- 
tion of" the hospital at the new penitenitiary most ample provision 
should be made for the treatment of lung diseases, especially the sepa- 
ration of consumptives from all other classes of patients. The physi- 
cian in his report calls attention to epidemics of dysentery which have 
prevailed at different times in the prison, due, no doubt in some degree, 
to conditions that are unavoidable in the construction of the new prison, 
and our inability to properly filter and boil the water supply for the 
prisoners. I am satisfied th^-t everything has been done that could be 
^46 
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done under present conditions to combat successfully these diseases, 
and I have no doubt that with the completion of the new penitentiary 
they will, with the exception of consumption, be reduced to less than 
the average per thousand of outside communities. 

The chaplain's report shows that the chaplains have fulfilled their 
duties during the year with commendable zeal and faithfulness. Sta- 
tistics can not show the results of their labors, but that they are 
encouraging, the evidently improved moral tone of the population 
demonstrates. 

The record clerk's report shows the gain in population during the 
past year to have been 129. The Indian Territory furnished 133 more 
prisoners than last year, and Arkansas 20 less, while the number con- 
tributed by courts-martial this year was 14, as against 74 last year. 
Of 1,033 prisoners present at date of this report only 143 are over 40 
years of age, while 651 are under 30. This fact must again call attention 
to the duty of the Government to put in operation, as soon as possible 
in its treatment of prisoners, such measures as will tend to the reclama- 
tion of young offenders, from whom the ranks of crime are constantly 
recruited. 

On the 21st of February, 1903, 418 prisoners were transferred from 
the old to the new penitentiary, and permanently quartered there. 
The new building known as the laundry building is, for the present, 
used as a dormitory and the basement of the same building as a prison- 
ers' dining room. This transfer terminated the practice of marching 
a detachment of prisoners daily, from the old penitentiary to the new, 
and back, which has been in vogue since the work at the new site com- 
menced. While this maintenance of about one-half of the prison 
population at the new site involves considerable additional labor and 
responsibility, it relieves the prison authorities from the anxieties and 
dangers that were always present during the daily marches, and enables 
us to spend the time in labor that was formerly used in marching 
between the two prisons. 

The report of the record clerk shows 242,034 days employed during 
the year, as against 231,247 last year. This, notwithstanding the fact 
that a great many days of enforced idleness were caused by the storms 
and wet weather that prevailed during a large portion of last spring. 
Despite these drawbacks we have reduced the percentage of days idle 
on working days to 4.65 as against 6.68 last year. The percentage of 
days in punishment during the year just closed has been but twenty- 
six one-hundredths of 1 per cent, with a largely increased population. 
The number of days spent in '' solitary" during the year just closed 
is 843, as against 1,033 last year. 

The discipline of the prison has been satisfactory throughout the 
year. The mutineers wno are held by the grand jury to trial for the 
crime of murder in causing the death of Guard Waldriipe on Novem- 
ber 7, 1901, have had their trial postponed from time to time, until it 
is now set for October, 1903. But one successful escape has occurred 
during the year. The officers and guards have, with few exceptions, 
discharged their duties in an acceptable manner. 

1 beg to express the thanks of myself and associate officers to the 
Attorney-General and his subordinates in the Department of Justice 
for many courtesies, as well as for valuable support and assistance 
during the year.

chaplain's report. 



Chaplain's Office, 
United States Penitentiary, 
Fort Leavenworth^ Kans, , June 30^ 1903, 

Sir: I have the honor to submit herewith my report for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1903. 

Work in this department is primarily spiritual and reformatory. I 
say spiritual and reformatory because that is their exact order. 
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True reformation is the eflfect, not the cause; the fruit, not the tree 
that bears the fruit. It is outward rather than inward. In fact it is 
the expression of the heart in the life. It is important, therefore, to 
place tne ax at the root of the tree; to apply the knife to the diseased 
part in all reformatory work. In a word, the heart must be right 
before the life can be correct. 

The prison chaplain deals with a class of men called criminals. But 
they were sinners first, and criminals because sinners. Jesus died to 
save sinners, hence criminals can be saved. It is this kind of a gospel 
I have brought to these men. I trust it has not been preached in 
vain. 

Preaching, — All who can may attend this service, which is held only 
on Sundays. The attendance for the first eight months was very grat- 
ifying. Then about half the prison population was removed to the 
new penitentiary site. Since that time the number attending these 
services has not been so large. 1 do not look for a large attendance at 
the new penitentiary until we have a chapel and separate cells. I find 
that a large per centum of the prisoners care little for the Sunday 
services so long as they have the privilege of associating with each 
other. The removal to the new penitentiaiy made it necessary to 
provide additional services. These are held on Sunday afternoons 
from 2.30 to 4 o'clock in the two rooms of the laundry building occu- 
pied by the prisoners. Through your kindness I have been assisted 
by Mr. Robert Cartwright, of Leavenworth, who has charge of these 
services in one of the rooms. The results of this work are difficult to 
obtain. 1 will state, however, that some have given evidence of a 
new life. 

BiUe school. — The interest in Bible study has not abated during the 
year, the average attendance being 142, which is somewhat in excess 
of last 3^ear. Our course of study embraces the International Sunday 
School Lessons. Some have made excellent progress in knowledge of 
the Word, and show a growing desire to become better acquainted with 
it. Helps in the study of the lessons have been provided for the mem- 
bers of the class. 

Volunteers' Prisoners League, — No organization will work itself; it 
nmst be worked to be effective. Situated as we are, the progress of 
the league is somewhat hindered. . Usually its meetings have been 
held monthly in connection with the Bible school. It should have a 
separate service. I think some are being helped by it. Present 
membership, 162. 

Lilrrary, — As good food is essential to physical health, so good 
books read and digested promote mental and moral health. The prison 
needs as healthful literature as the home. During the fiscal year sev- 
eral hundred books have been purchased and placed on the shelves of 
our librar3^ A large number were used to replace books catalogued, 
but condemned on account of being unfit for repair. New books 
received, 546; donated, 25; thus making a grand total of 7,134 vol- 
umes in the library. Your instructions regarding the covering of all 
new books with good manila paper have been carried out. Under my 
direction, a new catalogue has been prepared and issued. It was 
printed on our penitentiary press. Prisoners are permitted to draw 
books once a week. Every book is carefully inspected at each issue 
and return. Whole number of books in circulation from January 1 
to June 30 of this year was 12,870. Average weekly circulation, 
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495. No record was kept for the previous six months. Not so many 
books have been distributed since the removal of prisoners to the new 
penitentiary. All books have been kept in repair so far as possible, 
the work being done in our penitentiary bindery. The records of the 
second session of the Fifty-seventh Congress have been bound in eight 
volumes and placed in the library. The work of repairing, binding, 
and printing is done by prisoners. 

Other reading matter. — ^Through the kindness of publishers a num- 
ber of religious and secular papers and periodicals are being gratui- 
tously sent to the library for the benefit of prisoners. Number sent: 
Religious, 100; secular, 160; total, 260. The religious literature is dis- 
tributed among the members of the Bible school and league. A greater 
number could be used. Bibles and testaments, 800. All applicants 
have been supplied with Bibles. 

Statistics, — It is desirable as well as instructive to learn something 
of the homes, habits, and education of all persons in penal institutions. 
The following tabulated statement will show the results of such inquiry 
so far, at least, as this institution is concerned:

Obituary, — ^Thirty have died during the fiscal year. They were 
mostly young men. Funeral services were held for all except a few 
whose bodies were not in a condition to permit them to be taken into 
the chapel. 

Personal mention, — Chaplain Bandolph, of the U. S. Army, briefly 
addressed the men last Thanksgiving Day. After the address he gave 
a most delightful entertainment with the graphophone, consisting of 
speeches, recitations, songs, and music. He was also present at a 
Sunday service and preached very acceptably. "Mother" Wheaton 
and Miss Olive Blunt, a returned foreign missionary, are also entitled 
to thanks for their earnest words to the prisoners. 

1 would not close this report without acknowledging our indebted- 
ness to Mrs. Ballington Booth for her liberal weekly contribution of 
the Volunteers Gazettes, which are greatly valued by the men who 
read them; also to publishers who have favored this institution with 
some of their publications, and to Miss Coulter, of Winchester, Kans., 
for excellent reading matter, and others who have likewise aided in 
the work of prison reform. Miss Edith Campion, of the city of 
Leavenworth, is still the faithful and eflScient chapel organist. 

In conclusion, permit me to thank you, sir, and all others, for the 
many kindnesses shown me in my work as chaplain.

United States Penitentiary, 
Fort Leavenworth^ Kans, , June 30^ 1903. 

The Warden: I have the honor respectfully to submit the follow- 
ing report of the medical department of this penitentiary for the fis- 
cal year ending June 30, 1903. 

During the year 20,196 prisoners reported at sick call claiming to 
be sick. Of these, 689, the more serious cases, were treated in the 
prison hospital, 6,464, the less serious cases, were relieved from duty 
and treatea in quarters, and the remaining 13,732 were returned to 
duW with or without treatment as each case demanded. 

The first sick call for each day is held at the new penitentiaiy site 
at 6 a. m., where about 500 prisoners of this institution have been 
quartered since February 21, 1903. At this sick call such cases as 
demand special treatment are removed under guard to the prison hos- 
pital at Fort Leavenworth; the minor cases are furnished medicines 
and relieved from duty for the day. 

The second sick call is held at the penitentiary hospital at 8 a. m. 
for the prisoners quartered at the old penitentiary. 

There is being constructed at the prison shops a suitable ambulance 
for the conveyance of the sick and injured prisoners from the new 
penitentiary site to the prison hospital, 2 miles away. This will enable 
the sick and injured to be removed to the hospitial in a comfortable 
manner, with very little exposure to the weather. The ambulance is 
covered and fitted with a spring stretcher and bedding. 

There have been several epidemics of infectious diseases during the 
year, the most serious being an epidemic of infectious gastro-enteritis 
and relapsing dysentery. These diseases made their appearance about 
one year ago and have been more or less prevalent ever since. Last 
summer and fall this gastro-enteritis and relapsing dysentery prevailed 
among the men to such an alarming extent that very nearly tne entire 
population of the prison and many of the guards and other employees 
were stricken. The disease was not confeied to the prison, but was 

firevalent at Fort Leavenworth and in the city of Leavenworth as well, 
t is my opinion that the only way to stamp it out is to filter and boil 
the Missouri River water, which is the only water used by the prison- 
oners in this institution. 

In the month of August, 1902, there were so many prisoners sick with 
this disease (nearly 200 being sick at the same time) that they could 
not be accommodated in the hospital, and we were compelled to treat 
them in the idle room and isolation building, sending them to their 
cells at night. These men, a total of 470 different patients who were 
treated 1,554 times, were furnished medicinal and dietetic treatment 
the same as the more serious cases, 108 in number, which were 
received in the hospital. Each man was given a large tin cup of hot 
malted milk, alternating with hot beef extract and crackers, every 
two hours during the day. Great tubs of malted milk or beef extract 
were consumed at each feeding. Every sanitary measure which was 
practicable was resorted to in order to stamp out the disease. The 
stools were disinfected in every case, and each cell bucket in the peni- 
tentiary contained at all times a powerful disinfectant. Only one death 
resulted directly from this epidemic, but no doubt many other deaths 
were indirectly caused by it. These diseases were of such a serious 
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nature, being in many cases relapsing, that the muscular strength and 
vital force of the whole population of the prison were impaired to such 
an extent as to make the inmates exceedingly susceptible to pulmon- 
ary consumption and other lung disease. The epidemic also reduced 
the vitalitv and disease resisting power to so low an ebb that patients 
suffering from pneumonia had only a slight chance for recovery, that 
disease being followed later by quick pulmonary consumption. This 
epidemic of gastro-enteritic disease was the principal cause of the 
largely increased death rate over that of the previous year. During 
the year 31 cases of pneumonia and 49 cases of tuberculosis were 
treated in the hospital, resulting in 10 deaths from the former and 15 
deaths from the latter disease. The underlying cause of much of the 
pneumonia was influenza, caused by the crowded condition of the 
sleeping wards at the new prison, whence most of the pneumonia 
patients came; but it is believed that with the completion of the new 
cell houses there this source of disease will be removed. 

The large number of deaths from pulmonary consumption during 
the year was due, not only to the causes named, but to the fact that 
we have now noproper facilities for caring for patients suffering with 
that disease. We have in the prison some 200 cases of tubercular 
manifestations, the entire Indian population being infected. In fact, 
the Southern Indians who are sent here can not stand the climate and 
the confinement, and every such Indian coming here develops tuber- 
culosis, no matter in how good health he arrives here and every one of 
them, without exception, either dies here or goes out with the disease 
ineradicably fastened upon him. Out of the 10 deaths from pneumonia 
6 were Indians, all of whom had previously shown tubercular manifes- 
tations, and of those who recovered from pneumonia, about 35 per 
cent developed tuberculosis in an advanced stage. Out of a total Indian 

f)opulation of about 130, 14 died during the year, all having tubercu- 
osis, and 7 of them dying directly of that disease. Of the remain- 
ing 8 deaths from tuberculosis, 3 were negroes. With the lack of 
proper facilities for isolating and treating pulmonary tuberculosis, it 
IS becoming a serious menace to this institution, practically destroying 
the health of all of the prisoners confined here. It is hoped that with 
the completion of the buildings at the new prison such facilities for 
isolation and treatment will be afforded as will enable its alarmingly 
rapid spread to be arrested^ but nothing effective can ever be done in 
the cases of Southern Indians or negroes, since the climate here, in 
connection with the confinement, will be fatal to many of them. 

We have had a few cases of varioloid during the year, 8 in all. The 
initial cases were prisoners receiving the exposure before coming here. 
Those cases were promptly isolated and all infected bedding and 
clothing was destroyed by fire. Every new prisoner on arriving here 
is vaccinated. Those measures have stopped the spread of the disease 
and have prevented its becoming epidemic. 

During the months of January and February, 1903, there was an 
epidemic of mumps, 114 different prisoners being treated 958 times in 
isolation quarters. 

During the year 689 prisoners were admitted to the hospital for 
treatment. Of those 560 were medical and 125 surgical cases, while 
4 were admitted for obsei*vation. 

There were in all 30 deaths during the year. Of these 15 were from 
consumption; 10 from pneumonia; 1 from typhoid fever; 1 from acute 
dysentery; 1 from gunshot wounds; 1 from. «l^^x^X\'cv>5x^.j %xA ^ ^'^>^ 
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killed by accident at the new prison. The man killed by accident is 
included in the table of deaths, but is not included either under the 
head of medical or surgical cases, since the records do not show that 
he was admitted to the nospital. 

Attention is invited to the' tables/ which accompany this report, and 
which give in detail the operations of the medical department during 
the year just closed.

Owing to the inundation of the bottom farm, consisting of about 
600 acres of land under cultivation, and the consequent loss of nearly 
all spring crops, including 240 acres of winter wheat, the amount of 
products raised, and the total value thereof, will show a marked 
decrease as compared with that of last year. 

About one-fifth of the teams used m transportation are stationed 
permanently at the new penitentiary, and a statement of the work per- 
Tormed by them is included in the report of the superintendent of con- 
struction.

Sir: 1 have the honor to present* herewith a report showing the 
progress of the building work at the new penitentiary site during 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1903. 

There are at this date complete, in addition to the buildings of last 
year, the laundry building, tunnel, smokestack, sewer, and special 
armored tower for guards; and nearing completion, the south half of 
east wall, intermediate building or north wing, east entrance, boiler 
house, power house, and northwest cell wing.

The northeast cell wing is well under way, and also the foundations 
of main or east wing forming south inclosing wall. 

Five boilers, with under feed stokers attached, and three electric 
engines have been placed, which are now in use. Temporary arc 
lights have been established at various points in the yard, and con- 
tractors are installing as rapidly as possible the permanent steam and 
electric systems. 

Temporary stables have been constructed for prison teams, additions 
and enlargements have been made to the stone shop, and a frame build- 
ing has been erected for parole prisoners.

REPORT OF THE WARDEN OF THE UNITED STATES PENITENTIARY 

AT ATLANTA, GA. 

United States Penitentiary, 

Atlanta, Ga. , June SO, 1903. 

Sir: 1 have the nonor to submit herewith the reports of the chief 
clerk, physician, chaplain, record clerk, and superintendent of farm 
and transportation, snowing the condition of this institution for the 
fiscal year which closed June 30, 1903. 

From these reports it will be seen that the population at the close of 
the last fiscal year was 347, the gain during the year was 259 and the 
loss 134, leaving a population of 472 on June 30, 1903. 

The net cost of subsistence was $16,920. 68, making a daily per capita 
of $0.1138. The total cost of maintenance for the year was $87,006.06, 
or an average cost per man of $215.83. 

The health of the institution has been good, and while there were 
5 deaths during the year none of them was caused by unsanitary con- 
ditions. On June 30, 1903, there were 5 patients in the hospital, but 
no case of serious sickness. 

The chaplain's report shows careful work for the spiritual advance- 
ment of the prisoners, and a corresponding increase in the interest 
shown by the prisoners in religious teachings. 

The farm has been improved, and 80 acres brought under cultiva- 
tion on June 30, 1903. The crops grown are principally for table use, 
but with increased acreage under cultivation we expect to be able to 
raise food for stock, thereby reducing the cost of maintaining same. 

There were two unsuccessful attempts at escape during me year. 
On August 18, 1902, a prisoner got out by climbing between the iron 
window guards and granite sill of one of the windows of the west cell 
hall, but was captured after being out eleven hours. On September 
11, 1902, a prisoner went out through the ventilator of the ice plant, 
but was captured after an absence of two days. On July 15, 1902, a 
prisoner, who escaped March 19, 1902, was returned to this institu- 
tion, having been captured in Mississippi. 

During the year there were contracts entered into for building a 
residence for the warden, a barn, a storeroom, a carpenter shop, a 
blacksmith shop, a stonecutting shed, and a stone crusher. The stone 
crusher was completed before June 30, 1903, and the other buildings 
are now ready for occupancy.

report of the chaplain. 

United States Penitentiary, 

Atlanta^ Ga., June 30, 1903. 

Sir: I have the honor to herewith submit my second annual report 
concerning the moral and spiritual condition of the prisoners herein 
confined. 

1. It is gratifying to record an increased attendance at the Sunday 
school in the prison chapel. The number of men attending our Bible 
classes averages 150, a good percentage of the prison popmation. In 
this work I have the assistance of several teachers from the Christian 
Endeavor Union of the city of Atlanta, and the connected Bible teach- 
ing of the International Sunday-School Lessons that is inculcated has 
proven most satisfactory in carrying with it beneficial results. At 
our monthly communion service we have an average attendance of 
from 30 to 40 men, who are members of the different Sunday school 
classes. Every Sunday morning, after the Sunday-school instruction, 
there is held the weekly meeting of the ''Prison Christian Endeavor 
Society," which has a membership of 125 men. At these sessions 
there is manifested much interest and religious fervor. 

At the Sunday afternoon services (which are compulsory for all 
prisoners) we frequently have visitors from the city, who furnish 
delightful singing; and from the best pulpit speakers of the various 
denominations, to whom invitations are extended by the chaplain, 
with the approval of the warden, there comes to us almost every Sun- 
day an earnest minister of the gospel, who preaches to the prisoners. 
Thus, as every church is represented within the prison walls, we give 
the inmates the benefit of hearing clergymen of the different denomi- 
nations. We have an excellent prison choir, and the "boys" love to 
sing the gospel hynms. I feel assured that there is nothing more 
inspiriting — nothing that reaches the heart and more touchingly 
appeals to the emotions than does good, whole-souled music. 

I am glad to note the interest that is taken in t^ese congregational 
services. _ 
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2. The prison school, which assembles in the chapel every afternoon 
of the week days, is divided into several classes, which are taught by 
educated men selected from the prisoners. I give the school my per- 
sonal superintendence. Prison schools are intended chiefly for illiter- 
ates, and while we have a number of this class in attendance, our school 
benefits others not employed in work during the school hours, and who 
have a desire to improve themselves in tne elementary branches of 
learning. There are many who came here literally ignorant, without 
any education whatever, who can now read with facility and write legi- 
bly. The school, of course, as our Sunday school, is altogether optional 
with the men, and has now an average attendance of 35. 

3. Within the past eight months there has been established at the 
prison a very good library which at present, consists of more than 
1,400 volumes. The books upon our shelves so far are the donations 
of friends among authors, publishers, and others, and include a high 
class of literature in fiction, history, poetry, biography, and religion. 
Among our books we have several hundred bound volumes of current 
magazines, arranged and bound by prisoners. These with our varied 
order of books, as above noted, afford the inmates excellent reading. 
The books are issued weekly, under rules and regulations prescribed by 
the warden, to those who care for them, which includes about 75 per 
cent of the prisoners. There is sent to us by friends many religious 
papers, periodicals of all denominations, and these are sent to those 
men wno are professed members of these denominations. No secta- 
rianism or proselytism is permitted at the Federal prison. Every man 
is allowed the privilege oi his own religious training and his individual 
church preference; and to this end everyone's religious choice is con- 
sulted and deferred to. 

4. I visit the hospital daily and minister to the spiritual wants of the 
prisoners confined there. During the past year 1 have administered 
the sacrament of baptism to 4 persons, and have oflSciated at the burial 
of 5 prisoners who died in the Christian faith. In this connection it 
is pleasing to note that the hospital at this prison is a model one, kept 
faultlessly clean and well v^entilated. The nygienic provision for the 
invalid prisoners reflects great credit upon the department. There is 
everything done in this institution to produce that tone of character, 
both spiritual and intellectual, so helpful to all, and especially to the 
unfortunates behind the bars. 

5. At this date we have 472 registered prisoners. All of these pris- 
oners have been examined by the chaplain, and the following statistics 
show their religious and educational condition, viz:

Sir: I have the honor to submit report of produce raised and work- 
done on farm during the fiscal year ending June 30, 1903.

Sir: I herewith have the honor to report all machinery and appli- 
ances in my department in first-class condition, and the service there- 
from has been satisfactory. 

The expense for repairs during the past year have been verv low, 
the only expense other than the keeping of the necessary supplies for 
regular running being that of one set of grate bars for No. 1 boiler. 

There have been installed since lay last report a plant for crushing 
stone, having a crushing capacity of from 10 to 20 tons of stone per 
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hour. The plant consists of a 25-hoi-sepower return tubular boiler; a 
20-horsepower high-speed engine; a No. 3 Austin crusher, with con- 
veyors, elevators, screens, ana bins, complete. 

A 4()0-horsepower water cooling tower for cooling the water used 
for condensing purposes in the refrigerating plant. 

One marble washstand with hot and colcT water supplies, placed in 
the drug store of the hospital. 

A feeder panel in power house with five 100-ampere switch circuit 
breakers and all necessary appliances, with poles, wires, and lightning 
arresters for supplying electricity for lightmg the warden's new resi- 
dence, workshop, stonecutting shed, sSibles, and a circuit of five 
outsiae arc lamps.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE REFORM SCHOOL, 

DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 

Washington, D. C. , November ^, 190S. 

Sir: In accordance with law, I hJave the honor to submit the report 
of the board of trustees of the Reform School of the District of 
Columbia for the fiscal year 1903. 

At the beginning of the fiscal year there were in the school 250 
boys; there were received during the year 171, a total of 421, as against 
409 for the previous year. Ninety-nine of those received were com- 
mitted by the juvenile courts, 5 by the supreme court of the District 
of Columbia, 44 by United States courts outside of the District, and 
1 by the president of the board of trustees. Twenty-one boys who 
had been paroled and 1 who had escaped were returned. 

There were discharged during the year by the trustees 43 boys who 
had earned their discharge, 84 by special order, 13 by expiration of 
sentence (United States courts), 1 by pardon of the President of the 
United States, and 1 by order of court. Six escaped and are still 
absent, leaving in the school June 30, 1903, 270. The general health 
of the inmates was and is good. 

The accompanying table shows the estimates of appropriations for 
the next fiscal year ending June 30, 1905, which, under the law, have 
been submitted to the Commissioners of the District of Columbia 
before insertion in the act making appropriations for the District. 
The amount appropriated for salaries for the present fiscal year was 
$16,552, and the amount of the present estimate is the same^ 

Section 3 of the act approved May 3, 1876, "Revising and amending 
the various acts establishing and relating to the Reform School of the 
District of Columbia," provides: 

That the board of trustees may appoint a superintendent, two or more teachers or 
assistants, and a matron, whose salaries are fixed by law; they may also employ two 
or more master mechanics, a farmer, a gardener, and such other persons, as servants 
and laborers, as may be necessary, and fix their compensation, subject to the approval 
of the Attorney-General. 

Under this section, if the board of trustees sees fit to change the 
compensation of the minor officials or employees of the school it can 
do so, with the approval of the Attorney-General, and the new amount 
becomes thereupon the legal salary. As the estimates are now made 
the salaries of these minor officials and employees are estimated for 
individually, and as the appropriations are made months in advance of 
the fiscal year for which the salaries are to be paid, there is no oppor- 
tunity for the board to readjust a salarv until after the expiration of a 
fiscal year for which an appropriation has been made. 

The intention of the section seems to be that the board shall have 
power to adjust the number of persons employed to the. \sfe"W^'^«^io«s^ ^^ 
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the institution's work, and to fix the compensation of those employed 
in accordance with the character and amount of work done. The board 
suggests that to carry out the spirit of this section it is advisable that 
the appropriation for salaries, other than those of the superintendent, 
assistant superintendent, and matron, should be made in a lump sum, 
so that where, in the opinion of the board, it is proper that a change 
should be made in one or more salaries, it can be done promptly with- 
out having to wait a year and without additional expense to the Gov- 
ernment. This is done now in part by appropriating a lump sum for 
teachers and assistant teachers, but it should oe extended to cover all 
^ minor employees. 

In the report for the year 1902 the trustees urged the necessity for 
the erection of an additional family building, and repeat that action 
now. The school is run upon the family plan. The boys are divided 
into families intended to number not over 50 each, each family having 
its own building and being in charge of a teacher and an assistant, the 
teacher doing all the school-room instruction and the assistant taking 
charge of the outdoor details. There are 4 families. The present 
report shows that there were in the school June 30, 1903, 270 boys; at 
the date of this report there are 273, or over 68 boys to a family. 
With this population the dormitories are crowded as they should not 
be, for moral and physical reasons. The school is doing such excellent 
work that it ought not to be hampered by lack of room or funds. Some 
figures showing the working oi the parole system provided by Con- 
gress and put in action July 1, 1900, will give an idea in some measure 
of its effect and value to the community.

Of the 40 returned to the school for additional instruction a number 
have since been discharged and are doing well. One boy, for instance, 
going immediately to work with a carpenter at $1.50 per day. The 
turning out of so many of these boys as self-supporting members of 
the community is worth many times what is spent by the Government 
upon the doing of it. 

Mr. John C. Kalleen was appointed superintendent to succeed Colo- 
nel Shallenberger, who died July 4, 1902, and entered upon his duties 
December 1, 1902. . 

The report of the superintendent, which accompanies this as an 
exbibity shows the character of work done in the schoolroom and 
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manual training school, and of the instruction given in the various 
shops, which, as well as the outdoor work, has been in every way up 
to trie usual standard.

I received appointment as superintendent and entered upon the dis- 
charge of my duties December 1, 1902. 

The many departments composing the school were found in excel- 
lent condition, and the success attained in management and in the 
reformation of the boys is due in great measure to the united and 
very cordial support given me by you, the assistant superintendent, 
and the officers, teachers, and employes. 
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The boys, as a whole, have been respectful and obedient, and have 
given special and close attention to the studies and work assigned 
them. 

There have been admitted since the opening of the school, June 13, 
1870, 3,046 boys, and on June 30, 1903, there remained in the institu- 
tion 270 boj^s. 

The maximum number during 1903 was 275, and the minimun num- 
ber 240. The average number during the year was 257. 

The parole system was inaugurated July 1, 1900, and 314 boys have 
been released imder its provisions. 

The visits made by our parole officer to the homes of these boys 
have been the means of doing much good, and as the rules governing 
the parole law become better known and observed we hope for better 
results. 

The reports from these boys, to be made monthly or quarterly, as 
the board of trustees directs, would be made more promptly and intelli- 
gently if the parents would give the matter their personal attention. 

Boys have been returned from parole at the request of parents, but 
there are many who do not take interest enough in the enforcement of 
rules governing the parole to have the boy understand that he will be 
returned to the school if he does not live up to the requirements. 

A nominal list of the 314 boys paroled, showing the status of each 
one on the 30th of June, 1903, accompanies this report. A synopsis 
of it is included in the report of the president of the ooard of trustees, 
and the figures are not repeated here. 

FAMILY BUILDINGS. 

In the four family buildings there were housed during the years 
1900, 1901, 1902, and 1903, 215, 237, 251, and 275 boys, respectively. 

These buildings were erected to accommodate 200 boys — 50 in each 
building. A new, or rather a forced, limit as to number is being 
established each year, and we now have reached a point where, if an 
additional family building is not provided, we must either refuse to 
admit new arrivals or discharge one or more inmates to make room for 
them. 

During the period covering this report 43 boys were discharged on 
honor parole; that is, because of having earned their discharge by their 
school and conduct record, and 84 boys were discharged by order of 
the president and board of trustees. It will be observed that the 
number discharged by order of the president is far greater than the 
number discharged as having earned their parole, the inference being 
in many cases, that the discharge was made to make room for new 
admissions. 

In this congested condition we can not do good work, and the school 
is liable to become simply a house of detention. Instead of having 50 
in a family building as was intended, we now have from 54 to 78, and 
as the number increases in the families, to make room for them we 
have added new beds in an already overcrowded dormitory; have 
placed chairs as best we could in a dining room now seating more than 
it should, and in one schoolroom on seats intended for two boys, we 
have placed three. 

W e think 50 boys in a family should be the limit. There are but two 
persons in charge, the first and second teacher, and while one is busily 
engaged in teaching the other is in the field or elsewhere instructing 
his class in some kind of work. 
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The teacher in the reform school can not dismiss his boys at the 
close of school and return to his home; he may send them to the play- 
ground, but he too must go with them, and even while the boys are 
at the dining table one of the teachers must be with them. Dnder 
such circumstances one can readily see the diflSculties existing, even 
in the case of 50 boys. 

For report as to health and sanitary conditions 1 respectfully refer 
you to the report in reference thereto, included herein, and made by 
our attending physician. Dr. Charles A. Wells. 

There have been a few cases of serious illness, but as a whole we have 
had very good health. There have been no deaths. 

On the farm, potatoes were more abundant than in the year pre- 
ceding. The vegetable and fruit supply has been fair. The hay crop 
has been exceptionally good. A large number of the boys were 
employed on the farm at different times during vacation. 

As far as possible work in the several shops and industries has been 
confined to the manufacture of articles needed in and consumed by the 
school. In so doing we have lessened the expense of maintenance, 
and at the same time have been teaching a trade that may become 
useful to the boy in the future. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

The classes in painting and carpentry have been busy throughout 
the summer in repairing and painting the buildings and conservatories. 

The exterior of all buildings have been painted, and the interior of 
the main building, the bakery, and the boiler house have each received 
one coat of paint. 

The hose-reel houses have been repaired and reroof ed, and the roofs 
have been covered with tin, and painted. 

The roof of the assembly hall has been restained, the sash have been 
traced, and all water tables, window sills and casings have received a 
coat of white ivory paint. 

There have been added to the conservatories about 3,000 square feet 
of glass surface. The houses have really been made new. 

We have now about 13,000 square feet of glass surface and the green- 
houses are all under one roof, all partitions having been removed. The 
same heating appamtus heretofore in use answers for all. In the exten- 
sion of the conservatories the boys have done all the painting and the 
greater part of the glazing. They have also assisted in the carpenter 
work. 

An addition has been erected to the laundry 20 by 20 feet. In this 
structure are an ironing room, a steam dryer, and a fireproof room 
for our ironing stove. 

The boiler-house roof has been renewed and painted, and the roof 
covering coal vaults has been repaired. 

The broken concrete and stone step at the entrance to the main build- 
ing have been repaired and relaid. 

The walks about the buildings and the lawns have been repaired, 
and in several places relaid. 

A portion of the wall in the lower hall of the main building has 
been wainscoted, and also the walls in the pantry of the officers' 
dining room. 

Floors and stairways at the rear entrance to the main building, and 
also the floors and stairways above, have been relaid. Many repairs 
to furniture have been made by the class iu c«ir^^\iX.Y^ .> ^axANxs. '^'<iss^s. 
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work, under the supervision of an instructor, the boys have taken a 
deep interest. One boy from this class was recently paroled, and 
began work as a helper to a carpenter at $1.50 per day. 

Many loads of gravel have been hauled and spread upon the roads 
and walks, much tilling having been done, and to the grading of the 
hillsides has been given much time and attention. 

SCHOOLS— PHYSICAL, MILITARY, AND MANUAL TRAINING. 

Four schools were in session during the regular school period, one 
in each family. 

From the middle of May to the usual time of opening in Septem- 
ber schools were closed. 

The common school branches are taught, and before being dis- 
charged, so far as is possible under existing circimistances, every boy 
must understand the fundamental rules of arithmetic, read understana- 
inglv, and write intelligently. 

The hours of school are from 7.45 until 11.30 a. m., and from 1 to 
4.45 p. m. A recess is given to each session. 

In each family are two grades, one of which is at work while the 
other is at school. One grade attends school in the morning and the 
other the afternoon session. 

The hours for work are the same as those devoted to school work. 
The manual training school will be opened simultaneously with the 
family schools, and under instruction of our manual training teacher 
classes will be formed and taught regularly, and special attention will 
be given to those possessing the necessary qualifications. 

During the fall and winter session, the days being short, much time 
is spent at the close of the day in reading, in the scnool, playgrounds, 
ana amusements. 

A cabinet organ has been placed in each schoolroom, and an evening 
of song is indiuged in now and then. 

A nimiber of papers and magazines published by reformatory 
schools have been sent to us gratuitously, and for them we wish to 
return our sincere and heartfelt thanks. 

These papers and magazines are very welcome visitors. They not 
only keep us posted as to the movements of the industrial world but 
they also furnish reading matter for our boys that is very desirable 
and not found elsewhere. 

Mr. Donald B. MacLeod, organist, trains the boys in vocal music, 
and on Tuesday and Friday evenings one hour is devoted to singing. 
In these exercises are practiced the hymns to be used in the order of 
services for the following Sunday afternoon, and also songs used in 
our entertainments. Much enjoyment is derived from these evenings 
of song and mirth, especially when we have with us members of the 
board of trustees. 

Under direction of Col. Burton R. Ross, physical and military exer- 
cises, as practiced by the high school and other cadets, have been a part 
of the dauy progranune of each school day, and in the execution of these 
movements the boys have become quite proficient. 

Each company has been in command of officers selected from it, and 
since promotion from the ranks has been in vogue the desire to excel, 
not only in physical and military training, but also in good conduct, 
and in all matters pertaining to the drill, has been quite marked. 
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Sunday schools taught by our family teachers have been held every 
Sunday morning from 10.30 to 11.30 in our fa^lily building school- 
rooms. The international lessons published by the American School 
Union are used. 

At about the same hour the Catholic boys assemble in their chapel 
for Sunday school. They are taught by students from the Catholic 
University. 

Religious services have been held regularly every Sunday afternoon 
at 3 o'clock in the assembly hall. The service is not denominational, 
and all are cordially invited to attend. They have been impressive, 
and have been conducted by pastors and laymen from all denommations. 
The order of services has been adhered to strictly, and in the services 
the boys have always taken part. The manual recently revised is 
now in use, and all boys able to read, who were without one, have 
been supplied. 

I wish to express to the pastors of our city churches and all others 
who have in any way aided us in conducting our Sunday afternoon 
services my sincere and heartfelt thanks. 

In conclusion, I desire to express to the board of trustees my sin- 
cere appreciation of the kindly feeling and very cordial support which 
they have given me in the discharge of my duties.

Personally I was not only indebted to 
him for the unvarying courtesy shown me, but for the readj^ zeal with 
which he seconded my every effort to improve and maintain the sani- 
tary condition of the institution.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE REFORM SCHOOL FOR 

GIRLS OF THE DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 

Washington, D. C, October 6, 1903. 

Sir: We have the honor to submit herewith the annual report of the 
school for the year ending June 30, 1903: 

We have had a larger number of inmates during the past year than 
during any other year since the erection of the school. As shown by 
the report of the superintendent on July 1, 1902, there were present 
in the school ^Q girls — 61 colored and 5 white. On June 30, 1903, 
there were 73 girls -70 colored and 3 white. 

It will be noted that there has been an increase in the number of 
colored girls and a decrease in the number of white girls. This is 
owing principally to the fact that the board concluded that it was 
impracticable to house the white and colored inmates in the same build- 
ing, and owing to the large increase of inmates sentenced to the school, 
principally through the courts of the District of Columbia, of colored 
girls, it became necessary to use both school buildings for the colored 
inmates, and we have made a special effort to provide proper homes 
for the white girls who had been previously committed to the school, 
and have discouraged and prevented as far as possible the commit- 
ting of other white girls to this institution for the present. We think 
that in the near future it will be advisable to have a building erected 
for the reception of white children, with a capacity for 25 to 30 inmates. 

In the estimate of appropriations for the year ending June 30, 1904, 
which are herewith submitted, we have asked for an increase in the 
salaries of the industrial teachers, and also for one additional industrial 
teacher. The increase of the salaries is from $300 per annum, the 
present rate, to $420 per annum. The board of trustees has found it 
almost impossible to secure competent industrial teachers at the salary 
of $300 a year. It is the policy of the board of trustees to not only 
give to the children a fair education in those branches usually taught 
m the lower grades of the public schools, but also to educate them in 
the industrial branches of learning. It is therefore necessary that we 
should have very competent teachers in this line of work, and we hope 
that this recommendation of the board of trustees will meet with your 
approval and support. We attach as an exhibit hereto the report of 
the house committee bearing upon this subject. 

At the last session of Congress an appropriation of $6,000 was made 
for a much needed additional brick building, to be used as quarters for 
the male oflScers and employees of the school. Plans for this building 
have been considered, but not yet finally determined upon, as it was 
the desire of the board that all of the modern ideas for the housing of 
employees in connection with the school should be embraced in this 
building. With this end in view several of the trustees have during 
the summer visited institutions similar to our own, and will ^\ifc»\s^ 
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their report at the final meeting of the year, to be held durine the 
present month. The plans of tne building will then be finally deter- 
mined upon and the erection of the building immediately commenced. 

The board regrets to have to report the loss of one of its oldest and 
most valued members in the death of Maj. Frank Strong. Major 
Strong's experience in having under his supervision the jails and 
reformatories in connection with his oflScial position in the Department 
of Justice, in addition to his long services as a trustee of the Keform 
School for Girls, rendered his advice in all matters of administration 
pertaining to the school of a most valued character.

To the President of the Reform School for Girls of the District of 
Columbia: 

At the April meeting (1903) of the board of trustees of the Girls 
Reform School, a committee consisting of Mrs. Thoron and Miss Maude 
Wetmore was appointed to visit various reform schools and report on 
salaries paid to officers and teachers of said institutions. The com- 
mittee visited the House of Refuge at Randalls Island, New York, 
and the Industrial School for Gins at Lancaster, Mass. The list of 
salaries given below exceeded in almost every case those paid at the 
Washington Reform School.* The same may be said of the Indian 
School at Carlisle, Pa., the Connecticut Industrial School for Girls at 
Middletown, Conn., the State Home for Girls at Trenton, N. J., and 

«The list of salaries herein referred to is omitted from this exhibit on account of 
limited space. 
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the Newark City Home. The object of these institutions is the same 
as that of the District of Cohimbia, and the girls are committed to them 
for the same offenses. Their purpose is to give an inmate such train- 
ing that on leating the school she is capable of immediately earning 
her own livelihood m some branch of domestic service. This has been 
accomplished by the employment of women who are specially trained 
as teachers in particular branches of domestic service. Although this 
theory has been tried in Washington, the result has been far from 
satisfactory. The house committee has been unable to procure trained 
teachers, owing to the inadequate salaries and has had to content itself 
with the services of women who have applied for these positions, though 
they had no training and knew absolutely nothing of the control of girls. 

To this state of affairs may be attributed the troubles in the school 
last March, which spread insubordination not only among the staff, 
but among the girls as well. The house conmaittee and the superin- 
tendent can not do themselves justice, or bring about a satisfactory 
result unless they can depend upon the intelligent support and cooper- 
ation of their assistants. 

Applications have been made to the Pratt Institute, Brooklyn, the 
Teachers' College, New York, and the Drexel Institute, Philadelphia, 
for teachers to fill the recent vacancies, with the invariable answer that 
the salaries were too small for any of their graduates to consider the 
situation. The house committee then tried from other sources, where 
the names suggested — though not those of trained teachers — were 
those of women of intelligence and education, but always with the 
same result. 

The late system of advertising brought forward a class of most incom- 
petent people, who evidently for various reasons were unable to obtain 
situations elsewhere, and therefore naturally unfitted for positions of 
responsibility. This method involved us in constant changes and 
made it impossible for the superintendent to carry out any definite 
3lan of instruction or discipline. The board of trustees can therefore 
udge how very limited the field is from which to draw, and we earnestly 
>eg them to accede to our request of having the salaries raised, that 
we may command the same standard of teachers as those employed by 
the institutions reported on.

The President a/nd Board of Trustees^ Reform School for Girls, Dis- 
trict of Columhia. 

Sirs: I have the honor to present this the eleventh annual report 
for the Reform School for Girls of the District of Columbia. 

July 1, 1902, there were present in this school 66 girls — 61 colored 
and 5 white. June 30, 1903, 73 girls — 70 colored and 3 white. 

During the year 21 new girls were received, as follows: From presi- 
dent board of trustees, 2; from police court, 18; from criminal court, 
1; and one girl who absconded June, 1902, was returned October 23, 
1902. 
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The causes for commitment* are as follows: Incorrigibility, 10, 
vagrancy, 4; larceny, 2; assault, 2; housel)reaking, 1; fornication, J; 
disorderly conduct, 1. 

Fifteen girls have been released; 1 girl having, by good conduct, 
earned her final release at 18 years; 3 were finally released, having 
reached 21 years; 4 were apprenticed in good homes; 2 were released 
by order of court; 5 were released to parents or guardians on one year 
probation, but 1 of these girls has been returned for bad conduct. 

During the year we have had 4 girls to abscond, but with one 
exception all have been returned to the school. 

With the exception of three cases the health of the girls has been 
excellent. 

Two were admitted suffering from venereal diseases, were treated 
by our school physician, but later were sent to Freedman's Hospital 
for treatment, where they remained until they were benefited, but not 
cured. The authorities refused to keep one longer on account of her 
bad conduct. They are still under treatment in our school. 

The other case was a girl who had been sent to the school for lar- 
ceny on June 12, 1901, as being 17 years old in March, 1901. At that 
time she was pregnant, but because she was past 17 the judge of the 
police court resentenced her to the jail. On October 24, 1902, the 
same girl was sent to us from the criminal court as being 16 years old 
March 14, 1902, this time for housebreaking. She was pregnant when 
admitted this time, and from October until March was a most trouble- 
some as well as dangerous person to control. On several occasions 
she assaulted teachers and girls, besides demolishing crockery^ furni- 
ture, etc. Owing to her condition she could not be disciplined as 
the other girls were, and the effect of this upon the school was very 
bad. This girl was twice taken to Columbia Hospital, where she 
absconded both times, and finally was taken to the Washington Asylum 
Hospital, where, on June 2, her child was born. She was returned to 
the school June 26. 

Another girl admitted last week is in an advanced stage of preg- 
nancy. Another girl was committed to the school for assaulting her 
rival; said to be 16 years old. This girl is the mother of a child 5 
years old, and is said by her father and friends to be nearly 22 years 
old. A third girl received by us had been a ward of the Board of 
Children's Guardians for several years, by whom she had been placed 
in different homes, and finally sent to the House of Good Shepherd, 
Baltimore. During the year there she absconded four times, and on 
account of her demoralizing influence over the other girls was removed 
from that institution and sent to us. 

One girl, whose sight and hearing were both very defective, was 
placed in the School for the Blind in Baltimore, but when the school 
closed in June for vacation was returned to us. This girl made an 
excellent record in the blind school, and shows wonderful improve- 
ment in mind and disposition. I would respectfully recommend that 
this girl be released to her mother's care during vacation and to go to 
the blind school from her mother's home when the school term begins. 

When our new building was filled, 63 inmates being the limit, we 
were forced to receive no more colored girls for a time. We have 
learned by experience that the girls should be classified, and^ as far as 
possible, the good girls separated from the bad. As our white family 
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had decreased from 6 to 3 girls, and there was plenty of room in the 
old building, it was suggested and approved, that the best girls be 
transferred to the old building as an honor home, and, for their good 
behavior, be given extra privileges. Six weeks ago we formed our 
honor family, 12 in number; 3 have had to go back for another trial, 
but more are trying to be promoted and we feel confident of success 
attending this plan. On the other hand, as our family increases we 
find that there is a certain element that is very injurious in its influ- 
ence upon others, and we feel that much more effective work can be 
done if we are able to separate girls who have long criminal records, 
or those who have been in the scnool five or more years, and who by 
their conduct show little or no improvement for the time and care 
expended upon them, from newer and oftener younger girls. Also 
if we are compelled to take and keep girls who are pregnant, they 
should be placed in this class. For this reason it would be well if we 
could have a building to accommodate from 30 to 35 inmates and the 
necessary officers. These girls should have more and harder work to 
do than those who are committed for minor offenses and who endeavor 
to improve their time in school and industrial training. 

In making this report we have used plain language to represent facts 
and conditions as existing in the school and among the girls sent to us 
by the courts. We dp not wish to shirk our responsibility in caring 
for any that are sent to us, but we are sure that much more and better 
work could be accomplished if we did not have to receive girls who 
are or soon will become mothers, or who ha^ve long criminal records; 
or if we must receive them, these girls should be kept separate from 
those not so far along the downward way. 

The work of the school has gone steadily forward, and every girl is 
instructed in reading, writing, spelling, arithmetic, geography, and 
history, besides sewing, knitting, mending, laundry, kitchen and house 
work, and the best girls have done much outdoor work in flower and 
vegetable gardens, etc. 

It is very gratifying to see girls who came to us a few years ago 
ignorant, except in vice, now becoming good, clean houseworkers, able 
to read and write their own letters, make their own clothing, etc., and, 
best of all, earning or looking forward to earning an honest living by 
their own labor. 

To every one in any way connected with the work, members of the 
board of trustees, religious instructors, physicians, officers, and 
employees, we feel ^ratetul for the kindly help always given and their 
hearty cooperation m this work during the past year.

Sib: As physician in attendance at the Reform School for Girls, I 
have the honor to report for the year ending June 30, 1903, as follows: 

The continued good health of the girls is nothing short of remarka- 
ble, and speaks, of itself, in the highest way, of the care and wisdom 
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bestowed upon the management of the institution, for not otherwise 
would it have been possible to escape so long the many diseases to 
which girls of the age of those in the school are liable. 

There were no cases of infectious or contagious disease during the 
year, except two cases of specific disease. These two cases were sent 
to Freedmen's Hospital for treatment and later were returned to the 
school improved, but not cured. 

The otner ailments requiring the attention of the physician were 
minor troubles. Of course newly admitted girls were vaccinated 
shortly after their admission. 

One girl was sent to the Columbia Hospital to be confined, and after 
escaping twice was sent to the Washington Asylum Hospital. She 
and her baby were returned to the school June 27. 

One girl suflFering from hypertrophied breasts was sent to Garfield 
Hospital. She was operated upon and returned to the school. 

Looking at it from its moral effect upon the girls of the institution, 
it would be better if special facilities were provided for the care of 
girls known to be pregnant when sentenced or afterwards found to be 
so. The same observation also would apply to girls suffering with 
specific disease, to say nothing of the danger of infection of innocent 
parties.

REPORT OF THE WARDEN OF THE UNITED STATES JAIL IN THE 

DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 

Warden's Office, United States Jail, 

Washington, B. C. , October 31, 1903, 

Sir: I have the honor to submit herewith my annual report of this 
jail for the year ending October 31, 1903, and to call attention to the 
subjoined report of the physician to the jail and to that of the clerk. 

In reporting the sanitary condition of the jail, the health of the 
inmates, deaths, etc., I take pleasure in referring you to the report of 
Dr. D. K. Shute, physician to the jail. 

needed improvements. 

I desire to say in this report that the jail has alwavs had very poor 
arrangements for feeding prisoners, being compelled to put the meal 
for each prisoner in a little tin box and pass it in to him through the 
bars of the cell door. It is impossible that way to serve the prisoners in 
what I would consider a respectable manner. A dining room for the 
United States jail, with suflScient capacity to seat at least 400 prisoners, 
is in my judgment a crying need. I would be glad if an appropriation 
for a sufficient sum be asked for as soon as Congress meets in regular 
session, so that we may have the benefit of the dining hall as soon as 
possible. Also, because we are compelled to put two prisoners in 
almost each and every cell, and because the cells are so small, more jail 
capacity is sadly needed, and an additional sum of money should be 
appropriated for the purpose of extending the north jail wing 100 feet. 

FINANCIAL. 

During the fiscal year ending June 30, 1903, the prices for meat and 
provisions continued high, and, as will be seen further on in this 
report, we have also had an exceedingly large number of prisoners, 
and these facts compel us to report a deficit to the extent of |l,441.26, 
which we shall be compelled to ask Congress to appropriate at its 
next session. I therefore call attention to the subjoined statement, 
which shows why we have such a deficit for the above-mentioned fiscal 
year. As shown in that statement, the number of days served by 
prisoners in the year ending June 30, 1903, exceeds the number served 
in the preceding year by 19,409. The daily average population for 
the year 1902-3 was abnormally large. It was due to a large extent 
to an act of the new code which permitted the commitment of a certain 
number of District of Columbia or workhouse cases to the jail. As 
also shown, the cost of fuel for the year 1902-3 nearly doubled that of 
the preceding year. Yet in the face of these facts we were enabled 
by the strictest and most rigid economy to hold our own expenses dowq 
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to $46,441.26, the sum of $45,000 having been appropriated by Con- 
gress for the maintenance of the jail, and although the daily average 
population of 1902-3 was nearly 400, while that of the preceding year 
was only 343 and a fraction, and, as has been stated, altnough the cost 
of fuel for 1903 nearly doubled that of 1902, j^et the daily per capita 
cost of maintenance in the former was less than that in the latter. 
Hence, if the population of the jail and the price of fuel had been nor- 
mal, we not only would have had no deficit on our hands, but about 
$1,000 would have been turned back into the Treasury. 

Contracts for fuel and other supplies for the United States jail are 
not made until the 20th day of June, and as the coal strike was fully 
on at that time no one wanted to contract for coal in so large a quan- 
tity as we asked for at that time, 50 tons being the largest amount that 
a dealer would furnish us for any reasonable price. And, beyond the 
expectation of everybody, the strike went on, and prices went up to a 
very high figure. However, I made every effort possible to secure 
coal for the very least price possible, and did secure from time to time 
anthracite coal at an average price of $6. 96i and bituminous coal at an 
average price of $5.71^. 

During the past year, ending October 31, 1903, the daily cost per 
capita for food for prisoners was Si cents. During the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1903, the daily per capita cost, including subsistence, 
repairs, forage, live stock, sanitary, advertising and printing, clothing, 
tobacco, bedding, stationery, convict stationery, fuel, light, oflScers' 
salaries, etc., was 32^^^ cents, and the annual per capita cost was 

$116.95|f 
During the past year small sums of money have come into my hands 

from time to time from the sale of bones and old barrels, aggregating 
the sum of $100, which I have turned over to the United States Treas- 
urer, taking his receipt for the same. 

RELIGIOUS. 

Religious services at the jail are continued as they have been in the 
past few years, and we desire to thank all those who assist in these 
services, believing that they are productive of much good. 

CONCLUSION. 

With rare exceptions, all subordinate oflScers have performed their 
several duties faithfully and well. 

I am under deep obligations to the chief justice and the associate 
justices of the supreme court of the District of Columbia for exceed- 
ingly kind treatment; and also to the United States attorney for the 
District of Columbia and the officers connected with his office for most 
respectful treatment; and I desire to thank the officers of the Depart- 
ment of Justice for uniform courtesies shown me.

Dear Sir: I respectfully submit my report for the year ending 
October 31, 1903, on the medical conduct of the jail. 

There were 2 deaths by legal hanging, and 2 other deaths in the 
jail — 1 due to acute alcoholism and the other due to intestinal tubercu- 
losis. One prisoner was sent to the Washington Asylum Hospital for 
confinement; while there she attempted to escape by jumping out of 
an upper story, and was killed. Four prisoners were so very ill that 
they were sent to the Washington Asylum Hospital, where they could 
get the benefit of trained nurses. Three of these prisoners diea there, 
1 from lockjaw, 1 from acute croupous pneumonia following a pro- 
longed period of alcoholism, and 1 from pleurisy. 

One man was sent to the Washington Asylum Hospital for relief of 
hernia. He was entirely cured and returned to the jail. Eighteen 
persons were sent to the jail suflFering from acute alcoholism, 6 of 
whom developed marked symptons of delirium tremens. AH of 
these recovered except the one referred to above. Six persons came 
to the jail, each of whom was in an advanced stage of pulmonary 
tuberculosis. They left the jail much improved, except the one who 
died, referred to above. 

One case of smallpox developed in the jail after the man had been 
here for four months. How the disease developed it is impossible to 
say. He was promptly sent to the smallpox hospital. His Quarters 
and clothing were promptly and thoroughly disinfected, as well as the 
whole jail, and no lurther case developed. All of the prisoners in the 
jail were vaccinated, and all new prisoners who had not been vacci- 
nated within a year were also vaccinated throughout the winter. 

There were 23 reports as to the mental condition of prisoners. 
Thirteen of the prisoners were found to be insane, and were sent to 
the Government Hospital for the Insane. Keports as to the physical 
condition of 24 prisoners were made. One woman gave birth to a 
child while a prisoner in the jail. 

I desire again in this report to express the thanks of the jail to Dr. 
D. Percy Hickling, of the Washington Asylum Hospital, for his 
kindness and courtesy in treating the grave diseases of the prisoners 
that were sent to his hospital. 

The sanitary condition of the jail, through the earnest cooperation 
of the warden, has been kept in first-class condition. The health of 
the oflScers and the prisoners throughout the year has been very good.

Sir: 1 have the honor to report that extensive repairs have been made 
to the roof of the court-house, District of Columbia, and a number of 
the rooms have been calcimined and painted during the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1903. 

Repairs to the windows, doorways, and transoms have been made. 

New sewer pipes have been provided for the rain spouts at the front 
of the building. 

A large amount of plumbing work has been installed, the old plumb- 
ing removed and new substituted. 

In the basement story several of the rooms have been whitewashed, 
and all necessary repairs made to boilers and furnaces, and the asphalt 
pavements in the open courts repaired. 

A new floor has been installed in room No. 10 of the office of the 
register of wills and in criminal court No. 1. 

New steps have been placed on the stairway leading from the base- 
ment, west side. 

The anteroom of circuit court No. 2, and judge's private room, equity 
court No. 2, two witness rooms criminal court No. 1, clerk's office (two 
rooms), private room of the register of wills, and attic and basement 
corridors and the walls of the open court have all been repaired and 
painted.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL OF PORTO RICO, 

San Juan, P. R. , Octoher 1, 190S. 

Sir: The last annual report of the attorney -general of Porto Rico 
covered the year beginning June 1, 1901, and ending May 30, 1902. 
The statistics hereto attached cover the fiscal year just closed, but I 
have brought my observations down to the present date. I assumed 
the duties of this office on the 1st day of July, 1903, and hence have 
had three months' experience in the business of the office, and in 
which to acquaint myself with the judicial affairs of the island. Dur- 
ing this time 1 have visited Ponce, Mayaguez, and Arecibo, at which 
places are situated three of the district jails of the island, and have 
carefully inspected these institutions. I have also inspected the pen- 
itentiary and the district jail at San Juan. This includes all of the 
insular penal institutions, except the district jail at Himiacao. The 
condition of and recommendations concerning their management will 
be presented later. 

THE COURT RECORD. 

The annual reports submitted by my predecessor presented fully the 
details of the judicial system adopted for the island, and as there has 
been no change in this system, it is unnecessary to review it. 

1 pass to a statement in tabular form showing the business actually 
transacted by the courts of the island during the last fiscal year. As 
a matter of convenience these statements are added hereto as exhibits, 
and will be found in the following order: 

Exhibit A. — Criminal cases heard and pending in the supreme court. 
Exhibit B. — Civil cases heard and pending in the supreme court. 
Exhibit C. — Criminal cases tried and pending in the district courts. 
Exhibit D. — Civil cases tried and pending in the district courts. 
Exhibit E. — Comparative statement showing prison records for two fiscal years last 
past. 

It will be observed that these exhibits furnish full details of the 
year's work by the courts and also present accurate information as to 
the status of litigation at the close of the year. The business of the 
municipal courts is not included in these statements. This court is 
limited to civil business and to the jurisdiction of causes not involv- 
ing more than $400. 1 have no record of the business transacted by 
them. 

APPLICATIONS FOR PARDON. 

The examination of applications for pardon is a heavv task. It is 
doubtful if there is a person confined in the prisons of the island who 
has not, at some period of his confinement, made one or more applica- 
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tionn for pardon, each petition carrying with it the story of misfortune 
or injustice which invariably accompanies documents of this character. 
The inexperience of our courts in administering the law as it is pre- 
sented in the new code — so radically different from the code of laws 
which it succeeded — makes a careful examination of each petition nec- 
essary, and requires much valuable thne, both of the officer making 
the examination and the stenogi^aphers who write the reports. 

A complete pardon record of this office for the year covered by the 
report is hereto attached and marked "Exhibit F." 

PENAL INSTITUTIONS. 

PENITENTIARY. 

I have recently inspected the penitentiary at San Juan. All persons 
convicted of felonv are sentenced to confinement therein, but the 
capacity of the building is not nearly equal to the demands of the law. 
At the date of my visit 705 prisoners should have been present, 
whereas 200 had been transferred to the district jail, because of the 
crowded condition of the main institution. The penitentiary is with- 
out an infirmary, and the sick are cared for at tne district jail. The 
sanitary conditions of the penitentiary building are very unwhole- 
some, but perhaps as good as the structure and surrounding circum- 
stances permit. The floors are old, rough, and decayed. The 
department of public works has prepared plans and specifications for 
remedying these evils, and I am advised that all possible haste is being 
made to relieve the situation. 

I have but one suggestion to make in connection with the matter: In 
accordance with an act of the legislature, a committee of the executive 
council is now engaged in examining different proposed sites, with a 
view of reporting to the next legislature a suitable location for a new 
and permanent institution. The change is much needed, and should be 
made, if the expense can be met without too great a sacrifice. My 
suggestion is that as little expense be incurred as possible in repairing 
the old structure, until it is determined what action will be taken with 
regard to building a new one. 

The penitentiary seems to be in good hands. The building is kept 
scrupulously clean, and the prisoners are well cared for. As far as 
facilities will permit they are kept at work. Nearly every line of 
industry is represented, and the product sent forth is practical in its 
character; much of it, especially from the cabinet and carpenter shops, 
exhibits workmanship of the highest skill. 

This question of room suggests the further thought that the inside 
arrangements of the penitentiary are ill suited to the purpose to which 
they are dedicated. The prisoners are confined and eat and sleep in a 
vast hall, in which they are kept in a body. Thus all classes, the good, 
the bad, and the indifferent are mingled, and it doubles — if it does not 
make impossible — the task imposed upon every warden of discharging 
his prisoners better men, because of tne lessons he has inculcated and 
the influences with which he has surrounded them. This situation 
needs no comment. 

DISTRICT JAILS. 

Porto Rico is without a jail for the San Juan district. The district 
prisoners — which includes all those sentenced for offenses under the 
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grade of felony — are now confined in the jail belonging to the munici- 
pality of San Juan. The building is commodious, ana when the sani- 
tary improvements now being made are completed will be all that can 
be desired. The insular government is paying at the rate of $3,000 

Eer annum rental to the city for the privileges stated. This contract 
as been in force since the 1st of September, 1903, having taken the 
place of an agreement under which the prisoners were utilized in 
cleaning the streets of the city in payment of the rent. This latter 
contract was canceled at the instance of the city. 

THE PONCE JAIL. 

The district jail at Ponce is not suited to the purpose for which it is 
used. Indeed, to say that it is unfit, is wholly inadequate. It is with- 
out ventilation, and when I made my visit more than 100 men were 
either waiting trial or held pending appeal to the supreme court in 
rooms from which the stencn was well nigh intolerable. This condi- 
tion may be readily understood when the fact is known that 100 men 
were apportioned to four rooms, each about 20 by 30 feet in size, and 
without fresh air. Humanity to man demands immediate action in 
providing a better jail for the Ponce district. 

In this connection I be^ to call attention to the fact that the United 
States has given to the insular government the buildings formerly 
used at Ponce for barracks, and the military hospital situated at that 
place. This munificent gift should be utilized without delay. The 
barracks would furnish ample room on the ground floor for jail pur- 
poses, and they are so constructed as to require only a very small 
expenditure to prepare them for occupancy. The outbuildings and sur- 
rounding grounds are spacious and furnish abundant accommodations 
for all purposes. I earnestly recommend that immediate action be 
taken for ascertaining the fitness of the premises for the purpose indi- 
cated, to the end either that the barracks, or some other suitaole place, 
be prepared for the reception of district prisoners. 

The sum of $23,000 is now available for the construction of a jail at 
Ponce, and if it is determined to fit the barracks for this purpose, a 
great expenditure may be saved, as will hereinafter appear. 

THE MAYAGUEZ JAIL. 

The district jail at Mayaguez is in a satisfactory condition except as 
to its sanitary arrangements. It is difficult to improve upon this con- 
dition, as the city of Mayaguez, in which the jail is situated, is without 
sewerage, but an effort at betterment should be made. This jail is 
ample for district purposes, but is fully occupied at present, as the 
warden is caring for a large number of prisoners who nave been sen- 
tenced to the insular penitentiary, but are held at Mayaguez because 
of the crowded condition of the insular institution. 

THE ARECIBO JAIL. 

There is no district jail at Arecibo. Prisoners awaiting trial in that 
district are confined in a small wooden building entirely unsuited to the 
purpose. It is poorly ventilated and without sanitary improvements. 
If convicted, the prisoners are at once sent to San Juan. There is every 
reason to hope that this unsatisfactory state bf affairs at Arecibo will 
soon be remedied. The last legislature appropriated $10,000 for a jail 
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for this district, under an agreement with the people of Arecibo to 
furnish a site. The money has been available for several months, but 
the actual work of building has been delayed because of difficulties 
encountered in obtaining a good title to a suitable location. This dif- 
ficulty has at last been overcome, and the director of prisons expresses 
himself as pleased with the place chosen. Before this report is in print 
the new jail at Arecibo should be in process of construction. 

THE HUMACAO JAIL. 

The jail for the Humacao district is now in fair condition, but is not 
sufficient for district requirements. Until recently it was crowded 
and unwholesome, but a new building having been leased the situa- 
tion is much improved. The lower story only of the structure now 
occupied is utilized, and by fitting the upper floor for the confinement 
of prisoners awaiting trial the condition of the jail for the above- 
named district would for the present be satisfactory. 

A comparative statement showing the number of prisoners serving 
sentences in the penitentiary and jails of Porto Rico during the two 
fiscal years last past is hereto attached marked " Exhibit E." 

COURT FACILITIES. 

No insular court has a permanent home. The rentals now paid are 
as follows: 

Per month. 

Ponce $125 

Arecibo 35 

Mayaguez 125 

Humacao 60 

The supreme court of the island and the district court for San Juan 
have, since the American occupation, had rooms in the buildings belong- 
ing to the United States Government. Until the reservations for the 
United States were made by the President it was not known which of 
the public buildings, if any, in San Juan would be given to the island. 
But this reservation has now been made public, and we find that the 
San Juan courts mentioned are using property included in the national 
reserve. I do not know just when the authorities at Washington will 
call for these buildings, but ordinary prudence suggests that the insu- 
lar government prepare at once suitable quarters for all domestic 
courts. 

At Ponce, as above stated, the island is paying $125 per month 
rental for a court-house. The lease was made in 1897 for a period of 
ten years. Doubtless arrangements could be made for the cancellation 
of this agreement if desired. 

Some of the leading citizens of Ponce have expressed a wish that a 
third storj^ be added to the municipal building of that cit}^ for use as 
a district and Federal court. The financial terms and the conditions 
as to title under which a mutual ownership might be arranged have 
not been submitted, but I am reliably advised that an abundance of 
room would be afforded, and that the architectural part of the plan 
is entirely feasible. As stated in the discussion of the district jail 
situation at Ponce, immediate action is necessary, and while the pub- 
lic property given to the island by the United States can not be dis- 
posed of except by an act of the legislature, yet, as $8,000 of the 
$23,000 now available for a jail at Ponce was saved by the director of 
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prisons from appropriations made for penal institutions, there could 
be no objection to applying as much as might be necessajy to fitting 
the barracks for jail purposes immediately and utilizing the remainder 
of this fund for the construction of suitable court rooms. It might 
require the appropriation of a moderate sum of money to thus com- 
plete a jail and court-house, but we are now paying interest at the 
rate of 12 per cent per annum on $12,500 for the rental of court 
rooms alone. 

At Mayaguez the conditions are similar to those at Ponce. The 
same amount of monthly rental is being paid and the building is con- 
veniently located; but it is not, as at present arranged, very desirable 
for court purposes. The rooms are all situated on the second floor, the 
court room being next to an active thoroughfare. The result is that 
the noise from the street is at times such as to seriously interfere with 
business in the court room; but it might be possible to rearrange this 
floor so that it would make desirable quarters for the judicial depart- 
ment of Mayaguez. To afford ample room for all purposes, however, 
the government ought to own or control the entire building. If the 
building can not be purchased at what may be considered a fair price, 
it is well to remember that it is unnecessary for this government to 
pay more than 4 or 5 per cent for the use of money in the event funds 
are not available with .which to purchase or construct public buildings. 

At Arecibo court facilities are satisfactory and the rent paid is rea- 
sonable. A proposition comes from that city to purchase the building 
now in use and to pay therefor the sum of $8,000. It does not seem 
advisable to invest so much money at the present time for the purchase 
of a building that we are able to rent at so reasonable a figure. 

New quarters were recently provided for the district court at 
Humacao. These accommodations are all that are required at pres- 
ent. In this district the court now holds sessions twice a year, each, 
at Humacao, Guayama, and Caguas. The purpose, as I am informed, 
of thus dividing the sessions of the district was to overcome the incon- 
venience to the people resulting from bad roads. I am advised that 
the early completion of roads connecting the three places make these 
pilgrimages of the court unnecessary, and hence that a permanent 
court at Humacao would be less expensive to the island and cause no 
great loss to the litigants. The court in going from place to place 
with its three judges and its retinue of clerks and other officers, there 
being ten officials in this moving court, makes a formidable as well as 
an expensive tribunal. In this connection it is not improper to direct 
attention to the wide difference in the practice of the district courts of 
the United States and the courts of this island exercising the same 
jurisdiction. In the former the judge passes from court to court 
unaccompanied b}'- any official. When he occupies the bench he finds 
a calendar of cases at hand, and a clerk and his executive officers ready 
to issue, enter, or execute all orders or processes. In the practice 
here it is well worth while to consider if we may not simplify our 
methods and thus do away with an immense amount of labor and 
expense. But the next subject presented is the proper one under 
which to consider these questions. 

THE COURTS. 

In discussing the present status of our courts the first fact to attract 
attention is that with the exception of the supreme court no tribunal 
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is provided with an independent executive oflScer, responsible alone to 
the court and the law. If a subpoena is issued out of the district court 
it is sent by the presiding judge to the judge of a municipal court and 
the latter hands the document to a policeman or some other person 
who may be convenient for service. Thus the paper passes out of the 
immediate jurisdiction of the oflScer issuing it. It needs no argument 
to show that such a system can not be desirable either in the matter of 
expedition or eflSciency. 

In the justices' courts, the functions of which are very important 
under the present system, there is a growing cause of annoyance, and 
occasionally of serious difficulty, owmg to the absence of a regular 
court executive officer. The justices are under the administrative 
direction of the attornev-general. The insular police, upon whom 
rests the responsibility of preserving the peace and quiet of the island, 
are under the direct authority of the governor. But the policeman is 
also the executive officer of tne justice's court. The relation is unde- 
sirable if not impracticable. Complaints to this office from justices of 
the peace against policemen, and from policemen to the governor 
against justices of the peace, have been increasing. It is a friction in 
the running of the government that I believe to be natural and one 
that will certainly become more annoying as time goes on if no remedy 
is applied. When these differences between the court and policeman 
arise the justice says: " I will report you to the attornej^-general; " to 
which the policeman replies: '' Gro ahead; I am responsible only to the 
governor.'^ These remarks illustrate the situation as it actually is and 
it seems to me to be the inevitable result of existing relations. The 
only remedy is to give the court its own executive officer, accountable 
alone to the court and the department of justice. This rule, I think, 
should apply to all, from the supreme court to the justices of the peace. 

The question at once suggested is, how to remedy the situation with- 
out materially increasing uie expense of administration. I suggest the 
following general outline as to district courts, using the San Juan dis- 
trict as representing the plan proposed for all: 

Let the present judicial district of San Juan comprise the territory 
over which the executive officer of the court shall exercise jurisdiction. 
His duties should correspond to those of a United States marshal, or 
sheriff, all processes of the court requiring execution being passed 
directly to him. This officer should have as many deputies as the busi- 
ness of the court requires, and he should be held responsible to the 
people for his official acts, as are marshals and sheriffs. He should be 
appointed by the governor and confirmed by the council, and be subject 
to removal by the governor as are judges of the courts. The office of 
the marshal, or sheriff, should be at the court-house; and thus the 
entire machinery of the law, from the filing of the first paper in a 
cause until the final execution of the judgment, would be held under 
the guiding hand of the court. 

In justices' courts, one plan is to reduce the police force sufficiently 
to give to each court a bailiff, or constable, and, if thought best, to 
give the constable such powers as usually appertain to that office; that 
is to say, in addition to making him the officer of the court for serving 
process, to make him a peace officer as well for the district he serves. 
But this latter plan is of doubtful merit. The police of Porto Rico is 
at the present time one of the best disciplined, active, considerate 
bodies of peace officers ever given to any Commonwealth; and it is 
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better to confine their duties strictly to the purpose for which a police 
force is organized. 

Another plan is to dispense with the office of secretary and give to 
the justice a constable. A change of this character would not increase 
at all the administrative expense of the office. It would entail the loss, 
perhaps, of many voluminous records (expedientes), but this is a loss 
that might well be endured. 1 am unable to find any reason why a 
justice of the peace should keep the extensive record now made in each 
case. A simple and accurate docket is all that can possibly be utilized. 
It is urged that it is necessary to write down the testimony of witnesses 
to prevent perjury. I do not accept this statement as correct. All that 
I have seen as the result of the vast quantity of manuscript that has 
been brought to this office in the form of complaints against justices 
or other officers is that in some little matter pending the fault usually 
charged has been that the decision of the court was unfair or against 
law. The remedy in a case of that kind is an appeal, and if a very 
serious wrong is reported the matter is at once referred to the fiscal 
for investigation. The long proceedings that have been reduced to 
writing might occasionally be of assistance in holding a witness to a 
statement previously made; but if it is such a witness that this state- 
ment is necessary to command the truth, then it is equally doubtful if 
he has told the truth a,t the time he is first examined. In short, I see 
no occasion for any record beyond the full docket which every justice 
of the peace ought to keep, and such docket should be a faithful mirror 
of his official acts. It is true that when sitting as a conmiittitig magistrate 
the justice must reduce the testimony of witnesses to writing. But the 
justices of the peace in those States that have adopted the same code 
do the same thin^ and write the testimony themselves, and in such 
cases are paid for it. So provisions should be made here for allowing 
the justice a fair compensation for such labor, and if his salary is not 
sufficient, then further provision should be made. Reference will be 
made to this matter again under the subject of fees. I urge that the 
question of giving to each court its own executive officer receive care- 
ful attention. 

COURT, BENCH, AND JURY. 

The details of our judicial system are so well understood that it is 
only necessary for me to state that we have five judicial districts, with 
three judges occupying each bench. I do not believe the chief ques- 
tions relafing to the judiciary have been solved. As will be observed 
by glancing at the table of cases attached to this report as exhibits, 
tne calendars are gaining on the courts, and as a rule .the courts are 
working hard and are disposing of a large amount of business. Is the 
gain in the volume of unfinished business due to the inability of the 
courts as organized to meet the demands of the situation? Is the 
organization faulty, or do we need more judges? The jury system 
must be seriously considered in connection with the present conditions 
and future plans. It is useless to disguise the fact that the results 
following the adoption of the jury system have been very disappointing 
to its friends in Porto Rico. In the United States a government with- 
out "the twelve good men and true" would be the old case of " Hamlet 
with Hamlet omitted from the play;" but on this island the people were 
not, and are not, ready for it. Many do not care for it. But even 
in this respect, and limited as the island is in area, the feeling in dif- 
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ferent sections is greatly at variance. First, however, let us consider 
the main question. 

It is a mistake to suppose that the people of Porto Rico are so lack- 
ing in either education or judgment as to be unable to furnish an 
abundance of competent jurors. The exact opposite is true. The 
men of this island are keen traders, can negotiate contracts with the 
business men of any country, and in the field of social life and as neigh- 
bor to neighbor their superiors do not live. This business and social 
capacity is not as widely disseminated as it should be, or would have 
been with sufficient school advantages, but it is general enough to sup- 
ply the demand for jurors. Educated Porto Ricans fully realize the 
tact that the masses of the people have suffered from lack of educa- 
tional advantages in the past. The I'ace (question does not interfere in 
administermg the jury system, as there is no i'ace prejudice to speak 
of; and religious faiths do not interfere with the rights of men in the 
jury box, nor yet from the bench; nor do either of these dangerous 
questions enter the room wherein jurors "consider of their verdict." 
Well may the question be asked: " What is wrong, and what is the 
HBmedy?" 

The obstacle to an immediately successful application of the jury 
system lies in the political training of the people. They have "been 
taught, have lived under, and have practiced the principles and forms 
of administrative government for a thousand years — ever since the 
downfall of those early Latin republics which first taught humanity 
the theories ©f democracy. And these administrative theories of gov- 
ernment are the exact opposite of those democratic principles upon 
which the Republic of the United States so securely rests. To illus- 
trate the old system briefly: Back of the court, regardless of its rank, 
always dwelt the shadow of an executive authority which the litigant 
knew could set aside the judgment. To this power, as the final arbi- 
ter, men naturally appealed. They persist in making the same appeal 
yet, although the autnority behind the bench is banished, and the power 
with which the administrative arm vacated a judgment or silenced the 
protests of the judicial conscience has given place to the execu- 
tive, legislative, and judicial idea of democracy. Hundreds of letters 
have been sent from this office in reply to complaints of injustice on 
the part of trial judges, and these letters have explained again and 
again that the remedy in such cases lay in an appeal and not in the 
administrative powers of the attorney-general. We have not reached 
the outposts of public thought as yet; but the change from an admin- 
istrative system of government to that of a republic is radical in its 
character, and.it is not a cause of surprise that the change from one 
system to the other should be slow. 

If history and tradition are to be relied upon, the administrative 
arm of the government ruled Porto Rico for four hundred years with 
an iron hand. Men of all classes sought association with the authori- 
ties, because in this course alone was presented the certainty of unin- 
terrupted peace and freedom from molestation in business life. No 
matter if the favor was dearly bought, the executive authority alone 
was the depository of power, and to this authority all classes made 
their final appeal. The change is not yet understood, and people are 
slow to abandon well-establisned customs for those with wiiicn they 
are not familiar. 

It is urged by some that the lawyers themselves are the most serious 
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obstacles in the way of jury trials; that being familiar with the old 
code and acquainted, witn the practice under it, and not having had 
experience in trying cases before a jury, they prefer to adhere to the 
familiar methods, and hence discourage jury trials except for political 
offenses. It is even contended that the old judges reacn for the code 
with which they are so familiar when emergencies arise. 

The political methods of the people are another serious hindrance to 
the successful operation of the jury system. A person who has never 
visited Porto Rico is absolutely unable to comprehend the situation as 
it actually exists. The personal bitterness engendered, and the cause 
of it, is incomprehensible to an American, because he can not under- 
stand what the political issue is, or that there is any issue at all. 
Of ten members of different political parties have no business or social 
relations, and this feeling is carried to the families of each individual. 
Worse than this; it is carried to the jury room; and here it works 
in different ways. The personal and political relation counts for more 
than the oath. An accused person is sure of fair treatment, if not 
acquittal, at the hands of his political opponents, unless a conviction or 
acquittal must be had as a political necessity. In other cases, if there 
is any prejudice it will be exercised in behalf of the defendant. Such 
a situation brings into play the sympathetic and chivalrous instincts 
of the people. The jury will say: "This unfortunate man is in 
trouble. W e are all against him politically, but now he is in diflSculty, 
and we must show our manhood by giving him liberty." This is not 
dishonesty; it is lack of knowledge of the struggle of a race for the 
jury system; a failure to appreciate what that system cost the people 
who established it, and what its responsibilities are. The American 
has the same natural instincts as the Latin, but the jury, its functions, 
and the obligations of its members are bred in the American, nurtured 
through the years of preparation for the duties of life, and in man- 
hood impressed upon nim by every act in business and politics. The 
American has been taught that he must rely upon himself at the polls 
and in the jury room, and upon his neighbor as well; that the ultimate 
depository of his personal, political, and property rights, is in the jury 
room, and that when the integrity of himself and his neighbor in 
either place fails, property is insecure and free government is lost. 

As before stated, the Porto Rican has had over his head always the 
supreme will of the executive; sometimes inspired with wisdom, some- 
times actuated by avarice, and occasionally tempered with mercy. 
One can not conceive of a more radical difference than is exhibited in 
the preparation of the American and the Porto Rican for the blessings 
and the responsibilities of the jury system. The difference is not 
mental; it is not in lack of judgment; it is not in the lack of integrity; 
it is not in the failure on the part of the Porto Rican to appreciate 
and desire every blessing accompanying the administration of a pure, 
conservative democracy; it is in the difference in the training of the 
two peoples ever since the Spaniard came to this island and the Pil- 
grims landed in America. It is my opinion that a small, simple work, 
giving the history of the writ of habeas corpus and of trial by jury, 
the purposes for which they were created, the struggle of humanity 
to obtain them, and their office in the scheme of government, would 
be a valuable addition to the elementary history of the public schools 
of the island. 

But while the advent of the jury system was premature, yet, as far 
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as any act of Porto Rico is concerned, in my judgment it has come to 
stay. I would not advocate its withdrawal without further trial. 
Upon the whole, I think jury trials are increasing. Sixty cases were 
set for trial at the Mayaguez September term. But at Ponce, out of 
107 felony cases since July 1, 1903, only 9 called for a jury. It is 
now limited to the trial of criminal cases in which the offense charged 
is a felony, and in no case may the right be invoked in a civil cause. 
The procedure, and, in short, all of the details of a jury trial, its force, 
fairness, and democratic spirit, should be accurately and fully illus- 
trated in every particular. Now that Americans and Porto Ricans are 
all Americans, it is earnestly hoped that the beneficent provisions of 
the jurisprudence of the former may be enjoyed by the latter. 

DISTRICT JUDGES. 

The suggestion which closes the last paragraph can be carried into 
effect only through the patient and aggressive activity of the judges of 
the criminal courts. The jury system for Porto Rico is on trial in 
these courts, and all who desire to see the law remain on the statute 
books, must realize that public sentiment will crystallize for or against 
the system, as the success or failure of jury trials is ultimately judged. 
When the people understand the jury system as the people in the 
United States understand it, and that the violation of the oath of a 
juror is a menace to their personal rights; and when they further 
understand that this great privilege will be extended to the adjudica- 
tion of property rights, if the system is approved, then it will be hon- 
estly administered, or will fail and must be abolished altogether. 

There are several remedies for the evils which now attend jury 
trials, for expediting the business of the courts, and for curtailing the 
expense attached to the administration of justice. The first is to 
establish three courts with the three judges who now discharge the 
functions of one. Leave the judges as they are — two Porto Kicans 
and one American. Give the criminal cases to one judge of a criminal 
court. This judge, thoroughly understanding the criminal code and 
the code of criminal procedure, will speedily demonstrate to all the 
methods of practice under the code and the office of a jury in our 
political system. It will require heroic efforts on the part of the poli- 
ticians to eliminate politics from the selection of jurors and the formu- 
lating of verdicts after they are chosen; but the courts and the people 
must see that they do. In other words, an honest and vigorous 
administration of the jury system is the best method of testing it, and 
a separate, well-equipped court, devoted to the trial of all jury cases, 
is the best and surest way of calling attention to it. 

The plan of dividing the labors of the judges of the courts is 
demanded as a measure of economy in taxation, and as a matter of 
fairness on the part of litigants to have their rights speedily deter- 
mined. To illustrate: At Mayaguez there are 60 jury cases. Under 
the law one of the three judges presides at all jury trials, and the 
others are idle. Assume that it requires one month to try the 60 cases, 
and although the judges may alternate, two are not engaged. The 
taxpayers, therefore, pay the salaries of two judges for one month — 
^00 — for which no service has been rendered, and during all the time 
thus lost more than 300 civil cases are awaiting trial at Mayaguez. 
This condition of affairs does not require comment, nor is a negative 
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answer to the proposition that the two idle judges should be engaged 
in the trial of the civil causes awaiting adjustment reasonable. 

The same general truth applies to the court in civil matters. It is 
impossible for three men to try one case at the same time. Therefore, 
under the practice, one of the three judges tries the case, the other 
two sit with him — must do so — and when questions arise during the 
progress of the trial hold a hasty consultation and announce the deci- 
sion of the court. Why should not two of these judges be engaged in 
the trial of other causes? The necessities of the calendar demand it. 
There are five judges whose duty it is to consult over the decisions of 
the lower courts, and their duties would remain the same whether one 
or three judges sit in the lower court. And in my opinion their labors 
would not be greater or less. Something must be done, and I earn- 
estly reconMnend the consideration of this plan as the most economical 
and feasible, and as being in accord with the American practice. 

The last monthly pay roll of the district court of San Juan contained 
a list of 11 clerks, or of persons doing clerical work of some character. 
This excludes the interpreter and the bailiffs. What these 11 men do 
for the $700 paid to them each month I am not as yet advised. But 
certainly if they all work no further evidence is needed of the neces- 
sity of a practice act. 

A CIVIL PRACTICE ACT. 

Porto Rico has a criminal code and a code of criminal procedure. 
A few changes, simply to make their provisions harmonious, will make 
efficient codes of them. We also have an excellent civil code, but no 
practice act. We are greatly in need of such an act, bearing that har- 
monious relation to the civil code now borne to the criminal code by 
the procedure act. This necessity is so universally conceded that it 
need not be urged. 

EVIDENCE. 

With the perfection of the codes some fundamental laws for the 

Eroduction of testimony should be established. It would scarcely 
e believed that no rules of evidence obtain in Porto Rico, but such is 
the fact. The law of evidence can not be established at once, but the 
elementary principles should be inaugurated, and gradually the true 
theories of that great branch of the law will assert themselves. 

VACATIONS AND SUBSTITUTES. 

I also recommend that the present method of appointing substitute dis- 
trict judges by the governor be abandoned. An annual vacation should 
be given the district judges. This they are entitled to and require. A 
regular substitute judge is now provided by law to take the place of 
judges who are disqualified for any of the legal reasons that call for a 
substitute. It amounts now to a selection by the judge, who is tem- 
porarily to retire, of the person who is to take his place. If the retire- 
ment is one caused by a former association in the case, it is not proper 
that the retiring judge should make the selection, it should be left to 
a disinterested party. Cases in which a member of the bench is disquali- 
fied by reason of former connection with the cause will doubtless 
cover all instances in which a substitute is necessary not provided for 
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by the regular substitute judge. This diflSculty could be obviated 
without appointing a substitute by a statute authorizing an exchange 
of places by judges of the different courts. 

GENERAL COMMENT. 

Legislation is needed under which the public lands of Porto Rico 
may be disposed of; lands transferred to the island by the terms of the 
act approved July 1, 1902. The mining industry gives some promise 
of future success, and a simple code of laws is required under which 
operations may be carried on in this line of industry. 

A carefully considered fee bill should be enacted governing the 
transaction or business in the courts. Such a measure is now provided 
for the supreme court, but has never been enforced. There appears 
to be no reason for this neglect. Otherwise no court fees are required. 
Caution should be exercised in preparing such a measure to the end 
that the poor may not be denied a hearing in court; but on the other 
hand I see no reason why the people should be taxed for the litigation 
required to adjust the private rights of individuals who are abundantly 
able to pay their own way in all business affairs. 

Another practice needing the check of legislation is that of invoking 
the criminal machinery of the courts in the aid of civil actions. Of 
course the legislature can only deal indirectly with this question; but 
an act requiring persons making complaints against private individuals 
or public officers should be passed, compelling such persons to pay the 
costs of the inquiry which follows the charges, provided the charge is 
found to be groundless. Such a law would unquestionably do away 
with volumes of expedients that now find their way to the desks of 
the administrative departments of the government. This rule would 
also materially decrease the labors of the justices of the peace, who 
now require secretaries to write for them and be of assistance in pro- 
viding executive officers. I urgently recommend a suitable fee bill 
for the district and iustice's courts; and if further legislation is 
required to enforce the measure already provided for the supreme 
court, that it receive prompt attention. All court fees should be paid 
in advance. Again, crimes for the punishment of which the macnin- 
ery of the law may be used are only such as are committed against the 
public, and hence the public should not be taxed for private prosecu- 
tions. Under the law, as it now is, the rights of the individual are of 
public concern, and private prosecutions are prohibited by the funda- 
mental law of the land. 

The only source of revenue to the government that I now recall, 
coming from the civil business of the courts, is that sent in by the 
secretary of the supreme court, as the custodian of notarial protocols. 
And this requires some explanation. The notaries of the island are 
the custodians of the records of the transfers of property made by 
them. Under the Spanish law, the notarial office, the right to impress 
the notarial seal, was a grant or concession from the Crown. It car- 
ried the right to become the custodian of the records thus made, and 
a book of them was and is called a book or volume of protocols. The 
notary was the custodian of the original deed or instrument, whatever 
it may have been. If the owner of property which had been trans- 
ferred by a notary desired a copy oi the instrument of transfer, he 
must apply to the notary before whom the transaction was had for a 
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certified copy of the document. For this copy he had to pay the price 
fixed. As tne records of the notary increased in volume, so the income 
from the oflSce increased proportionately, as the number of certified 
copies or protocols would necessarily grow with his business. Under 
the code system notaries are appointea by the law itself. Any person 
of good moral character and fitness may be appointed a notary public 
upon presenting a proper certificate from the supreme court and filing 
a Dond approved by this office as to form and sufficiency. Under the 
code, however, at the end of each year the notarv must deliver to the 
secretary of the supreme court his protocols for the year. These pro- 
tocols then become the property of the government, and the secretary 
will furnish certified copies from them, paying him therefor the charge 
provided by law. The secretary of the supreme court estimates that 
the total number of protocols in his possession on the 1st of January, 
1904, will be about 2,000 volumes, and the fees to be collected for the 
year for copies issued from these records, and turned into the insular 
treasury, he estimates at $2,342.70. Of course it will be understood 
that the above number of protocols is but a very small proportion of 
the number extant in the island. It is expected that in the course of 
time these protocols will all become the property of the government, 
and that they will produce a reliable as well as a substantial income. 
The changes which must be brought about in Porto Rico with refer- 
ence to all the subjects discussed in this report can only be accom- 
plished by infinite patience in presenting and practicing the systems 
of law and procedure which the Government of the United States has 
brought to the island. It will require much time, no matter how 
active we may be, nor how kindly the manner of our presentation of 
the new methods and changes proposed, before the hopes of the home 
government are realized. There are many strong and patriotic men 
on this island who realize the opportunities and advantages which the 
changes called for ofier to the people; but this does not alter the fact 
that the rank and file are none the less slow to grasp these opportuni- 
ties, or that there are those who do not hesitate to use any and every 
means in their power to retard the movement, this position being very 
largely based upon private or political grounds. However, time will 
accomplish the work which the progress of events and the fortunes of 
war gave the United States to do. The complete realization of this 
work will come from the experience of the people, when they have 
learned to listen to the discussions of politicians and newspapers on 
both sides of a controversy^ and of lawyers in the argument of facts 
before a jury, and will stop to sift the wheat from the chaff; and when 
the public schools send into the active life of the island their bountiful 
product — when all this is accomplished the end will be at hand.

THE PRESENTMENT OF THE FEDERAL GRAND JURY, LATELY IN 
SESSION m NEW YORK, IN RELATION TO THE NATURALIZATION 
OF ALIENS. 

New York, N. Y., October 23, 1903. 

Whereas there has been exhibited to this grand jury numerous 
examples of spurious certificates of naturalization, in some cases for- 
geries througnout, in signature, printing, and seal; in others with the 
original name removed and a new one inserted; and 

Whereas the present certificate of naturalization issued by the 
United States Government is simply a printed form on bond paper, 
which can easily be counterfeited, ana has been in numberless instances; 
and 

Whereas as all applicants for positions in the service of the muni- 
cipal government of New York City must be citizens of the United 
Spates; and 

Whereas in the case of foreigners a certificate of naturalization is 
the accepted proof thereof; and 

Whereas the secret-service agents of the United States Government 
have discovered the existence of a thriving business in the manufacture 
and sale by foreigners, or citizens of foreign birth, of counterfeit and 
altered certificates of naturalization, for which a great demand was 
found to exist, resulting in the issue and sale of hundreds of bogus 
certificates, and said United States agents have secured the arrest and 
conviction of the leaders in this nefarious business; and 

Whereas the present certificates of naturalization are so crude, and 
the method of their issue so careless, as to invite fraud and render 
their counterfeit and issue easy: Now, therefore, it is 

Resolved^ That it is the sense of this grand jury that the present 
system for the issue of these certificates is obsolete, inadequate, and a 
direct invitation or opportunity for dishonesty, and that a new law or 
method, or amendments to the present law, are imperative and should 
at once be enacted, with the following provisions, at lea^t, as essential: 

First. Uniformity of practice in each and every District or State 
where the certificates are now issued. 

Second. That the same, or at least equal safeguards as are now used 
by the United States Government in the issue of its bonds and cur- 
rency, including the highest style of engraving and safety paper, and 
the counter signature of the certificates by another Department than 
that of their issue, and any other precautions that experience can sug 
gest, should be used. 

Resolved^ That a copy of these preambles and resolutions, properly 
attested by the foreman and secretary of this grand jury, be presented 
to the honorable court and sent to the Department of Justice, the two 
Houses of Congress, and the President of the United States, and that 
a committee of three be appointed by the foreman to submit the above 
preambles and resolutions to one or more members of Congress from 
Jfew York City.

REPORT OF THE SPECIAL EXAMINER IN RELATION TO NATURALI- 
ZATIONS. 

Brooklyn, N. Y., November ^, 190S, 

Sir: In compliance with directions, I submit herewith a general 
summary of the conditions surrounding the administration of the Fed- 
eral statutes relating to the naturalization of aliens by the judicial 
officers of the United States and of the various States and Territories, 
as ascertained during my examination into the subject since July last. 

The present investigation is the first comprehensive attempt that has 
been made by the United States Government to ascertain how the 
authority conferred by Congress in 1802 upon State judicial officers to 
act in naturalization proceedings has been actually used. 

My examination so far has included personal visits to and examina- 
tion of the methods used in the circuit and district courts of the United 
States, and by the State courts in the principal cities and in many 
towns of the following States:

I find that there are approximately 4,500 courts in the United States 
and Territories dealing with this subject, and as there are several 
judges in many of the courts the total number of judicial officers 
administering the Federal statutes on this subject exceeds 5,000. 

I have already secured specific data relating to naturalization matters 
from over 2,000 courts, which will be embodied in a detailed report 
upon the conclusion of my investigation of the remaining States and 
Territories not yet visited, together with the data obtained from the 
courts in those States and Territories. 

A vast majority of the judges and clerks of courts administering the 
naturalization laws are elected by popular vote, which results in fre- 
quent changes in the personnel of the judiciary and executive forces of 
tne courts, and accounts in some degree for the unintelligent, and in 
some cases, ignorant administration and interpretation of these laws. 

A further reason for this state of facts is found in the fact that 
many courts, especially those of inferior jurisdiction, are unprovided 
with the Federal statutes upon the subject, and the judges and clerks 
are almost wholly guided in their administration of these laws by the 

?ractice of preceding judges and blanks provided by preceding clerks, 
his has resulted in many cases of perpetuating systems founded in 
error and in a narrow construction of the requirements of the statutes. 
I find that while there have been and are many judges and clerks 
of courts imbue(J witjj a large appreciation of the solemn responsi- 

393 
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bility imposed upon them in the admission of aliens into the sovereign 
rights of citizenship, and who have administered the naturalization 
laws with the dignity and impressiveness commensurate with their 
true import, their number is small as compared with judges and clerks 
of a dineerent class, and their courts are usually avoided by aliens 
who seek other tribunals presided over bv less exacting judges. 

The evidence is overwnelming that tne general administration of 
the naturalization laws has been contemptuous, perfunctory, indif- 
ferent, lax, and unintelligent, and in many cases, especially in inferior 
State courts, corrupt. 

I find that it is and has been for years past the practice of judges of 
State courts to hold evening sessions of court at tne behest of political 
leaders for the sole pui'pose of naturalizing hundreds of aliens for 
political purposes with a lull knowledge on the part of the judges that 
the aliens have been bribed to become citizens and voters by flie pay- 
ment of their natumlization fees by the political organizations. 

In those States in which the naturalization fee is not fixed by statute, 
or where the fees are retained by the judge or clerk, the ''naturaliza- 
tion business" of political organizations is a matter of competitive 
bidding by local courts and is awarded to the lowest bidders. 

In those States which prescribe by statute the naturalization fee, 
which must be accounted for by the clerk, it is the general practice 
of political organizations to select a specific court presided over by a 
judge of like political faith, to which the aliens, "rounded up" by the 
district workers, are sent with oflScial cards addressed to the clerk of 
the court requesting that final papers be issued to the bearer. These 
cards are afterwards redeemed by the political organization by the 
payment of the amount of the fees represented by them. In many 
cases clerks of courts demand advance payment of these fees from the 
political organization, having a due regard for the fact, based on pre- 
vious experience, that it is often impossible to collect the money from 
the political committees after an election has passed. 

In many cases clerks of courts remit the naturalization fees in cases 
of aliens sent by their political organizations as their contributions to 
the campaign fund, while exacting the last cent permitted by law from 
aliens not ''indorsed" by such organization. 

In many instances the judges passing upon the qualifications of aliens 
for citizenship sent him by his political organization is a candidate for 
reelection, the result of tne election being often decided by the vote 
of these aliens. Under these circumstances it is not strange to find 
that little or no attempt is made by such judge to ascertain the fitness 
of the alien for citizenship and that the number rejected is practically 
nil. It is a common thing for an alien rejected in one court to be 
admitted in another court on the same day. In one case I found that 
a judge had held an impromptu session oi court late at night in a rail- 
road station while waiting for a train for the purpose of conferring 
citizenship upon a number of aliens whose votes were needed at an 
election. 

In another case a judge entered an order revoking certificates of 
citizenship granted to seven aliens by him, under the impression that 
they had been sent by his political organization, but who were after- 
wards repudiated by that organization. The order recited, as a reason 
for the revocation, the fact that the fees had not been paid. 

Id many instances I found that it was common knowledge that 
clerks of courts had issued, in the aggregate^ hundreds of certificates 
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of citizenship tx) aliens who never appeared in court, and afterwards 
forged the court records to make it appear that they had been admitted 
in open court. 

Other clerks have furnished certificates blank as to names of aliens, 
but bearing the seal of the court and official signatures to members of 
his political organization, who have filled in the names of aliens, the 
clerK subsequently entering them in the court records as having been 
admitted in open coui*t. 

I find the naturalization records in many cases in a chaotic condition, 
many lost and destroyed, and some sold for old paper. Most of the 
records consist of merely the name and nativity of the alien with no 
means of identifying aliens of the same name. 

In many courts no attempt has ever been made to keep a record of 
the witnesses examined, the whole naturalization proceedings being 
entirely oral in character. It is the exception to find written petitions 
and signed affidavits required of petitioners and witnesses. 

In numerous cases I find aliens naturalized under initials instead of 
Christian names, surnames misspelled or changed entirely, and names 
of witnesses inserted in place of the alien naturalized. In many courts 
the records have not been certified by clerks or judges for years past. 

The examination of the records discloses the remarkable fact that 
never, since the first enactment of the naturalization laws, has any 
record been made in any court of the names of minor children who, 
under the operation of the statutes, were made citizens by the natu- 
ralization oi their parents. Because of this omission it has been 
impossible for thousands of such persons to prove their citizenship 
because of the loss of the naturalization papers issued to their parents 
and their lack of knowledge of when, where, or in what court the 
parents were naturalized. This has been the source of much litiga- 
tion in the past in which property rights, as well as political rights, 
have been involved, and is a serious defect in the law which should be 
promptly corrected. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the Federal statutes exclude from the 
rights of citizenship all persons except free white persons and those of 
African nativity and descent, courts have admitted to citizenship per- 
sons not belonging to either of those two races. This is particularly 
true of courts on the Pacific coast, which have naturalized many natives 
of Japan, and the clerks of which still continue to accept from such 
persons declarations of intention to become citizens. As several of 
these clerks have admitted to me the fact that they know that the 
naturalization laws exclude Japanese, their demand for an acceptance 
from these people of the naturalization fees brings them dangerously 
close to the penal provisions of statutes bearing upon unlawful 
practices. 

Under the facts as developed as to the administration of the naturali- 
zation laws, it is not strange to find that those laws are being con- 
stantly evaded, and that frauds of varied character have developed and 
multiplied and are not confined to large cities, but have spread until 
they are found in small municipalities and even in rural communities. 

These frauds include perjury by both applicant and witnesses, false 
personation^ and the use of fraudulent, forged, and altered certificates 
of citizenship. 

In nearly every large city, and in many small municipalities, there has 
grown up a class of perjurers known as ''professional witnesses" who 
are used by the promoters of fraudulent naturalization^ either tk\:cvw5^ 
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promises of political preferment or pecuniary reward, to swear to pos- 
session by aliens of the necessary qualifications for citizenship, and, 
failing in that, these fraudulent naturalization procurers furnish the 
aliens with fraudulent, forged, or altered certificates under which they 
can and do exercise all the rights of citizens. 

These evils and frauds have existed for years, exist to-day, and will 
continue to exist and multiply until radical and stringent cnanges are 
made in the naturalization laws and a strict supervision of their 
administration imposed. These fraudulent pmctices are largely 
responsible for that deplorable lack of civic pride found among a 
large portion of our naturalized voters, who, knowing that their citi- 
zenship is founded in either bribery, perjury, or fraud, can not be 
expected to place a very high value upon it or to entertain any respect 
for the National Government which peimits such practices. 

Among the causes of the evils and frauds developed, I find the fol- 
lowing to be the principal ones: 

1. The perfunctory, indifferent, lax, and corrupt administration of 
the laws. 

2. The very broad and indefinite provisions of the naturalization laws. 

3. The practice of political organizations of proselyting voters 
among the alien population and the bribing of them to become citizens 
by the payment of their naturalization fees in return for their vote. 

4. Tne enactment of laws by State and municipal legislative bodies 
which prohibit the employment of aliens on public work or by con- 
tractors whose work is paid for in whole or in part out of the public 
funds. 

5. The rule adopted by nearly all labor unions that none but citizens 
of the United States or those who have declared their intention to 
become such be admitted as members of the unions. 

6. The desire on the part of political agitators to obtain citizenship 
in order to claim the protection of the United States if arrested during 
their efforts to foment rebellion in their native country. 

7. The practice of securing by false personation certificates of citi- 
zenship and passports thereunder for aliens still resident in their 
native country, many of them criminals, whereby they gain entrance 
through our ports free from the inquisition of the immigration 
officials. 

In order to correct the evils which surround the present adminis- 
tration of the naturalization laws and to prevent or make more difficult 
future frauds and render them comparatively easy of detection, I beg 
to submit the following recommendations, many of which have received 
the hearty indorsement of many judges, clerks of courts, politicians, 
and laymen competent to pass upon tne wisdom of them: 

1. A thorough recasting of the naturalization laws, making them 
definite in their requirements as to the character and kind of evidence 
to be produced before the court, all of which shall be reduced to 
writing and entered of record, sworn to and signed by the applicant 
and his witnesses. 

2. Taking from State courts entirely the right to act in naturaliza- 
tion matters and restricting action thereon to United States tribunals, 
the President being given authority to appoint special judges in large 
cities to administer such laws, and providing for the appointment of 
ifl Fe^s ti^ating officers by such judges. 
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3. Providing that a definite period shall elapse between the filing of 
the petition by the alien and action thereon by the court, giving an 
opportunity for an investigation of the truth of the statements made 
by the applicant for naturalization. 

4. The absolute repeal of section 2167 of the Revised Statutes, known 
as the ''minor clause," whereby no prior declaration of intention to 
become a citizen is required of aliens arriving in this country under 
the age of 18 years. It is under this section that most of the perjury 
is now committed. 

5. The creation of a bureau in the Department of Justice which shall 
prepare and issue to the courts acting in naturalization matters all 
olauks used in connection therewith, including a uniform style of cer- 
tificate of declaration of intention and also final certificate, printed 
upon bond paper, each of which shall be numbered and registered and 
accounted tor by clerks of courts to the said bureau, together with a 
complete record as to every case of naturalization acted upon. 

6. The right of the alien to make application for admissiou to citi- 
zenship should be restricted to the court in whose jurisdiction he 
resides. 

7. The fixing by statute of a definite fee for receiving, filing, and 
recording petitions and the issue of certificates, which fees shall be 
accounted for and paid into a general fund, which shall be devoted to 
paying the expenses incurred in carrying into execution the naturali- 
zation laws; any surplus to be paid into the Treasury of the' United 
States. 

8. Judges of courts of naturalization should be given the power to 
confiscate false, fraudulent, forged, and altered certificates, and to 
revoke any final order granted under false testimony. 

9. The possession of or retention by any person of any certificate 
granted to another person should be made a penal offense and the 
return of certificates of persons deceased to the bureau of naturaliza- 
tion should be made compulsory upon the executor or next of kin. 

Probably the most serious development of this investigation is the 
disclosure of the fact that many thousands of certificates of citizenship 
have been issued to aliens by courts having no jurisdiction in naturali- 
zation matters. The Federal statutes specifically limit jurisdiction in 
such matters to circuit and district courts of the United States, the 
supreme and district courts of the Territories and to State courts 
of record, having common law jurisdiction, and possessing a seal 
and clerk. 

I find that courts in various States not possessing the attributes 
required by the statutes have for many years past and some are still 
usurping the right to issue certificates of citizenship, although higher 
courts, including the United States courts, have denied their right to 
do so. Among these usurping courts are the police courts of Maine, 
New Hampshire, Vermont, and Kentucky; criminal courts and munici- 
pal courts of limited jurisdiction strictly defined by statute, and pro- 
bate courts of various States, including New York, Ohio, Illinois, 
Wisconsin, South Dakota, and Kentucky. In Ohio the probate court 
has been acting in each of the 88 counties of the State since 1841, and 
the total number of certificates issuing out of those courts reaches an 
aggregate of over 100,000. I find, also, that the Territorial probate 
court of the Territory of Utah also issued hundreds of certificates, 
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although the right to do so in the Territories is limited by statutes to 
the supreme and district courts. As the question of jurisdiction of 
courts is never outlawed, the possible property complications growing 
out of the unlawful issue of certificates by these unauthorized courts 
is impossible to estimate, leaving out of consideration the effect upon 
the political rights of persons to whom these invalid certificates were 
issued. 

As most of these courts are courts of record, I strongly reconmiend 
that Congress be asked to remedy the evil and prevent the inevitable 
complications which will arise under these circumstances by legalizing 
certificates of citizenship issued out of courts of record upon true 
representations made in good faith. 

Kegarding the operation and practical effect of the most recent law 
relating to the naturalization of aliens, embodied in the act of Con- 
gress approved March 3, 1903, entitled "An act to regulate the immi- 
gration of aliens into the United States," which took effect June 3, 
1903, I regret to say it has complicated and confused a situation 
already too much complicated and confused. This state of affairs is 
due to the fact that Congress grafted into an act relating to the immi- 
gration of aliens and the sale of liquor in. the Capitol building at 
Washington, an entirely separate bill relating to the naturalization of 
aliens without changing the word "act" in the latter measure to the 
word "section." The act relating to naturalization was designed to 
prevent the naturalization of anarchists as citizens, and as a separate 
act was capable of being interpreted and enforced. 

The act relating to immigration and the sale of liquor in the Capitol 
building was designed to exclude undesirable immigrants from entrance 
into the United States and to prevent the sale of liquor in the Capitol 
building and imposed certain specific duties upon immigration officials. 
By the incorporation of the two measures into one Congress has imposed 
upon judges and clerks of courts the impossible task of attempting to 
establish by some testimony years after the alien has been admitted into 
the United States the fact that immigration officials who admitted the 
alien did not do so in violation of the provisions of the act, and makes 
it impossible for any alien who has by any chance violated the provision 
relating to the sale of liquor in the Capitol building ever to be admitted 
a citizen of the United States. 

Owing to the impossibility of reconciling the various sections of 
this law, that provision of it which requires the making and record- 
ing of the affidavits of the applicant and his witnesses " reciting 
and affirming every material fact requisite for naturalization " has 
resulted in the preparation and issue of hundreds of different kinds of 
certificates and final orders, many of them being wholly invalid under 
the law. 

The act is too general in its terms to accomplish a general ana needed 
reform in the records to be made of naturalization proceedings, for 
the reason that what is meant by the words "Every material fact requi- 
site for naturalization" is not defined. If the act had provided " tnat 
all the evidence requisite to establish every material fact requisite for 
naturalization" it would have accomplished the object undoubtedly 
sought by the f ramer of the bill. 

Tne complications which have arisen under the conflicting provi- 
sions of the new law are very serious, as they have resulted m the 
issue of many invalid certificates, and the act should be amended in 
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such manner as will remove any doubt as to its requirements. The 
fonn of petition, affidavits, final orders, and certificates should be 
made in full in the act itself. 

I find that because of the fact that a majority of the judges and 
clerks of State courts were not informed of tne provisions of the new 
act before it went into effect that hundreds of aliens were naturalized 
as citizens under the old forms of certificates after June 3, 1903, all 
of which are by the the terms of the act absolutely invalid. As it has 
been found impossible in many instances to locate the persons holding 
these certificates, chiefly because of the failure of court officials to 
record their addresses, the situation regarding them is one difficult of 
solution. I find it to be the general belief among those administering 
the law that the anti-anarchy oaths required under it will have little or 
no effect in preventing the naturalization of anarchists, for the reason 
that that class of persons have no regard for the sanctity of any oath 
required by any law enacted by any organized government.

REPORT OF THE SPECIAL ATTORNEY FOR THE MISSION INDIANS. 

Riverside, Cal., November W^ 1903. 

To the Hon. Phil. C. Knox, 

Attorney- General United States^ Washington^ D, O. 

Dear Sir: 1 have your request of date October 30, 1903, for a 
report of matters under my charge as special attorney of the Mission 
Indians of southern California for the last fiscal year. In this behalf 
I have to report the following matters which pertain to the business 
of my oflBce since October 27, 1902, the date of my last report: 

MATTERS IN LITIGATION. 

ROMAN CATHOLIC BISHOP OP MONTEREY, PLAINTIFF, V. 80L0MAN COTA ET AL., DEFENDANTS. 
[Action pending in the superior court of the County of Santa Barbara, State of California.] 

This proceeding has been mentioned in the various reports I have 
hitherto made and is in practically the same situation and condition as it 
was at the date of my last report. There is no real controversy pend- 
ing between the Bishop of Monterey, plaintiff, and the Indians with a 
single exception. 

In the earlier stages of this litigation, and very soon after the appoint- 
ment of Mr. L. A. Wright Indian agent, an agreement was made 
between the Indian agent and the Bishop of Monterey, plaintiff, by 
which the rights of the Indians were settled and determined in and to 
the land and property which forms the subject-matter of this litigation. 
The matter is still pending, on account of an appearance made by one 
of the Indians, by a separate counsel, setting up individual claims to 
some of the property in controversy, although it is true, as shown by 
the record in my possession, that this same Indian now making this 
individual claim joined ii^ and ratified by writing the settlement made 
between the Indian agent and the Bishop of Monterey. The appear- 
ance and answer, however, of this Indian has prevented final decree 
in the action, and the parties having control of the litigation on behalf 
of the Bishop have not as yet brought the matter to trial. The con- 
troversy between the Bishop and the Indian, appearing as above set 
out, is not within my control, and I can only await the decision of the 
matter really pending between them ; and so long as this matter remains 
undecided I am compelled to await the entry of final decree in accord- 
ance with the stipulation between the plaintiff and the Government. 

AGUA CAUENTE (PALM SPRINGS) RESERVATION. 

FIRST. — WATER SUPPLY. 

Prior to the submission of my last annual report I had been directed 
by the Department to take steps to settle the difficulties existing 
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between the Palm Valley Water Company, a corporation, and the band 
or village of Indians of Agua Caliente, or Palm Springs, in Riverside 
CJomity. Cal., with reference to the water anfl water rights formerly 
enjoyed by that village of Indians. 

Since my last report no complaint has been submitted to me by the 
Indians in regard to their usage of water claimed by them, and it 
appears that smce the death of one H. F. McCuUom, who was formerly 
president of the Palm Valley Water Company, the rights of the Indians 
to the water claimed by them seems not to have been disturbed or 
interfered with. 

The captain of this band or village of Indians has called upon me 
in regard to their difficulties twice within the last three montns, and 
has had no complaint to make in regard to interference with their 
water rights, which in fact are rights in what is known as Tauquitz, 
or West Canyon. In my last report, with reference to the water sup- 
ply for this band of Indians, I reconunended that certain springs upon 
section 14 of this reservation be not further leased after the 1st of 
Januarv, 1 903, but that the Indians take charge of them, and so con- 
serve the water as to in part supply them during the seasons of the 
year when no water flowed down irom the canyons to the land occupied 
by them. No lease was executed by the agent or approved by the 
Department taking effect the Ist ojf January, 1903, and the Indians 
have taken possession of the springs, have cleaned out the reservoir 
around them, put them in good shape, have constructed a reservoir 
lower down to catch the waste water from the springs, have repaired 
and renewed the hath house thereon, and are operating it themselves. 
From a report made by the captain recently they are quite well satis- 
fied with tne result. 

SECOND. — ^BZBCUnVE ORDBR SETTINO APART SECTION SIX, TOWNSHIP FOUR SOUTH, RANGE 
FOUR EAST, SAN BERNARDINO BASE AND MERIDIAN, FOR USE OF INDIANS. 

Some years ago, under instructions from the Interior Department, 
those Indians at Palm Springs were excluded and their stock was 
excluded from a certain canyon lying southerly from their reserva- 
tion and known as Palm Canyon. For many years the Indians have 
been accustomed to pasture tlieir stock in this canyon, but it seems that 
it had been placed by an Executive order in the San Jacinto timber 
reserve and the Interior Department furnished wire and fenced the 
mouth of the canyon so that the cattle and other stock of the Indians 
could no longer find feed there. 

A few months ago the captain of this band of Indians called upon 
me with reference to another canyon and to certain land lying therein, 
with reference to which he desired to have me investigate the record 
for the purpose of ascertaining for and on their behali whether or not 
the land was Indian land and as to their right to pasture their cattle in 
this canyon, informing me that there was not only feed but also water 
there which would answer their purposes. I made the investigation, 
both in the local land office and the Interior Department, and learned 
that sec. 6, T. 4 S., R. 4 E., San Bernardino base and meridian, had 
been in former times set apa^t by Executive order as Indian land, and 
was still withheld from entry and might be used by the Indians for 
the purpose of pasturing their stock. I further learned for them that 
the land was not included in any timber reserve. I notified the Indians 
of their right to pasture their stock upon the land, and on the last visit 
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of the captain of that band at my office he advised me that they had 
turned their cattle in the canyon and had now about 50 head pasturing 
there and doing well, but further informed me that the stock of some 
white man was disturbing them, and I joined the captain in the request 
to the Indian agent to furnish them sufficient barbed wire to so fence the 
entrance to the canyon that their right to the pasture might not be 
invaded by trespassers. 

As I now unoerstand the situation with reference to their water and 
pasturage, the Indians belonging to this band are feeling quite con- 
tented. 

SANTA ISABEL RESERVATION. 

In my last report I called attention to the controversy between the 
Indians on the Santa Isabel Reservation and one C. Paine, claiming to 
have rights in a certain 160 acres of land in sec. 34, T. 11 S., R. 3 E. 
of San Bernardino base and meridian, and in order that this matter 
may be fully before the Department, I attach to this report a copy of 
the ckim of Mr. C. Paine, found by me among the papers turnea over 
to me by Mr. F. D. Lewis, my predecessor in office. 

The matter of the possession of C. Paine has been a source of very 
great disturbance in that neighborhood for a long time. From the 
report of the commissioners appointed to set apart lands for the Mis- 
sion Indians of southern California, pursuant to an act of Congress of 
January 12, 1891, it seems that this gentleman, C. Paine, was occu- 
pying a part of this section, for I find upon examination of my copy of 
the report of the commissioners the following, under the heading 
''Santa Isabel." After describing the lands which the commissioners 
recommend be set apart as the Santa Isabel Reservation, I find in the 
report the following statement: 

A settler by the name of C. Paine has settled on this reservation. We recommend 
that the agent be instructed to get him off. 

So that it seems from the report of the commissioners that this man 
Paine was probably in possession of some of the land so set apart at 
the time they considered the matter with reference to the Santa Isabel 
Reservation. 

The controversy between the Indians and this settler has been so 
annoying and so continuous that prior to my last report I forwarded 
a letter to the Department suggesting that in some manner the con- 
troversy should be determined; that if Mr. Paine had any rights on 
the reserve or land set apart for that purpose, they should be ascer- 
tained; if he had none, Mr. Paine should be removed from the reser- 
vation. Consequently, I was advised by letter from the Department 
that the agent in this jurisdiction, L. A. Wright, had been instructed 
to notify Mr. Paine to vacate the land occupied by him and had been 
directed to confer with me in regard to the notice. 

I prepared the notices for the agent and he reported to me that 
they had been duly served upon Mr. Paine. I am also advised that 
he was directed to report as to the result of the service of notice to 
the Department. I have been further informed that Mr. Paine did 
not remove as directed in the notice, and that as a result the Depart- 
ment had requested the agent to advise as to whether or not the lorce 
of Indian police under his command were sufficient to accomplish the 
removal of Mr. Paine from the reservation. 
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In regard to the report made by the agent in reply to this inquiry, 
1 am not fully advised, but I have to report that since these proceed- 
ings the difficulty still continues, and 1 have had further complaints 
from the captain of that band of Indians of depredations by the stock 
of Mr. Paine or those occupying the land with him or tor him or 
under him, and it seems that this controversy still results in constant 
disturbance. 

While dictating this report as above, I have received from the agent, 
Mr. Charles E. Shell, superintendent of several reservations, includ- 
ing the Santa Isabel, advising me that his Indian policeman at Mes 
Grande has been charged, at the instance of these parties occupying 
under C. Paine, before a justice of the peace with assault with intent 
to kill. From the meager report in the letter it appears that the 
prosecution arises out of an attempt by the policeman to take posses- 
sion of an Indian child and deliver it to its proper guardian. The 
informant is a party who it seems occupied this land under Mr. Paine. 

I trust some steps may be taken promptly which will determine the 
rights of Mr. Paine an J fully dispose oi this controversy. Any fur- 
ther information required by the Department in considering this mat- 
ter with reference to the holding of Mr. Paine I will very gladly 
furnish. 

LEGISLATION SUGGESTED. 

Since my last report my attention has been called to a ruling made 
by Hon. Olin Welborn, judge of the United States district court for the 
southern district of California, in which he held that while the Federal 
court seems to be clothed with jurisdiction of the offense of assault 
with intent to kill made by one Indian upon another upon a reserva- 
tion, yet he was unable to find any provision in the United States stat- 
ute fijcing any penalty for such offense, and the prosecution pending 
before him in the United States district court at Fresno was dismissed 
for want of such penalty. This matter was brought to my attention 
by the agent, L. A. Wright, and in regard to the matter I called upon 
Judge Welborn at his chambers for the purpose of ascertaining care- 
fully the accuracy of my information, and tne statement as made to 
me by the agent, as above, was verified by the learned judge. If this, 
upon investigation, is found to be the state of the law, such legislation 
should be enacted as will cover the defect. I further state that in my 
examination thus far I have been unable to find any statute of the 
United States which seemed to provide such penalty. 

In correspondence with the (commissioner of Indian Affairs I called 
attention to this matter and had some further correspondence upon the 
subject in answer to letters received from his office, all of which may 
be examined, being on file in his department, in case it may be desired. 

WATER AND WATER RIGHTS ON THE PALA RESERVATION. 

Since my last report the Indians formerly occupying the Warner 
ranch and the ranch of San Felipe have been removed to the new pur- 
chase made by the Secretary of the Interior at Pala in San Diego 
County. Having some personal knowledge of the condition of the 
water rights appurtenant to the land purchased, from personal investi- 
gation and my examination of the abstracts of title under direction of 
the Commissioner, I have in the meantime forwarded to the Com- 
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missioner of Indian Affairs such instructions as I believed should be 
given to the farmer or agent in charge of this particular reservation, 
to the end that these water rights might be careiully guarded and pro- 
tected as against encroachments on the part of individuals outside of 
the reservation. I took the liberty of making these suggestions, know- 
ing as I do that water rights are largely perpetuated not by record 
title or conveyance but by actual appropriation and continued use. 
The suggestions made are on tile in the office of the Conmiissioner of 
Indian Affairs, and I have no doubt have been acted upon by the 
Department. 

TITLE TO LANDS PURCHASED BY THE SECRETARY OF THE INTERIOR AT 

PALA. 

My last report closed with the statement that I had completed the 
examination of abstracts of title made up of some nineteen different 
holdings and comprising about 3,400 acres of land now occupied as a 
part of the Pala reservation. These abstracts of title were forwarded 
by me to the Department, were again examined in Washington at the 
instance of the Secretary of the Interior, were there approved, and 
were returned to me with some further instructions in regard to certifi- 
cates of the county officers of San Diego County which, in effect, would 
bring them down to the exact date of the examination. I at once pro- 
ceeded from Riverside to San Diego, procured the necessary certificates 
at the proper time, prepared, under instructions from your Depart- 
ment, tne deed of these lands to the United States, placed it on record, 
and made report to the Department of these proceedings. The 
matters were closed up, moneys paid over to the grantors of the lands, 
and the transaction completed. 

CAHUILLA RESERVATION. 

In September of this year I was called by the captain of the Cahuilla 
band or village of Indians to the reservation for the purpose of 
advising him as to the rights of the Indians with reference to what, 
it was feared, was an encroachment by one Clark upon Indian lands. 
This reservation is about 75 miles from Riverside ana entirely without 
railroad communication. The journey occupied three days, and I went 
onte the ground, examined carefully the Government survey so far 
as indicated, and became satisfied that the line, as claimed and as 
adopted by Mr. Clark for and as the line between himself and the 
Indian reservation, was correct and in accordance with the monuments 
as set by the official survey. I so advised the captain and quieted his 
fears, which were, in fact, unnecessary. By reason of the difficulties 
of the Indians at Warner's ranch and San Felipe all are exceedingly 
sensitive as to their rights and unnecessarily afraid of trespassers. 

I have made it my duty, however, to satisfy them in such matters 
where I have been called upon to give them advice. I have enumerated 
above the most important matters which I have considered during the 
past year. I have been constantly called upon by Dr. L. A. Wright, 
the former agent of the entire jurisdiction, and laterly by Mr. Charles 
E. Shell, superintendent and special distributing agent, with head- 
quarters at Pala, for advice, and in regard to such legal complications 
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as arise connected with their agencies, and also by the captains, and 
in their behalf by the teachers of various bands or villages of Indians, 
with reference to their rights as between themselves and settlers out- 
side of the reservations. Throughout the whole year I carried on 
extensive correspondence with these people, endeavoring to furnish 
them such advice as was necessary and called for with reference to 
matters of interest to them. A detailed statement of these matters 
would simply unnecessarily burden the report. 
All of which is respectfully submitted.
